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In  the  early  spring,  the  trustees  were  successful  in  en- 
gaging Edwin  B.  Colburn,  a  man  of  broad  background  and 
exceptional  experience  in  the  library  field,  as  new  head 
librarian.  His  sudden  death  in  late  October  was  a  loss 
felt  by  trustees,  staff,  and  patrons  as  well  as  his  family. 
We  will  continue  to  serve  as  well  as  possible  as  we  go 
through  another  interim  period. 

The  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System  will 
continue  to  act  as  our  back  up,  with  their  aid  in  reference, 
inter-library  loans,  films,  workshops,  special  materials 
for  the  blind  and  physically  handicapped,  and  numerous 
other  ways.  Our  resources  are  no  longer  bound  to  the 
materials  we  own  here  locally,  but  are  as  unlimited  as 
any  large  library  in  the  state. 

Our  Pioppi  Meeting  Room  has  seen  increased  use.  This 
year  we  added  the  area  Hot  Line  for  both  executive  meet- 
ings and  for  two  series  of  training  sessions  .  The  Historical 
Society  had  a  four  day  Identification  Workshop  with  a 
display  of  four  hundred  of  their  Aaron  Pease  collection  of 
photos  on  display.  There  were  many  visitors  who  were 
very  helpful  in  identifying  people  and  places.  Dr.  Nasse 
loaned  a  beautiful  display  on  archaeological  discoveries 
in  Albania  which  graced  the  Pioppi  Room  for  all  of  Decem- 
ber. Along  with,  school  visits,  summer  reading  club  and 
weeKly  story  hours  year  round,  we  feel  we  give  an  added 
service  that  the  community  can  use  and  appreciate. 

We  had  so  many  fine  gifts  of  books  given  us  this  year, 
and  one  extra  special  gift  of  photos,  postcards  and  mem- 
orabilia, all  of  Southbridge,  given  us  by  George  Tucci. 
These  have  all  been  lovingly  collected  for  years  by  Mr. 
Tucci,  and  were  a  handsome  addition  to  our  local  history 
collection. 

Our  fine  coverage  of  all  these  events  by  the  Evening  News 
was  greatly  appreciated.  The  continued  support  of  my 
loyal  staff,  and  board  of  trustees  is  greatly  appreciated.

ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING.  .  .March  13,  1972 

Place  of  meeting:   Southbridge  High  School  Auditorium. 

The  voting  list  was  used  and  5  66  voters  were  admitted  to 
the  meeting. 

Moderator  Walsh  introduced  Rev.  Earl  F.  Mathewson, 
pastor  of  the  Elm  Street  Congregational  Church,  who  in- 
voked blessings . 

The  meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Walsh  at  7:00 
P.M.  Moderator  Walsh  announced,  "That  the  warrant  and 
the  constable's  return  become  part  of  record  of  this  meet- 
ing." So  recorded.  Moderator  Walsh  introduced  his  guests 
that  were  seated  on  the  stage.  Moderator  Walsh  informed 
the  townspeople  that  the  same  Rules  and  Regulations  that 
we  have  been  using  for  the  last  four  years  will  be  used 
this  evening.  Although  he  did  mention  the  following: 
Main  motions:  Finance  Committee  recommendations  will 
be  considered  as  motions;  duly  made  and  seconded.  Sub- 
stitute motions:  Will  be  accepted  in  writing  from  the 
voters  on  all  of  the  Articles  contained  in  the  warrant. 
Courtesy  to  other  voters:  Rise  to  speak;  state  name  and 
address.  The  moderator  also  requested  permission  from 
the  voters  that  he  declare  a  vote  unanimous  when  there  is 
no  discussion  on  any  motions. 

Moderator  Walsh  requested  that  the  foregoing  be  accepted 
by  the  voters.  The  voters  unanimously  voted  in  the  af- 
firmative to  accept  the  Moderator's  Rules  of  Procedure  and 
his  request. 
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Moderator  Walsh  introduced  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Vairo,  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee.  Mr.  Vairo  was  recognized 
by  the  moderator. 

"Mr.  Moderator,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  I  would  like  to 
make  a  few  comments  before  we  start  our  annual  business 
meeting.  First  of  all,  I  ask  you  to  read  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee Report  which  is  in  the  pamphlet  you  have.  We  have 
condensed  the  information  area  so  as  to  just  highlight 
those  items  which  we  feel  are  most  important.  You  should 
note  the  section  which  was  included  this  year  concerning 
town  debt.  This  is  a  brief  statement  of  our  total  debt 
position  -  both  active  and  inactive.  It's  most  important 
that  we  remind  ourselves  at  this  time  of  the  year  j  ust  what 
we  have  committed,  for  that  will  affect  our  tax  rate  in  the 
future.  You  will  also  note  that  we  have  included  separate 
supplements  to  our  Annual  Report  which  outline  the  detail 
budgets  of  our  Southbridge  schools  and  the  new  Bay  Path 
Regional  Vocational  School.  This  is  as  you  requested  at 
last  year's  meeting. 

"Southbridge,  like  many  towns,  is  reaching  many  cross- 
roads.  We  must  seriously  think  about,  and  possibly  re- 
state, our  priorities . 

"We  are  a  full  service  town.  We  have  a  permanent  Fire 
Department,  Police  Department,  full  time  positions,  in 
places  garbage  pickup,  trash  pickup,  and  so  on. 

"In  the  past,  we  have  paid  for  these  services  and  still 
maintained  a  reasonable  tax  rate.  We  must  remember, 
however,  that  during  the  past,  our  education  bill  was 
shared  to  a  large  extent  by  private  parochial  schools. 

"In  1966,  parochial  schools  took  care  of  1  ,423  students 
out  of  a  total  of  3  ,  694  -  or  almost  40%.  In  1970  ,  parochial 
schools  still  had  31%  of  town  students.  The  events  in 
1971  and^the  announcement  made  by  Notre  Dame  last  Fri- 
day clearly  indicate  what  we  can  expect.  The  handwriting 
on  the  wall  is  clear! 

"This  year  with  the  budget  cuts  considered  total  school 
expenditures  amount  to  approximately  $2  ,  800  , 000  or  about 
55%  of  our  total  expenditure  budget.  This  does  not  in- 
clude any  provision  for  the  Notre  Dame  closedown  that 
was  just  announced.  If  we  project  what  the  total  effect 
of  parochial  schools  closedown  might  be,  we  could  be 
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talking  a  town  budget  of  close  to  $6,  000,000.  So,  it  now 
comes  to  a  point  of  decision.  Are  we  willing  to  pay  for 
all  the  services  we  have  plus  the  expected  additional 
school  costs  or  do  we  want  to  reshuffle  our  priorities? 
This  is  a  decision  we  will  be  required  to  make  soon.  Hope- 
fully, the  new  revaluation  will  help  us  to  make  this  de- 
cision on  an  individual  basis. 

"The  Finance  Committee  has  made  its  recommendations 
based  on  minimal  budget  expansion  without  curtailing  basic 
services.  We  have  judged  that  this  is  what  the  voters 
desire.  However,  with  existing  conditions,  you  may  want 
to  express  a  change  in  your  desires,  and  this  is  the  place 
to  do  it.  The  one  big  control,  and  probably  the  only  con- 
trol, that  we  have  on  expenditures  is  right  here  at  the 
funding  stage.  Money  that  is  not  appropriated  cannot  be 
spent.  You  should  not  be  hesitant  to  exercise  your  right 
to  change  budget  requests  and  recommendations.  Only 
you  know  what  you  feel  you  can  afford. 

"At  the  time  our  Annual  Report  had  to  go  to  the  printers, 
the  Finance  Committee  had  estimated  a  tax  rate  increase 
of  approximately  $14.00  per  thousand.  Since  this  time, 
we  have  been  hit  with  unexpected  heavy  snow  and  ice 
costs  so  that  we  must  increase  the  budget  for  this  item. 
We  also  have  a  few  substitute  motions  which  will  decrease 
some  items.  The  net  effect  will  be  about  S0<^  more  on  the 
extimated  tax  rate  increase.  However,  more  important  to 
consider  is  the  tax  increase  that  will  be  effected  after  this 
meeting  by  taking  over  students  from  the  Notre  Dame  School . 
I  don't  know  what  this  will  be,  but  the  partial  closedown 
last  year  had  an  effect  of  almost  $3.00  on  the  tax  rate. 
We  might  keep  this  figure  in  mind: 

"I  don't  want  to  cover  any  particuiar  budgets  or  articles 
at  this  time.  The  Finance  Committee  will  speak  on  those 
items  which  we  feel  need  explanation  as  they  come  up. 
We  will  not  speak  on  routine  or  self-explanatory  items 
unless  we  are  requested  to  do  so.  We  do  not  want  to  pro- 
long the  meeting  unnecessarily.  Please  remember  that 
this  is  a  business  meeting  in  which  we  all  participate. 
Let's  make  decisions  based  on  good  business  judgement 
and  avoid  being  swayed  by  emotions  .  Almost  everything 
we  do  here  tonight  affects  our  pocketbooks.  We  are  the 
best  judges  of  what  we  can  afford  and  can't  afford,  what 
we  want  and  what  we  can  do  without!  Use  your  preroga- 
tive to  make  these  decisions  wisely! 


"Thank  you. " 

Moderator  Walsh  thanked  Mr.  Vairo.

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  second- 
ed, itwas  VOTED:  (Unanimously)  That  the  Board  of  Asses- 
sors use  $35  ,  000 .  00  from  the  Free  Cash  in  Surplus  Revenues 
Account  in  computing  the  tax  rate  for  1972. 

Article  5 .  Finance  Committee's  motion,  duly  seconded, 
was  for  approval. 

Chief  of  Police,  Ovide  Desrosiers,  submitted  the  substi- 
tute motion,  and  it  was  duly  seconded  by  Roland  Bachand. 

That  the  Town  amend  Exhibit  A-lof  the  Classification  Plan 
of  Article  MCX  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  by  adding  the  word  Lieutenant  to  the  P-4 
classification  of  said  Exhibit  A-1. 

After  a  debate  of  better  than  one  hour,  the  moderator  an- 
nounced, "A  two-thirds  vote  is  required  by  statute .  We 
will  now  vote  on  the  Police  Chief's  substitute  motion  by  a 
show  of  hands."  The  moderator  doubted  his  hand  vote 
count,  and  the  tellers  were  asked  to  take  a  standing  vote 
count.  The  tallies  of  the  tellers  did  not  jibe.  Before  the 
second  count  was  taken,  the  moderator  asked  the  standees 
to  be  seated. 

ACTION:  The  second  standing  vote  taken,  244  voting  in 
favor  and  195  opposed.  The  substitute  motion  lacking  the 
required  two-thirds  vote  was  DEFEATED. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  unanimous  vote  on  the  Finance

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Rosairo  C.  Arpin  of  10  Lens  Street  objected.  He  said,

The  hours  of  the  permianent 
members  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Town  shall  be  so 
established  by  the  Selectmen,  acting  through  the  Chief  of 
Police  Department,  so  that  the  average  weekly  hours  of 
duty  in  any  one  year,  other  than  hours  during  which  mem- 
bers may  be  summoned  and  kept  on  duty  because  of  con- 
flagrations or  emergencies ,  shall  be  thirty-seven  and  one- 
half  (37^)  in  number  with  the  exception  of  those  personnel 
assigned  to  special  duties  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his 
duly  authorized  representative  whose  duty  it  is  to  direct 
or  control  such  employees.  Hours  worked  in  excess  of 
eight  (8)  hours  per  day  and  in  excess  of  forty  (40)  hours 
per  week  shall  entitle  such  members  working  such  exces- 
sive hours  to  be  paid  for  said  overtime  at  the  rate  of  time 
one-half  of  the  usual  rate.  The  work  schedule  of  all  line 
officers  shall  consist  of  four  (4)  consecutive  days  of  work 
followed  by  two  (2)  consecutive  days  off.  Administrative 
members,  such  as  the  Chief  of  Police  and  Deputy  Chief 
of  Police,  and  other  officers  assigned  to  other  than  line 
officer  duties,  such  as  Detectives,  Safety  Officer,  Juve- 
nile Officer,  and  the  like,  who  work  a  regular  week  of 
Monday  through  Friday,  shall  be  compensated  with  days 
off  to  equal  the  number  of  days  off  that  line  officers  under 
this  four  (4)  -  two  (2)  work  week  plan  would  be  entitled  to 
in  the  course  of  a  year.  These  days  off  would  be  taken  at 
times  and  in  the  manner  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Upon  request  of  the  moderator  that  the  reading  of  the  fore- 
going substitute  motion  be  waivered.  So  granted  unani- 
mously.

Alfred  Hapgood  of  14  Country  Club  Place,  Chairman  of  the 
School  Building  Committee ,  requested  permission  from  the 
moderator  to  speak  on  Article  11-12  and  13  at  the  same 
time.  Said  articles  relate  to  the  additions,  etc.  to  the 
three  schools . 

Permission  granted  by  the  moderator. 

Chairman  Hapgood  gave  an  excellent  detailed  resume  of 
the  report  of  the  Southbridge  School  Building  Committee. 
Chairman  Hapgood  urged  the  adoption  of  the  three  pro- 
posals . 

Rev.  Raymond  J.  Page,  pastor  of  Notre  Dame  Church,  who 
said  the  announced  closing  of  Notre  Dame  School  "was 
never  intended  to  offer  an  alternative"  to  the  proposals  of 
the  School  Building  Committee. 

For  generations  Catholic  parents  have  borne  a  double  bur- 
den, paying  tax  money  to  help  support  the  public  schools 
while  at  the  same  time  exercising  their  freedom  to  send 
their  children  to  parochial  schools.  Millions  of  dollars 
were  saved  by  the  town. 

Rev.  Page  informed  the  voters  that  the  parish  had  always 
enjoyed  excellent  relations  with  the  town  and  added  that 
he,  personally,  supported  the  school  building  proposals. 
Said  proposals  will  not  be  a  total  solution  to  the  town's 
school  needs  but  the  first  phase  in  a  master  program  that 
probably  would  include  the  building  of  a  new  middle  school 
and  provide  space  for  the  phased-out  parochial  school. 

His  comments  received  a  round  of  applause  from  the  voters. 

Moderator  Walsh  re-read  the  substitute  motion.  There  was 
no  discussion.

On  January  11,  1972  I  notified  Secretary  Davoren  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  had  voted  unanimously  to  hold  the  Presi- 
dential Primary  in  only  one  precinct  -  Precinct  #1  -  Mary 
E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  -  Marcy  Street. 
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Re:   Chapter  54,  Sec.  33 

I  also  notified  him  that  four  (4)  Democratic  voting  machint. 
and  two  (2)  Republican  voting  machines  would  be  used  at 
said  precinct.    Said  information  was  needed  for  the  ballot 
preparation. 

Due  to  the  blanket  size  Democratic  ballot,  paper  ballots 
had  to  be  used  in  Southbridge  because  of  the  difficulties 
in  voting  machine  designs.  I  believe  there  were  only  two 
or  three  communities  in  the  state  that  could  use  their  vot- 
ing machines  for  the  April  25th  primary. 

Re:   Counting  of  paper  ballots  and  the  Absentee  Ballots 
I  requested  a  list  of  persons  that  would  count  these  from 
the  chairman  of  the  Democratic  Town  Committee  and  the 
Republican  Town  Committee.    One  chairman  turned  in  two 
names.    Therefore,  there  was  a  shortage  of  counters. 

When  we  purchased  the  voting  machines,  I  was  asked  to 
discard  the  voting  booths  because  of  the  storage  problem 
and  the  fact  that  we  would  never  use  them  again.  My  de- 
cision was  to  retain  these.  It  was  a  good  decision.  Minor 
repairs  were  necessary  and  said  repairs  were  completed 
by  the  Cole  Trade  School.  The  Cole  Trade  School  students 
on  April  24th  also  assisted  in  setting  up  these  booths  at 
the  precinct. 

On  April  25  at  10:20  P.M.  the  two  ballot  boxes  that  were 
used  were  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk  by  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

On  April  26th  at  5:45  A.M.  all  materials  used  during  April 
25th  were  transferred  to  the  Town  Clerk  in  the  Town  Hall 
to  complete  the  count  and  tally  of  the  ballots. 

All  material  moved  was  moved  by  two  police  cruisers. 

All  material  included  the  ballots  cast,  absentee  ballots 
cast,  challenged  ballots,  used  and  unused. 

Also  some  of  the  counters  informed  the  warden  that  they 
had  to  leave  to  take  care  of  their  families .  I  persuaded 
some  to  return  to  complete  the  count.  The  count  would 
begin  at  7:30  A.M.  In  the  interim  breakfast  was  consumed 
by  the  warden,  clerk,  5  tellers  and  the  Town  Clerk.  Of- 
ficer Demers  was  left  in  charge,  upon  our  return  he  left 
for  breakfast  and  returned  after  his  breakfast.  The  count- 
ing of  ballots  by  8  counters  was  resumed  and  the  posting 
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and  tabulation  continued.  At  2:30  P.M.  Warden  Talisman 
left.  At  3  P.M.  I  dismissed  Officer  Demers  .  At  5  P.M. 
Clerk  Gregoire  left.  At  4:30  P.M.  the  posting  had  been 
completed  but  most  of  the  tabulation  was  still  pending. 
Mrs.  Juliette  Pranaitis  and  Louise  DiMarco  reported  at  6 
P.M.  as  tabulators,  and  by  10  P.M.  the  count  was  com- 
pleted. All  ballots,  voting  list  and  other  materials  were 
placed  in  my  vault.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Baldyga  and  myself  had 
been  working  continuously  from  early  evening  of  April  25th 
to  10  P.M.  on  April  2  6th  to  finalize  this  primary. 

In  accordance  to  Section  52,  Chapter  53  of  the  General 
Laws,  I  notified  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the 
foregoing  on  May  2  ,  1972. 

On  May  11  ,  1972  I  mailed  a  Certificate  of  Election  to  each 
duly  elected  member  of  the  Democratic  Town  Committee 
and  the  Republican  Town  Committee.

Prior  to  the  meeting.  Moderator  Walsh  introduced  Rev. 
Vasil  Vasilecki  of  St.  Michael's  Church.  Rev.  Vasilecki 
offered  a  prayer.

No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which 
by  biting,  excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner disturb  the  quiet  of  the  public.

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog 
Officer  that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  juris- 
diction is  a  nuisance  byreason  of  vicious  disposition  or 
excessive  barking  or  other  disturbance,  the  Dog  Officer 
shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may  include  an 
examination  under  oath  of  the  complainant,  and  submit  a 
written  report  to  the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recom- 
mendations, together  with  the  written  complaint.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  report  and  examination  of  the  complainant 
underoath,  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning 
the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  The  Dog  Officer,  after  investigation, 
may  issue  an  interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained  or 
muzzled  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable 
the  Selectmen  to  issue  their  order  following  receipt  of  the 
report  of  the  Dog  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  interim  order,  upon  expiration  of  the 
period,  the  interim  order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  4  .  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  is- 
sue an  interim  order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  fourteen  days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following 
reasons: 
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a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may- 
be, while  an  order  for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is 
in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recrea- 
tional area . 

d.  For  having  killed  or  maimed  or  otherwise  damaged 
any  other  domesticated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or 
way  open  to  public  travel  in  the  Town. 

f.  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order 
to  restrain  or  muzzle  ,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Selectmen  a  report  of  his  action  and  the  reasons 
therefor.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report,  the  Selectmen  may 
make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or  dis- 
posal of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  If  the 
Selectmen  fail  to  act  upon  the  report  during  the  period  the 
dog  is  restrained  or  muzzled,  upon  expiration  of  the  per- 
iod, the  interim  order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  5  .  Appeal  of  restraint  or  muzzling. 
The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to 
be  restrained  or  muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this 
article,  may  file  a  request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Officer 
that  the  restraining  order  be  vacated,  or  that  the  dog  be 
released,  and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer  such 
officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog,  if  the 
order  or  restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was 
imposed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  a 
written  report  of  his  investigation,  with  his  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Selectmen,  who  may  vacate  such  order. 

Section  6.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  any  order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  is- 
sued pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars .

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1972  has  proven  to  be  a  very  progressive  one  for 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  in  the  streamlining  of  Town  Gov- 
ernment. The  fact  of  having  combined  two  departments , 
namely  Engineering  and  Highway ,  has  res  ulted  in  increased 
savings  and  efficiency  in  planning  and  administration  of 
municipal  services.  In  addition,  inter-governmental  re- 
lations have  been  organized  in  order  to  provide  programs 
which  complement  rather  than  conflict  with  each  other. 
The  following  are  a  few  policies  that  have  been  instituted: 

1  .  The  availability  of  all  Engineering  and  Highway  De- 
partment equipment  to  all  municipal  departments. 

2.  A  safety  program  in  which  the  Police,  Safety  Officer 
plans  programs  with  the  Engineering  Department  and 
with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Highway  Department. 

3.  The  maintenance  of  Town  equipment  by  this  depart- 
ment, which  has  resulted  in  great  savings  to  the  Town 
and  which  has  given,  namely,  the  Police  Department 
the  service  that  their  emergency  vehicles  require. 

4.  The  availability  to  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments 
of  an  early  warning  storm  alert  to  allow  proper  plan- 
ning in  the  preparation  of  their  vehicles. 

5.  The  cooperation  within  various  departments  has  made 
available  extra  manpower  during  emergencies. 

6.  The  installation  of  a  new  telephone  system  to  provide 
better  service  to  residents. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  at  this  time  that  an  emergency 
telephone  system  be  installed  to  answer  any  emergency 
call  on  a  24  hour  basis  for  all  departments.  After  having 
experienced  what  I  feel  has  been  a  progressive  year, 
whereas  we  have  seen  various  departments  function  ef- 
ficiently in  a  manner  that  a  Department  of  Public  Works 
should,  I  strongly  endorse  passage  of  the  Charter  which 
will  be  presented  in  1973.

With  Chapter  90  maintenance  funds,  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment resurfaced  approximately  2,000  feet  of  roadway  on 
Worcester  Street,  reconstructed  approximately  2,000  feet 
of  shoulders  on  the  North  Woodstock  Road.  Drains  were 
cleaned  and  roads  patched  and  also  brush  cut  on  all  Chap- 
ter 90  roads . 

Parkwood  Lane,  Briarwood  Avenue,  Ridge  Road,  Durfee 
Street,  Litchfield  Avenue,  Breakneck  Road ,  Proulx  Avenue, 
Highridge  Avenue,  Dennison  Cross  Road,  Marc  Avenue, 
Dennison  Hill  Road,  Cliff  Street,  Fort  Sumpter  Road, 
Margaret  Street ,  Jennison  Street ,  Beech  Street  and  Blackmer 
Road  were  oiled  in  part  or  whole. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Golf  Street,  Upland  Avenue, 
Grandview  Drive,  Ashland  Avenue  and  Pleasant  Street. 

There  exists  an  immediate  need  for  a  complete  drainage 
in  the  Dennison  District  area  as  the  maintenance  cost  for 
that  area  is  very  high. 

Catch  basins  and  drop  inlets  were  repaired  during  the  year 
and  drainage  lines  were  cleaned. 

An  intensive  brush  cutting  program  was  carried  out  through- 
out the  whole  time. 

Approximately  four  thousand  (4,000)  man  hours  were  spent 
working  at  the  Town  dump.  Material  was  trucked  in  to 
cover  the  refuse  and  extinguish  fires  that  plagued  that 
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area.  A  landfill  operation  was  conducted  by  this  depart- 
ment from  May  until  the  landfill  site  in  Sturbridge  opened. 

Refuse  collection  periods  were  increased  providing  better 
service  to  the  community. 

A  sidewalk  reconstruction  program  was  established  and 
carried  out.  New  sidewalks  were  constructed  on  Dresser 
Street  and  South  Street. 

The  traffic  division  was  kept  busy  for  the  better  part  of 
the  year  erecting  and  maintaining  signs  and  setting  up  a 
safety  program  along  with  the  Engineers  and  Safety  Officer. 

1  could  continue  listing  the  accomplishments  of  these  de- 
partments for  1972  ,  but  I  think  the  condition  of  our  Town 
for  which  they  are  responsible  will  speak  for  itself. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  your  Honorable  Board, 
all  other  Boards,  Committees  and  Departments  for  their 
cooperation,  and  especially  the  people  under  my  employ- 
ment for  the  service  given  during  1972.

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STREET  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Southbridge 
Southbridge,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Committee  on  Street  Lighting  for  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  was  formed  in  June  1972  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
the  lighting  conditions  in  the  Town  within  a  radius  of  one 
mile  from  the  Town  Hall  -  and  to  make  recommendations 
for  adequate  lighting  -  that  the  Selectmen  can  use  as  a 
guide  for  changes  in  the  present  street  lighting  and  for 
future  additions  . 

This  report  is  intended  to  set  guide  lines  and,  insofar  as 
possible,  make  specific  recommendations  within  the  area 
designated  for  the  betterment  of  the  street  lighting  in 
Southbridge . 

Lighting  studies  have  been  made  with  the  assistance  of 
engineers  versed  in  lighting  from  the  Massachusetts  Elec- 
tric Company  and  New  England  Power  Company.  Studies 
of  lighting  in  other  cities  have  been  made,  notably  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  Lunenberg,  and  Worcester,  all  of  which 
have  combined  street  lighting  and  show-place  lighting. 
While  we  recognize  the  advantages  of  the  above  average 
lighting  in  some  places,  the  lighting  that  the  Committee 
is  recommending  will  be  a  vast  improvement  over  our  pres- 
ent lighting  without  going  to  extreme  in  one  area  at  the 
expense  of  another.

1 .    Types  of  Streets 

This  Committee  has  classified  the  streets  in  Southbridge 
according  to  the  traffic  carried,  as  follows:

All  others . 


Paved  surfaces  in  most  of  the  residential  streets  in  South- 
bridge  are  under  twenty-five  feet  wide  and  are  considered 
in  the  range  of  a  narrow  street. 

Feeders  and  Sub  Feeders  are  little  wider  than  the  residen- 
tial streets.  In  fact,  the  only  street  in  Town  that  is  wider 
than  thirty  feet  is  Main  Street,  which  varies  from  thirty  to 
over  seventy  feet. 

2  .    Light  Intensity 

The  Illuminating  Engineering  Society  recommendations  cover 
lighting  levels  for  conditions  of  moderate  to  heavy  for  both 
pedestrian  and  vehicle  traffic,  with  readings  varying  from 
0.2  to  2 .  0  candlepower  or  lumens  per  sq.  foot,  depending 
on  the  traffic . 

Certain  assumptions  have  to  be  made  as  to  lamp  efficiency, 
light  level  maintenance,  percent  of  useful  light  in  the  area 
covered,  stray  light,  etc.,  which  boils  down  to  approxi- 
mately fifty  percent  of  the  rated  lamp  lumens  being  lost 
and  fifty  percent  falling  on  the  area  to  be  covered.  Even 
this  is  not  uniform,  so  an  average  is  taken  over  the  entire 
area. 

The  recommended  lighting  falls  well  within  the  above  guide 
lines,  except  Main  Street,  which  is  higher. 
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We  will  be  able  to  maintain  these  levels  with  the  use  of 
small  and  medium  sized  mercury  and  high  pressure  sodium 
fixtures  without  going  to  the  very  large  and  much  more 
expensive  1000  watt  units.  We  believe  that  uniform  light 
levels  everywhere  will  be  better  and  will  avoid  the  jump 
lighting  that  is  distracting  to  motorists  .  High  intensity 
lighting  mixed  with  low  level  lighting  tends  to  make  the 
low  level  lighting  look  even  lower. 

3 .  Spacing 

In  order  to  achieve  the  light  level  recommended  above  and 
to  take  advantage  of  power  poles  that  are  in  place,  the 
Committee  recommends  that ,  except  for  special  areas  such 
as  busy  intersections  or  high  pedestrian  travel  such  as  a 
church  front,  lights  be  installed  mostly  on  every  other 
pole.  While  lights  on  every  other  pole  are  not  ideal  from 
the  point  of  view  of  having  uniform  light  everywhere,  the 
lumen  increase  will  be  between  three  and  four  times  that 
given  now  on  most  of  our  residential  streets  and  can  be 
added  to  at  a  later  date  if  desired.  Under  item  6  -  Con- 
figuration, we  have  chosen  light  patterns  consistent  with 
this  spacing. 

4  .    Fixture  Height 

Twenty-five  to  thirty  f^^t  off  the  street  is  considered  op- 
timum for  lights  up  to  the  levels  recommended,  so  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  add  costly  poles.  Except  for  Main 
Street  and  vicinity,  where  aluminum  poles  are  already 
installed,  we  can  take  advantage  of  the  present  poles . 
The  newer  arms  extend  out  and  higher  than  the  attachment 
to  give  a  height  consistent  with  good  efficient  use  of  the 
lumens  available. 

5  .    Type  of  Fixture 

On  Main  Street,  the  sub  mains,  and  feeders,  it  is  recom- 
mended to  use  high  pressure  sodium  and  in  all  other  lo- 
cations, it  is  recommended  that  mercury  vapor  lights  be 
used.  Each  light  should  have  its  own  electric  eye  to  turn 
the  lights  on  and  off  as  darkness  or  daylight  occurs.  It 
is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  be  assured  by  the  elec- 
tric company  that  the  voltage  fed  to  these  new  lights  be 
at  all  times  within  the  limits  recommended  by  the  manu- 
facturer. It  is  also  recommended  that  all  lights  be  color 
corrected . 
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6 ,    Configuration  of  Light  Distribution 


Attached  is  a  copy  of  six  different  types  of  reflectors  for 
light  distribution.  Please  refer  to  this  chart.  Type  I  is 
used  for  a  light  situated  in  the  center  of  the  street  and 
shining  mostly  up  and  down  the  street.  Type  II  is  about 
the  same  as  Type  I,  except  that  the  light  is  situated  at 
the  side  of  the  street.  Four-way  Type  II  is  for  a  comer 
light  at  an  intersection;  the  light  rays  go  up  and  down  both 
streets  without  shining  in  the  quadrant  behind  the  light. 
Types  III  and  IV  are  used  for  wider  streets  and/or  for  closer 
pole  locations,  or  on  alternate  sides  of  the  street.  Type 
V  is  used  in  the  center  of  an  intersection,  or  on  islands 
of  parkways  where  light  is  wanted  all  around  the  fixture. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  use  of  Type  II  and  four -way 
Type  II  in  all  areas  except  Main  Street.  Essentially  all 
of  these  streets  serve  as  residential  as  well  as  travel 
arteries.  There  is  considerable  side  light  even  from  this 
most  confined  beam  to  give  the  desired  levels  on  the  sides 
of  the  roadways  for  pedestrians,  and  it  will  be  a  more 
uniform  light  from  pole  to  pole. 

This  Committee  has  noticed  that  dark  streets  are  some- 
times due  to  the  blocking  off  of  light  by  tree  limbs.  Al- 
though we  would  not  be  in  favor  of  cutting  the  tree,  we 
would  recommend  that  it  be  shaped  or  trimmed  in  order  to 
give  better  light. 

On  Main  Street  and  special  areas  it  is  recommended  that 
Types  III  and  IV  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Electric 
Company. 

7.  Costs 

Since  this  Committee  is  working  within  a  one-mile  radius 
from  the  Town  Hall,  and  since  this  line  cuts  through  some 
highly  built-up  areas ,  we  have  included  the  following  that 
are  outside  the  one-mile  limit:  Roosevelt  Drive,  Ten 
Acres,  Pleasant  Street  to  Hillcrest,  Golf  Street. 

Members  of  the  Committee  attended  a  seminar  on  street 
lighting  costs  where  costs  were  broken  down  into  the 
various  elements:  cost  of  the  fixture,  cost  of  bracket 
and  other  materials,  and  electric  power  used  (this  being 
two  and  one -half  cents  per  kilowatt).  The  total  breaks 
down  to  about  one-half  for  power  and  one -half  for  all  other 
elements  .

There  are  extra  charges  for  poles  and  for  underground  feed. 

Other  prices  are  given  on  the  rate  sheet,  but  since  none 
of  the  other  sizes  in  other  mercury  vapor  or  high  pressure 
sodium  are  recommended,  they  are  not  included  here. 

The  present  cost  for  lights  in  the  areas  covered  by  this 
report  is  approximately  $31,000  per  year. 

The  cost  of  the  new  lights  as  recommended  in  this  report 
will  be  about  $45,000  per  year. 

These  figures  do  not  cover  street  lighting  outside  the  au- 
thority of  this  Committee,  except  those  that  are  mentioned 
above,  or  for  special  poles  or  underground  feeds. 

The  increase  will  not  come  in  one  year  because  it  will 
take  the  Electric  Company  some  time  to  change  over. 
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8.  Priority 


Attached  to  and  a  part  of  this  report  is  a  package  of  cards  - 
one  card  for  each  street  in  the  Town  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Committee  .  On  each  card  is  the  name  of  the  street, 
the  location  of  the  street,  light  size,  pole  numbers  for 
locations  . 

Recommendations  are  that  lights  be  changed  over  on  an 
18-month  period  as  follows: 

1.  All  7,000  lumen  lamps  on  all  sub  feeder  streets. 
The  curve  on  Woodstock  Road  may  require  new 
poles  . 

2.  All  3,500  lumen  lamps  in  all  residential  areas. 
The  Committee  has  no  preference  as  to  which 
streets  are  done  first,  but  we  do  recommend  that 
blocks  of  streets  be  taken  so  that  whole  areas  show 
up  at  once.  For  instance,  between  Dresser,  South 
and  Main  -  between  Main  and  Hamilton  -  between 
South  and  West  -  between  North  and  Main -Coombs 
and  Cisco  area  -  between  Hartwell  and  Dresser  - 
from  Highview  to  Dresser  -  Charlton  Street  to 
Worcester  as  far  as  Faulkner  -  etc.  ,  until  all  the 
residential  areas  are  done  as  far  as  the  attached 
cards  indicate  . 

3.  All  feeder  streets  -  25  ,  500  and  47,000  lumen  fix- 
tures . 

4.  Center  of  Town  -  47,000  lumen  fixtures  mounted 
on  present  aluminum  poles. 

This  Committee  recognizes  that  there  are  several  streets 
in  Southbridge  that  are  new  and  that  do  not  have  any  street 
lights.  We  recommend  that  as  soon  as  lights  are  war- 
ranted, they  should  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
guide  lines  of  this  report. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  a  qualified  electrician  be 
appointed  to  represent  the  Selectmen  on  the  selection  of 
fixtures  before  installation,  the  location  of  support  brack- 
ets, configuration,  pole,  and  other  pertinent  decisions. 

While  this  Committee  is  reporting  on  street  lighting  only, 
we  have  discussed  other  locations,  notably  the  park  on 
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Main  Street  and  recreation  areas  that  should  be  more  ade- 
quately lighted.  However,  all  areas  of  poorly  lighted 
streets  previously  reported  by  Safety  Officer  Licastro  have 
been  covered  by  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

The  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31  ,  1972  ,  in  accordance  with  the  Gen- 
eral Laws: 

Two  public  hearings  were  held  for  zone  changes:  Mechanic 
and  Charlton  Streets,  submitted  by  the  "Housing  for  the 
Elderly".  This  change  was  voted  at  the  March  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  A  zone  change  submitted  by  Stanley  Czycewski, 
Jr.  at  Edwards  and  Marcy  Streets,  was  turned  down  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  on  December  4  ,  1972. 

No  Subdivisions  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board. 

Numerous  plans  were  signed  "Not  requiring  subdivision 
approval" . 

Bernard  Sherry  and  Roland  Pontbriand  resigned  from  the 
Board.  Named  to  replace  them  by  the  Selectmen,  were 
William  K.  Dion  and  William  Ryan. 

Preliminary  plans  for  proposed  apartments  were  presented 
to  the  Planning  Board  by  Weston  Associates  and  Spear  As- 
sociates, both  in  the  Sandersdale  section. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion: 1972  was  a  year  of  great  changes  for  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission  as  it  ad- 
justed for  the  termination  of  previous  programs  and  then 
expanded  its  regional  planning  and  local  technical  assis- 
tance efforts  .  In  the  way  of  regional  studies,  five  reports 
or  plans  were  completed.  These  were  the  "Impact  of  New 
Housing  on  the  Suburbs  —  The  Apartments  of  Westboro"  , 
the  "Regional  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan",  the  "Hous- 
ing Element — 1972"  ,  and  amendments  to  the  Regional  Sewer 
Plan  adding  the  communities  of  Blackstone,  Millville, 
Hopedale,  and  Sturbridge,  Southbridge  and  Warren.  After 
six  years  of  preparation  the  "Regional  Open  Space  and 
Recreation  Plan"  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mission in  October.  During  1972  two  of  the  three  remain- 
ing Comprehensive  Planning  Assistance  Programs  that  had 
been  previously  undertaken  were  completed,  leaving  only 
the  current  program  still  to  be  completed.    In  1972  water 
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facility  planning  was  nearly  completed,  support  to  the 
Housing  Market  Analysis  program  continued ,  and  additional 
environmental  planning  studies  were  commenced.  In  ad- 
dition, drafts  of  proposed  legislation  were  prepared,  trans- 
portation planning  work  began,  and  local  technical  assis- 
tance projects  expanded. 

As  part  of  its  responsibility  as  Regional  Clearinghouse , 
the  Commiss  ion  viewed  and  commented  on  some  45  Federal- 
aid  projects,  and  1  state  program,  just  double  the  number 
processed  in  1971.  These  programs  were  valued  at  some 
$122.4  million,  three  times  the  amount  of  the  previous 
year.  In  addition,  one  zoning  referral  of  a  proposed  zon- 
ing change  near  a  municipal  boundary  was  handled  under 
the  Voluntary  Zoning  Referral  System. 

In  October  new  legislation  controlling  the  membership  of 
the  Commission  became  effective.  The  basic  membership 
remained  unchanged  with  one  Planning  Board  member  from 
each  of  the  39  member  municipalities  representing  his 
community.  Municipalities  over  8,000  are  now  allowed  a 
second  delegate  named  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  while 
those  over  15,000  are  permitted  a  third,  named  by  the 
Planning  Board,  and  the  central  city  is  allowed  a  fourth 
named  by  the  City  Manager.  It  is  suggested  by  the  law 
that  the  third  and  fourth  delegates  be  representative  of 
minority  or  special  interest  groups  in  the  community.  The 
CMRPC  membership  has  been  increased  from  40  to  61  as  a 
result.  It  is  now  a  recognized  Commonwealth-wide  leader 
in  its  efforts  to  broaden  the  base  of  regional  participation. 

The  Commission  continued  to  meet  monthly  throughout  1972 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month.  The  Technical  Staff 
which  earlier  in  the  year  had  been  reduced  to  7  increased 
to  10  by  the  end  of  the  year  with  two  more  planners  in  the 
transportation  section.  The  Town  of  Southbridge  has  been 
a  member  since  1967. 

Mr.  Robert  Para  serves  as  its  delegate,  Mr.  William  K. 
Dion  as  the  second  delegate,  and  Mr.  Anthony  Sabatinelle 
as  the  third  delegate. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Southbridge  and  other 
Town  Officials  for  their  cooperation  during  1972  .

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The  contract  for  revaluation  of  the  town  was  given  to  James 
R.  Laird  <Sc  Associates  on  December  11,  1971.  Revaluation 
proceeded  on  schedule  and  the  new  valuation  notices  were 
sent  to  property  owners  on  December  27  ,  1972.  As  of  this 
date,  the  Board  anticipates  that  the  contract  will  be  com- 
pleted satisfactorily  on  schedule  and  the  new  valuations 
to  be  implemented  in  1973. 

The  Board  has  also  completed  a  preliminary  investigation 
into  the  possibility  of  computerized  commitments  and  bill- 
ing of  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  by  Arlington 
Trust  Co.  This  would  be  a  joint  venture  of  this  Board, 
the  tax  collector  and  Arlington  Trust  Co  .  With  this  system, 
the  Board  expects  taxes  to  be  committed  and  billed  ex- 
peditiously and  inexpensively.  Hopefully  in  the  future, 
it  eventually  will  lead  to  annual  computerized  valuation 
for  our  town.  An  earlier  tax  commitment  and  tax  billing 
would  allow  the  town  to  receive  its  tax  revenue  earlier, 
necessitating  less  borrowing  and  therefore  less  spending 
for  interest  charges.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Southbridge  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  submits 
a  report  of  its  activities  during  the  year  of  1972. 

On  March  29,  1972,  the  Authority  held  its  annual  reorgan- 
izational  meeting  with  the  following  results  recorded: 

Laurent  E.  McDonald,  Chairman 
Stanley  R.  Motyke,  Vice-Chairman 
Albert  J.  Langevin,  Secretary 
Richard  R.  Lavallee,  Treasurer 
Charles  E.  Peloquin 

Authority  staff  include  Neal  D.  Hannon,  Executive  Direc- 
tor, and  Susan  J.  Stevens,  Secretary. 

The  Authority  continued  with  the  undertaking  of  detailed 
planning  for  the  proposed  State-aided  Central  Business 
District  Urban  Renewal  Project .  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  Inc., 
continued  as  the  primary  consultant  for  engineering  and 
planning .  Additional  contracts  were  let  to  Joseph  W.  Carney 
and -John  J  .  Wail  for  First  Acquisition  Appraisals  ,  and  to 
Fred  R.O'Donnell  Associates,  Inc.  ,  for  Reuse  Appraisals . 

Plans  developed  for  the  Central  Business  District  project 
provide  for  the  acquisition  and  demolition  of  27  structures. 
Nine  structures  will  remain  and  be  rehabilitated  by  the 
owners.  In  addition,  substantial  public  improvements 
will  be  made  to  the  areas  in  the  sum  of  street  improve- 
ment, utility  improvements  and  extension  of  public  park- 
ing facilities  including  a  comfort  station  and  a  pedestrian 
walkway.  It  is  projected  that  the  net  development  cost 
for  the  project  will  be  about  2.  5  million  dollars. 

The  Authority  ai so  undertook  the  preparation  of  an  appli- 
cation.  to  the State  Department  of  Community  Affairs  for 
funds  to  conduct  a  survey  and  planning  program  for  an  in- 
dustrial park  development  on  a  160-acre  site  in  the  San- 
dersdale  section  of  Town.  This  proposal  was  submitted 
to  the  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  June  12,  1972, 
and  was  approved.  Subsequent  to  the  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing, a  contract  was  signed  between  the  Authority  and  the 
Commonwealth  for  $60,996.    The  Authority  hired  Metcalf 
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and  Eddy,  Inc.  ,  as  primary  engineers  and  planning  con- 
sultants for  this  project.  In  addition,  Fred  R.  O'Donnell 
Associates,  Inc.  ,  was  hired  to  conduct  a  Land  Use  and 
Marketability  Study  for  the  industrial  development.  The 
Authority  is  continuing  in  the  preparation  of  its  planning 
for  the  Southbridge  Industrial  Park. 

The  Authority  was  also  successful  during  1972  in  securing 
Emergency  Employment  Act  funds  to  hire  an  Assistant  Plan- 
ner for  the  Town.  Mr.  Anthony  H.  Sabatinelli  was  hired 
to  fill  this  position.  Primary  responsibilities  of  the  Assist- 
ant Planner  were  to  develop  a  Workable  Program  for  Com- 
munity Improvement.  Also,  he  was  to  review  all  plans 
and  programs  developed  in  the  Town  relating  to  the  1963 
Master  Plan.  Mr.  Sabatinelli  also  worked  closely  with 
the  Planning  Board  in  its  activities.  The  Assistant  Plan- 
ner in  addition  prepared  the  Town's  portion  of  the  Overall 
Economic  Development  Plan  submitted  jointly  with  sur- 
rounding communities  to  the  Economic  Development  Ad- 
ministration. 

The  Authority,  throughout  the  year,  has  cooperated  with 
Town  boards,  committees  and  private  agencies  to  every 
extent  possible  in  issues  related  to  community  develop- 
ment. It  is  our  expectation  that  our  responsibilities  in 
this  regard  will  continue  in  the  future.

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PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1972  was  the  first  complete  year  that  the  Purchasing  De- 
partment functioned.  In  April  of  1971,  the  position  was 
established  as  "  Purchasing  Coordinator .  "  This  was  chang- 
ed at  the  Town  Meeting  of  1972  to  "Purchasing  Agent." 

Purchasing  policies  and  procedures  which  were  introduced 
in  1971  were  effectively  followed  by  all  town  departments 
in  1972. 

Substantial  savings  were  made  in  purchasing  in  1972  by 
the  use  of  competitive  bidding  on  materials,  supplies, 
etc.  Numerous  bids  were  obtained  on  purchases  which 
were  below  the  figure  required  by  state  law. 

In  addition  to  the  purchasing  responsibility,  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent  was  designated  by  the  Selectmen  to  coordinate 
and  supervise  the  extensive  renovations  which  are  being 
made  in  the  Town  Hall .  These  renovations  are  still  incom- 
plete but  much  progress  has  been  made  and  will  continue 
as  long  as  the  manpower  and  monies  are  made  available 
to  the  Town. 

During  1971,  from  the  organization  of  the  Purchasing  De- 
partment, 2  600  orders  were  processed.  This  compares  to 
3800  orders  in  1972.

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SUMMER  RECREATIONAL  PROGRAM 
AT  THE  CENTER  OF  HOPE 


The  summer  recreational  program  for  the  mentally  and  phys- 
ically and  mentally  handicapped  members  of  our  commun- 
ity was  a  success  again  this  season.  Under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Mr.  William  Johnson,  the  handicapped  par- 
ticipated in  such  activities  as  arts  and  crafts,  swim- 
ming, picnicing,  hiking,  reading  lessons  and  exercises.

Beginning  each  day  with  arts  and  crafts,  the  children  were 
able  to  improve  many  of  their  manipulative  skills  and  to 
develop  their  creativity.

A  weekly  newsletter  was  written  and  printed  each  week  to 
be  distributed  to  parents  and  friends  of  our  program.  This 
letter  provided  a  means  to  keep  parents  and  friends  aware 
of  our  activities .

This  year  26  individuals  were  enrolled  in  the  program.  In 
order  to  meet  state  requirements  for  reimbursement  anec- 
dotal and  daily  attendance  records  were  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

During  the  year  19  72  your  Board  of  Health  held  12  regular 
and  10  special  meetings.  A  few  of  the  more  significant 
accomplishments  are  listed  below. 

1.  Opening  of  the  Southbridge -Sturbridge  sanitary  land- 
fill, the  first  joint  venture  of  its  kind  in  the  Common- 
wealth. Our  special  thanks  go  to  the  181st  Engineers 
Battalion,  National  Guard  Engineer  Lt.  Moccio,  com- 
manding for  creating  the  2.2  mile  entry  road,  and  to 
Mr.  Arthur  Ballard ,  Agent  of  the  Board  for  his  indefat- 
igable efforts  .  Further,  the  help  of  Board  of  Selectmen 
from  both  towns,  the  Finance  Committee,  Highway 
Department  and  Sturbridge  Board  of  Health  is  acknow- 
ledged with  gratitude.  We  look  toward  frequent  and 
efficient  collection  of  both  garbage  and  rubbish  by 
private  cbntractors  .  Finally,  mention  must  be  made 
of  beginning  efforts  by  League  of  Women  Voters  to- 
ward recycling  and  we  would  encourage  all  citizens 
to  cooperate  fully  as  these  efforts  grow  to  salvage 
reusable  items  and  to  balance  our  ecology. 

2.  Seven  hundred  and  two  pre-school  and  five  hundred 
sixty-seven  school  children  received  twelve  hundred 
and  ninety-two  immunizations  in  fourteen  clinics 
against  measles,  mumps,  German  measles,  tetanus, 
diphtheria ,  whooping  cough ,  and  polio.  Dr.  Charles 
Roy,  Board  Physician,  administered  most  of  the  in- 
jections, assisted  by  members  of  the  Board. 

3.  Swimming  facilities  were  checked  regularly  during 
the  season  for  bacteriologic  safety  of  water. 

4.  Dr.  Paul  Steen,  Parochial  School  Physician  examined 
children  in  grades  2,4,6  and  8.  Dr.  Robert  Dejordy 
carried  out  his  pediatric  examinations.  Their  reports 
appear  separately. 

5.  Water  samples  from  the  Quinebaug  River  at  ingress 
and  egress  were  taken  for  bacteriologic  examination 
and  in  spite  of  some  excitement  in  the  press,  no  gross 
contamination  or  significant  difference  between  the 
areas  was  noted.  Our  efforts  in  this  area  closed  when 
it  became  known  that  two  other  government  agencies

were  car-rying out  similar  but  more  extensive  studies. 

.').  Seminars  were  attended  by  the  Agent  for  the  Board  on 
the  following:  Solid  Waste  Management,  held  in 
Newton,  Mass.;  Community  Affairs ,  held  in  Worces- 
ter, Mass.;  and  Rodent  Control ,  held  in  Worcester, 
Mass  .  ,  and  sponsored  by  Communicable  Disease  Cen- 
ter in  Atlanta  ,  Georgia. 

7.  Area  restaurants  were  examined  and  one  hundred  and 
nine  complaints  of  public  nuisance  were  investigated. 
Southbridge  survived  the  Red  Tide  in  September  with- 
out incident,  but  the  agent  and  local  fish  mongers 
and  restaurants  were  expensively  confused  by  the 
number  of  edicts  issued  from  Boston,  some  arriving 
before  the  last  could  be  carried  out.  'All  those  co- 
operated fully  even  though  considerable  loss  of  money 
was  involved. 

8.  Board  members  turned  their  salaries  back  to  the  Town 
in  a  move  toward  economy.  This  had  as  much  effect 
as  a  ripple  in  a  hurricane.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31 ,  1972  . 

As  in  the  past,  monthly  immunization  clinics  were  con- 
ducted for  infants  and  pre-schoolers,  at  which  702  at- 
tended. The  following  immunizations  were  given:  Diph- 
theria, tetanus  and  whooping  cough  (DPT)  187;  Tri-valent 
polio  drinks  280;  measles  vaccine  4;  German  measles 
vaccine  95;  Mumps  vaccine  117;  German  Measles  and 
vaccines  combined  62.  Since  Smallpox  vaccination  is  no 
longer  mandatory  for  school  it  is  not  being  offered  at  the 
clinics.    Twenty-nine  Tine  Tests  were  given. 

Clinics  for  school  children  were  held  separately  at  the 
schools.  At  these  clinics,  567  received  a  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  booster. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  measles  and  German  measles 
vaccine  combined  was  released  by  the  State  Department 
of  Health  and  provided  free  for  clinic  use  as  well  as  for 
distribution  to  local  physicians.  A  list  of  vaccines  pro- 
vided to  private  physicians  through  this  office  is  as  fol- 
lows: Smallpox  -  315  doses;  DPT  -  147  vials  (10  doses 
per  vial);  DT  -  50  vials  of  10  doses;  measles  vaccine  - 
372  doses;  German  measles  vaccine  -  446  doses;  mumps 
vaccine  -  415  doses;  measles  and  German  measles  vac- 
cine combined  -  50  doses;  typhoid  vaccine  -  25  vials  of 
10  doses;  tetanus  toxoid  -  35  vials  of  10  doses;  DT  for 
adults  -  21  vials  of  10  doses;  immune  serum  globulin  - 
106  2cc  vials;  oral  polio  -  254  vials  of  10  doses;  old 
tuberculin  -  4  vials  of  2cc;  and  183  Tine  Tests.  Silver 
nitrate  was  also  ordered  for  use  at  Harrington  Memorial 
Hospital.  Containers  for  mailing  specimens  to  the  State 
Laboratories  for  testing  were  ordered  and  distributed  to 
local  physicians  on  request. 

Registration  for  first  graders  for  all  schools  was  held  at 
Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  in  April.  This  is  a  joint  project 
of  the  school  health  department  and  Board  of  Health.  This 
year  I  held  a  special  registration  at  Ste  .  Joan  of  Arc  School 
for  50  children  entering  kindergarten .  The  school  physician, 
Dr.  Paul  Steen,  whose  report  appears  separately,  was 
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assisted  in  the  physical  examination  of  pupils  in  grades 
1,  4  and  6  at  Ste.  Joan  of  Arc  and  St.  Mary's  and  grade  8 
of  Marianhill  Jr.  High.  Dr.  Robert  Dejordy  was  assisted 
in  foot  examinations  of  the  above  pupils  also.  Notices  of 
defects  requiring  further  consultation  or  treatment  were 
mailed  to  parents.  Notation  of  some  defects  not  requiring 
medical  attention  or  presently  under  care  were  made  on 
school  health  records  .  Home  tutors  were  provided  for  two 
pupils  because  of  prolonged  illness  .  The  vision  and  hear- 
ing program  was  completed.  Notices  mailed  to  parents 
when  necessary  and  follow-up  done. to  insure  the  carrying 
out  of  physicians' recommendations  .  Home  visits  made 
when  indicated  for  health  reasons  as  well  as  numerous 
personal  conferences  and  telephone  calls. 

Two  Nursery  and  Kindergarten  schools  were  visited  twice 
during  the  year. 

Reports  of  all  school  health  services  as  well  as  other 
clinics  were  tabulated  and  forwarded  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  A  special  survey  of  the  immunization  of 
children  in  first  grades  was  conducted  thi-s  year  at  the 
request  of  the  Communicable  Disease  Control  Department. 
The  objective  was  to  determine  the  efficacy  of  pre-school 
immunization  lawand  toassess  the  number  of  susceptibles 
entering  school.  Results  -  local  -  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  schools  -  the  percentage  immunized  was  high  - 
state  wise  -  there  are  still  too  many  measles  susceptibles 
from  kindergarten  through  grade  eight.  Also  immunization 
levels  for  rubella  and  mumps  should  be  much  higher.  The 
State  Health  Department,  therefore,  recommends  strict 
enforcement  of  the  law  on  immunization  to  avoid  any  more 
measles  outbreaks.  Locally,  a  review  of  school  health 
records  to  identify  unvaccinated  children  is  now  being 
conducted  in  all  schools .  Plans  will  then  be  made  to 
vaccinate  these  children  where  no  medical  or  religious 
exemptions  exist.  A  Tine  testing  program  for  school  per- 
sonnel was  conducted  this  year.  Many  were  due  for  cer- 
tification to  rule  out  the  possibility  of  active  TBC .  Posi- 
tive reactors  were  followed  through  with  a  chest  x-ray. 
None  were  found  with  active  tuberculosis.  The  dental 
program  was  conducted  in  the  schools  for  pupils  in  kinder- 
garten through  grade  four.  The  report  of  the  Dental  Hy- 
gienist  appears  separately. 

Chest  x-ray  clinics  were  conducted  at  Harrington  Memorial 
Hospital.    Eighty-five  persons  were  served.    The  clinics 
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nrr  for  x-san  patients,  families,  other  contacts  and  posi- 
tive rca'-tors  to  the  tuberculin  test.  Four  patients  are  now 
hospitalized  as  suspects  and  three  others  discharged  and 
bcinrj  treated  at  home.  All  known  contacts  have  been 
checked  and  are  being  kept  under  surveillance.  Prophy- 
laxis medication  has  been  prescribed  and  provided  for 
some  contacts  . 

A  Training  Program  for  Board  of  Health  personnel  was  con- 
ducted at  the  Rutland  District  Office  .  Three  sessions  were 
attended  and  the  following  topics  were  covered:  "What 
Boards  of  Health  Can  Do";  "Immunizations"  and  "Person- 
nel Health  Services". 

My  appreciation  and  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  made 
our  health  programs  successful.

A.S  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  the  Veterans '  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  sub- 
mit my  report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the 
year  1972  . 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  15  and  17  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  ,  Monday  through 
Friday,  and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and 
their  dependents  seeking  information  pertaining  to  their 
rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  bene- 
fits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

I  can't  help  but  add  at  this  point  that  it  nas  been  heart- 
warming to  me,  "in  this  age  of  dissent  of  a  very  unpopular 
war,"  when  talking  with  returning  service  personnel  and 
observe  their  sense  of  duty  to  the  job  they  have  done, 
their  pride  in  being  needed,  and  their  unselfish  deeds  and 
actions.  They  have  been  exceptionally  loyal.  I  think 
that  we,  the  citizens  of  Southbridge,  should  all  be  very 
proud  of  them  for  the  outstanding  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  services  to  us  and  our  country. 

In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth,  death  and  other 
certificates  were  made  for  veterans'  benefits  and  claims 
against  the  Veterans'  Administration.  Necessary  forms 
were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allowances 
and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans'  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  Government  pertaining  to  education, 
training,  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments, 
medical  treatment ,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pen- 
sion for  veterans  and  their  dependents,  re-employment 
rights,  employment  difficulties,  unemployment  compensa- 
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tion,  as  well  as  other  numerous  telephone  calls  and  let- 
ters . 


Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Veterans' Services ,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  Chapter  the  State 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the 
local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contacting 
the  recipients  of  Veterans'  Benefits.  Under  the  Law  of  the 
Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his  dependents  meet  all 
requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls  in  need  of  financial 
assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he  is  granted 
Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount  varies  and  is  dependent 
upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  Federal  benefit  grants  is  deducted 
from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  department,  there- 
fore helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the 
Town. 

As  of  December  31,  1972,  there  were  68  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  105  people.  During  1972,  twenty-nine  appli- 
cations were  taken.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending 
and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  maintained 
and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards  are 
considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  the  year  1972,  our  ex- 
penditures were  much  less  than  they  have  been  for  some 
number  of  years.  This  can  be  attributed  mainly  because 
of  lesser  demand  of  expenditures  for  medical  purposes . 
Also  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  our  case  load. 
We  are  in  hope  that  the  trend  will  continue .

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1972. 

The  community,  which  has  neglected  to  plant  or  care  for 
its  shade  trees,  is  depriving  its  citizens  with  the  benefits 
which  will  be  derived  from  them,  in  beauty,  in  comfort, 
and  in  public  health.  The  shade  tree  is  of  great  importance 
to  the  human  race.  Trees  in  the  process  of  growth  give 
off  oxygen  required  by  man  in  the  air  he  breathes  ,  and  by 
absorbing  the  carbonic  acid  gas  they  perform  a  double 
function  in  purifying  the  air.  For  only  the  few  reasons 
above,  they  should  be  cared  for  and  adequately  protected 
against  injury  from  their  enemies.  Expenditures  for  such 
purposes  are  justified  since  trees  properly  cared  for  are 
not  subject  to  depreciation  but,  on  the  contrary,  increase 
in  value  as  the  years  go  by. 

To  maintain  the  older  trees  in  as  safe  a  condition  as  pos- 
sible, deadwood,  weak,  or  damaged  branches  were  re- 
moved. Much  dangerous  deadwood  out  of  trees  standing 
on  various  streets ,  menacing  both  vehicles  and  passersby, 
were  removed.  Seventeen  dead  trees  were  removed  on 
various  streets  and  roads.  With  a  portable  stump-cutter, 
7  spruce  and  maple  stumps  were  removed  in  Dresser  Park. 
On  Main  Street,  4  elm  stumps  were  removed.  The  chest- 
nut tree  on  Everett  Street  was  removed  and  the  stump  ground 
out;  the  stump  hole  was  filled  with  type  1  .  Other  stumps 
ground  out  were  on  Durfee  Street,  Dresser  Street,  Wood- 
stock Road,  and  across  Beecher  Street.  All  stump  holes 
were  repaired,  filled  with  gravel,  type  1,  or  loam,  as 
needed.  Seventeen  dead  trees  were  removed  on  various 
streets  and  roads.  Eleven  ginkgo  trees  were  planted  on 
Marcy  and  Main  Streets. 

Ice  storms  the  past  year  caused  extensive  tree  damage. 
Broken  and  hanging  limbs  were  removed  out  of  storm- 
damaged  trees;  split  sections  and  badly  damaged  trees 
were  removed  or  topped  for  safety. 

Two  methods  must  be  used  to  prevent  Dutch  elm  disease: 
a  good  sanitation  program  and  a  spray  program.  No  spray 
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program  can  be  successful  without  sanitation.  Ten  dead 
elm  trees  were  removed  and  destroyed.  Deadwood,  split 
and  broken  limbs  were  removed  out  of  our  Town-owned 
elms.  Again  this  past  year,  our  Town  received  State  and 
County  aid.  A  special  dormant  and  leaf  spray  was  applied 
to  the  elm  trees  . 

For  mosquito  control,  insecticide  was  applied  to  known 
breeding  sites  such  as  catch  basins  and  low  lying  areas. 
However,  with  a  very  limited  amount  of  funds ,  spraying 
operations  are  limited. 

The  gypsy  moth  is  a  defoliator  of  hardwood  and  softwood 
trees  and  is  capable  of  killing  hardwood  trees  in  two  to 
three  defoliations  and  softwoods  in  a  single  defoliation. 
There  is  a  growing  difficulty  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
gypsy  moth  because  of  the  mobility  of  Americans.  The  egg 
masses  are  found  attached  to  underparts  of  campers, 
trailers,  boxes,  crates,  and  any  equipment  left  in  the 
woods  for  some  time.  The  eggs  are  then  transported  to 
other  areas.  Spraying  operations  were  carried  out  for  the 
control  of  this  insect.

The  By-Laws  Committee  was  relatively  inactive  during 
1972.  Most  of  the  proposed  revisions  were  complete  in 
1971  and  only  the  Personnel  By-Laws  remain  to  be  revised 
by  the  Personnel  Board  and  submitted  to  the  Committee. 

Action  on  the  revised  By-Laws  was  purposely  delayed  due 
to  the  expected  changes  in  the  Town  Fiscal  Year  and  the 
possible  adoption  of  a  new  form  of  government  due  to  the 
actions  of  the  Charter  Commission  and  the  town  voters . 

Revisions  have  been  made  to  cover  the  new  Fiscal  Year 
change.  If  the  Town  adopts  a  new  form  of  government, 
then  more  extensive  revisions  will  need  to  be  made. 

If  no  change  is  made  in  Town  government,  then  reviews 
and  further  action  would  be  scheduled  during  the  spring  of 
1973.

Dear  Sirs : 

This  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  Civil  Defense  for  the 
year  1972  . 

The  Fallout  Shelter  program  has  been  completed;  this  was 
an  achievement  accomplished  over  a  five-year  period  and 
reflects  the  effort  of  many  people. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  successful  year  from  the  stand- 
point of  training;  there  has  been  training  in  fire  and  police 
work,  communications  and  underwater  rescue. 

We  have  managed  to  maintain  about  the  same  level  of  man- 
power. The  volunteer  force  which  operates  Civil  Defense 
has  worked  over  6,500  man  hours,  of  which  the  Auxiliary 
Police  have  worked  over  4,700  hours.  This  outstanding 
unit  is  worthy  of  special  recognition,  under  the  direction 
of  Service  Officer  Dominic  Licastro  and  Auxiliary  Police 
Chief  J.  Ernest  Berthiaume.  The  unit  is  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  well  trained  Auxiliary  Police  units  in  the 
state.  The  men  who  serve  so  loyally  in  this  unit  are  a 
credit  to  the  community,  and  at  a  time  when  it  seems  no 
one  wants  to  do  anything  without  pay,  these  men  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  their  public  spirit  and  tireless  efforts 
which  are  strictly  volunteer. 

William  (Bill)  Berry  retired  at  the  end  of  1972  as  Service 
Officer  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department.  This  department 
has  been  under  Bill' s  direction  since  it  was  formed  in  1964 
and  has  become  a  very  effective  unit  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. We  regret  losing  an  outstanding  officer  such  as 
Bill.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge 

The  Southbridge  Housing  Authority  had  its  annual  meeting 
in  February.    The  following  officers  were  elected: 


The  other  members  are  Joseph  Palmerino 
and  D.  Harvey  Clarke. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  completed  the  purchase  of 
the  Mechanic  Street  school  property  from  the  Boys  Club. 
The  property  will  be  used  to  build  115  units  of  Elderly 
housing.  The  Department  of  Community  Affairs  has  loaned 
the  Authority  $2,000,000  to  build  an  8  story  apartment 
house.  Negotiations,  site  planning,  and  preliminary 
plans  were  approved  by  the  State  in  1972. 

A  hearing  was  held  with  Weston  Associates  on  their  pro- 
posal to  build  180  apartment  units  of  subsidized  housing 
in  the  Sandersdale  section  of  town.  They  have  received 
money  and  approval  from  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Fi- 
nance Association  for  their  project. 

TAG  Associates  received  money  to  proceed  with  their  pro- 
ject of  116  units  of  apartments  in  the  Lebanon  Hill  area. 
The  Authority  worked  with  TAG  Associates  to  get  this  ap- 
proval . 

A  limited  Rental  Assistance  program  was  started  for  low 
income  families . 

An  application  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  both  elderly  and  low  income 
assistance .

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  WORCESTER  COUNTY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  year  1972  in  the  annals  of  the  Southern  Worcester 
County  Regional  Vocational  School  District  was  the  year 
in  which  the  school  opened  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  member  towns  of  Auburn,  Charlton,  Dudley, 
Oxford,  Southbridge  and  Webster;  and  the  year  in  which 
the  students  in  our  six  member  towns  helped  the  School 
Committee  to  choose  a  new  name  for  the  school  -  Bay  Path 
Vocational  Technical  School. 

The  physical  development  of  the  building  was  fairly  well 
along.  All  work  being  done  during  this  year  was  bas- 
ically in  the  finish  work  on  the  inside  of  the  building. 
The  three  major  tasks  that  befell  the  administrators  were 
1)  to  equip  the  building  for  educational  uses,  2)  to  staff 
the  building  with  teachers,  custodians,  and  secretarial 
help,  and  3)  to  attract  a  student  body  for  the  intended 
September  opening. 

The  equipping  of  the  building  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent-Director  was  a  monumental  task.  It  in- 
volved purchasing  about  $360  ,  000  worth  of  built-in  equip- 
ment and  about  $600,000  worth  of  movable  equipment. 
The  equipment  bids  were  opened  on  January  20  and,  for 
the  next  three  or  four  months,  the  Equipment  Subcommittee 
was  busy  meeting  almost  nightly  with  Craft  Committee 
members,  made  up  of  citizens  in  our  six  towns  who  vol- 
unteered to  work  with  us  in  the  development  of  our  educa- 
tional program.  To  the  Craft  Committees  from  the  mem- 
ber towns,  a  rousing  vote  of  thanks.  Without  their  assis- 
tance we  could  not  have  done  the  job. 

The  staffing  of  the  school  was  an  ongoing  problem  -  we 
began  in  January  and  we  are  still  in  the  process  of  hiring 
people  to  complete  our  staff.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the 
majority  of  the  staff  that  was  hired  is  still  with  us,  and 
the  program  is  functioning  quite  will.  Mr.  David  P. 
Sampson,  the  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent-Director, 
undertook  the  task  of  staffing  the  school  with  approxi- 
mately seventy-five  teachers  and  did  a  fine  job.  The 
Personnel  Subcommittee  worked  diligently  with  him  and 
their  task  will  bear  fruit  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  task  of  getting  students  to  come  to  the  school  was 
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undertaken  by  members  of  the  Guidance  Department  - 
Anthony  Chlapowski,  Guidance  Director  and  Mrs.  Mar- 
jorie  Cutting,  Guidance  Counselor. 

As  I  indicated  in  a  previous  Annual  Report,  the  Commit- 
tee chose,  in  September  of  1971,  to  open  our  school  t© 
serve  the  needs  of  students  in  grades  9  through  12  ,  through- 
out our  six-town  district ,  whether  they  came  from  a  voca- 
tional school  or  not.  This  decision  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee was  made  for  many  reasons,  the  most  important  of 
which  was  to  involve  as  many  students  as  possible  in 
vocational  education,  as  soon  as  possible.  A  commit- 
ment was  made  to  those  students  transferring  in  either 
the  Junior  or  Senior  year,  that  we  would  do  all  in  our 
power  to  give  them  a  saleable  skill  at  the  completion  of 
their  one  or  two  years  experience  at  our  school.  How- 
ever, it  would  be  our  strong  recommendation  that  they 
come  back  for  a  two-year  post-graduate  program  to  com- 
plete their  occupational  objective. 

Another  innovation  that  was  built  into  this  regional  voca- 
tional school  was  that  we  did  have  the  vocational  pro- 
gram for  girls  on  a  secondary  level,  and  we  did  all  in  our 
power  to  make  our  co-educational  vocational  institution 
a  model  for  other  schools  in  the  state  to  follow.  The 
School  Committee  chose  a  co-educational  institution  -  a 
decision  for  which  they  should  be  very  proud. 

Coordinating  a  full  four-year  vocational  program  with  a 
one-year  occupational  program  for  those  students  trans- 
ferring at  their  Senior  year  created  many  problems  in  the 
development  of  the  educational  program  at  our  school.  In 
addition  to  opening  a  day  vocational  program  for  boys 
and  girls  in  grades  9  through  1 2  ,  with  approximately  1,000 
students,  we  also  opened  an  extended-day  program  for 
approximately  80  to  90  students  in  five  major  areas:  Auto 
Body  Repair,  Automotive  Mechanics,  Electrical,  Carpen- 
try, and  Data  Processing.  Two  of  the  programs,  Automo- 
tive Mechanics  and  Auto  Body  Repair,  did  not  hold  stu- 
dent interest  so  they  were  phased  into  the  day  program; 
however,  the  Carpentry,  Electrical  and  Data  Processing 
Programs  are  still  in  operation  from  3:15  to  9:30  p.m.  The 
reasons  for  this  program  were  numerous,  the  most  import- 
ant of  which  was  to  provide  vocational  opportunities  for 
students  who  had  completed  their  academic  secondary 
education  but  were  not  prepared  to  go  out  into  the  world 
of  work  with  a  saleable  skill.     Conducting  the  program 
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from  3:15  in  the  afternoon  until  9:30  in  the  evening  ac- 
complishes many  things,  such  as,  greater  use  of  the 
building  facilities,  separate  staffing  to  work  with  stu- 
dents in  grades  13  and  14,  instead  of  trying  to  mix  stu- 
dents from  grades  9  to  14  in  the  same  shop  setting. 

If  all  had  gone  according  to  plan  in  the  development  of 
this  building  and  the  building  had,  in  fact,  been  ready 
for  partial  occupancy  around  the  first  of  June,  the  devel- 
opment of  the  program  at  the  regional  vocational  school 
would  have  been  much  smoother.  Unfortunately,  the 
building  was  not  ready  for  occupancy  until  August  31,  1972 
and  the  school  could  not  open  until  September  18,  1972. 
Some  of  the  small  tools  had  not  been  purchased  for  some 
of  the  shops,  some  of  the  books  had  not  been  received, 
we  had  students  coming  from  six  different  educational 
backgrounds,  but  the  decision  of  the  school  committee 
was  not  to  disappoint  the  hundreds  of  students  who  had 
made  a  decision  to  attend  Bay  Path  Vocational  Technical 
School  to  acquire  a  saleable  skill.  We  believe  that  the 
decision  to  open  September  18  was  beneficial  to  the  stu- 
dents; however,  the  problems  were  magnified  for  the 
school  committee  and  the  staff. 

On  behalf  of  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vo- 
cational School  District  Committee,  the  Administrative 
and  Educational  Staff  Members ,  and  all  those  who  work  at 
the  Bay  Path  Vocational  Technical  School,  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  in  our  six  towns  for 
their  perseverance  and  their  patience  in  the  development 
of  this  facility  now  serving  the  needs  of  968  students  in 
our  day  and  extended-day  programs  and  a  potential  of  400 
to  500  adults  who  will  be  involved  in  an  adult  training 
program  this  spring. 

As  always,  the  Committee  extends  an  invitation  to  the 
citizens  in  our  six  towns  to  visit  the  school  to  see  what 
their  tax  dollars  are  doing  for  them,  and  to  suggest  ways 
in  which  the  Regional  Vocational  School  can  better  serve 
the  needs  of  all  the  people  in  our  six  towns.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  its  activities  for  the  year  1972. 

The  Board  was  organized  on  March  6,  1972. 
Raymond  L.  Brousseau  was  appointed 

Chairman  of  the  Board, 
Charles  E.  Peloquin,  Clerk 

and  newly  elected  J.  Lionel  Hebert,  Third  Member 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings ,  which  were  held  on  Mon- 
day evening  at  7:00  P.  M.  in  the  Selectmen's  office, 
numerous  conferences ,  public  hearings  and  special  meet- 
ings were  held  as  the  occasions  warranted. 

The  year  1972  has  resulted  in  many  changes  from  the 
status  quo  that  we  believe  will  be  to  the  ultimate  benefit 
of  the  citizens  and  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

A  few  of  the  changes  are  summarized  below: 

1)  The  Southbridge,  Sturbridge  Sanitary  Landfull  has  be- 
come a  reality.  As  with  the  beginning  of  any  new  under- 
taking there  are  a  few  procedures  that  have  to  be  updated 
in  order  to  make  the  operation  as  efficient  as  possible. 

2)  The  new  State  financed  Swimming  Pool  has  been  com- 
pleted and  will  be  opened  to  the  general  public  in  June 
1973. 

3)  The  lACP  (Police)  Report,  although  critized,  has  re- 
sulted in  the  streamlining  of  our  Police  Department's  op- 
eration. 

4)  The  Southbridge  Redevelopment  Authority ,  after  a  great 
deal  of  effort,  will  be  proposing  at  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing a  very  workable  program  that,  if  adopted,  should  ulti- 
mately provide  untold  benefits  for  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  . 

5)  The  renovation  program  in  the  Town  Hall  and  Highway 
Department  office  will  be  completed  during  the  coming 
year.  This  is  one  of  the  few  major  renovation  programs 
that  the  Town  has  ever  undertaken  where  the  cost  has 
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been  very  minimal.  The  Emergency  Employment  Act  has 
provided  the  bulk  of  the  labor  needed  to  affect  these  ren- 
ovations, which  has  resulted  in  a  cost  factor  saving  to 
the  Town  of  better  than  75%  of  the  normal  cost  of  such  an 
extensive  renovation  program . 

6)  The  Winter  Parking  Ban,  unpopular  but  a  necessary 
evil,  has  resulted  in  a  more  effective  method  in  snow 
plowing  and  removal. 

7)  Ambulance  charges  that  are  reimbursable ,  offset  the 
rising  cost  of  ambulance  services  provided  by  the  Town. 

8)  There  is  a  new  street  lighting  program  that  will  be 
proposed  for  the  Town  in  the  very  near  future. 

9)  The  Charter  Commission  has  completed  its  work  and 
their  report  will  be  voted  on  at  the  next  annual  election. 

We  wish  to  express  our  deep  and  sincere  appreciation  to 
those  interested  individuals  for  their  contributions  to  the 
welfare  of  our  community ,  and  also  to  all  department  heads 
and  employees  for  their  efforts  in  bringing  all  the  needed 
services  that  a  Town  such  as  Southbridge  expects  and 
should  receive.

The  Personnel  Board  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report: 

The  Board  reorganized,  naming  Charles  E.Peloquin,  Chair- 
man, Raymond  St.  Jean,  Vice-chairman,  Lillian  Proulx, 
member,  John  Jovan  and  Edward  Belanger,  new  members. 
Richard  H.Genereux  was  re-appointed  as  Secretary  to  the 
board . 

Regularly  scheduled  meetings  were  held  throughout  the 
year  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  board,  viz.,  the 
filling  of  positions  and  job  openings  as  they  occurred  in 
the  Fire,  Police,  Highway,  and  various  other  town  depart- 
ments, and  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
other  policy  matters. 

The  search  for  a  Town  Engineer  was  tabled  for  this  year 
upon  request  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  pend- 
ing the  outcome  of  the  new  Charter  proposal  to  be  voted  on 
in  1973,  and  the  ultimate  formation  of  a  Department  of 
Public  Works . 

A  major  activity  of  the  board  was  assistance  to  the  Select- 
men and  Finance  Committee  in  implementation  of  the  Intl. 
Assoc.  of  Chiefs  of  Police  Report.  Positions  and  pay 
scales  have  been  established,  which  we  hope  will  be 
ratified  in  1973.  With  partial  implementation  of  this  re- 
port, we  are  keeping  in  close  contact  with  the  Police  De- 
partment, and  are  making  recommendations  for  possible 
changes  or  revisions  as  needed. 

After  meeting  with  Fire  and  Police  Department  personnel, 
and  after  lengthy  discussions  on  the  matter,  it  was  unan- 
imously voted  to  grant  an  8%  across  the  board  salary  in- 
crease to  all  town  employees  who  come  under  the  classi- 
fication plan,  effective  Jan.  1 , 1973  through  June  30  , 1974 . 
Since  no  increases  were  granted  for  the  year  1972,  the 
board  felt  that  the  increase  was  deserved  and  justified  in 
order  that  our  employees  wages  would  remain  competitive 
to  those  in  the  area.  This  action  is  subject  to  approval 
at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  are  again  this  year  submitting  an  article  to  the  Town 
Meeting,  requesting  an  appropriation  for  a  survey  to  be 
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taken  to  evaluate  and  up-date  our  entire  classification 
and  pay  scale  plan.  In  attempting  to  work  with  this  now 
obsolete  plan,  we  find  that  it  is  more  and  more  difficult 
to  properly  classify  and  compensate  our  employees.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  it  will  win  vote  approval  this  year. 

We  would  like  to  extend  public  recognition  to  former  mem- 
ber and  chairman  Albert  J.  Bishop  who  chose  not  to  seek 
re-appointment  to  the  board  in  1972.  Mr.  Bishop  was  its 
leader  since  its  formation  in  1969,  and  is  certainly  de- 
serving of  praise  and  thanks  for  his  untiring  efforts  in 
carrying  out  the  proper  functions  of  this  board. 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  department  heads 
and  employees  for  their  fine  co-operation  in  the  past  year.

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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  ninetieth 
in  a  series  of  such  reports.  Perhaps  the  three  main  com- 
ponents of  any  school  system  are  personnel,  facilities  and 
program.  I  shall  attempt  to  cover  each  of  these  areas  as 
precisely  and  accurately  as  possible. 

PERSONNEL 

There  are  presently  five  elementary  schools  in  the  system 
including  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road,  Pleasant  Street, 
West  Street  and  Pine  Street  School.  In  these  five  schools 
there  is  a  total  of  1293  students  and  58  full-time  staff 
members.  There  are  also  specialists  in  the  area  of  Guid- 
ance, Learning  Disabilities  ,  Reading,  Physical  Education , 
Music,  Art,  and  Speech.  In  September  1972  the  Special 
Education  class,  which  was  housed  at  Pleasant  Street, 
will  be  transferred  to  the  West  Street  School  to  comply 
with  a  recent  state  mandate  on  partial  integration  of  these 
children  into  the  regular  program.  A  primary  group  in 
Special  Education  is  housed  at  the  Eastford  Road  School 
and  partially  integrated  into  first  and  second  grades  . 

The  Wells  Jr.  High  School  has  a  total  of  fifty-one  full- 
time  staff  members  and  two  part-time  members.  The  Jr. 
High  houses  grades  6  through  8,  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  seven  hundred  and  seventy  students.  There  is  no  basic 
change  in  the  number  of  personnel  at  Wells  Junior  High 
over  the  preceding  school  year,  even  though  we  did  ac- 
commodate approximately  forty  more  students. 

The  only  additions  to  the  staff  are  those  in  the  area  of 
Special  Education  in  order  to  meet  the  state  mandate  in 
this  area.  The  Pre-Vocational  has  a  total  of  five  full- 
time  teachers  and  an  enrollment  of  sixty- seven  eighth  grade 
students.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  Pre-Vocational 
Program  following  the  phasing  out  of  the  Cole  Trade  School 
Program. 

The  total  high  school  staff  includes  fifty-four  staff  mem- 
bers in  grades  nine  through  twelve  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  six  hundred  and  eighty-one  students.  New  Department 
Chairmen  were  appointed  during  the  past  year  in  the  areas 
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of  English  and  Mathematics.  At  the  administrative  level, 
a  new  Vice  Principal  was  also  appointed.  These  are  all 
replacement  positions. 

Areas  in  the  total  personnel  budget  that  will  receive  special 
attention  for  the  1973-74  school  year  include  kindergarten  , 
library-media,  guidance  and  reading. 

The  staff  members  of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools  are, 
as  a  whole,  well  prepared  and  completely  committed  to 
their  profession.  Their  academic  training  ranges  from  a 
BA  degree  to  certificates  of  advanced  graduate  study. 
During  the  past  year  many  have  taken  advanced  courses, 
completed  advanced  degrees  and  participated  in  various 
kinds  of  advanced  study  institutes. 

FACILITIES 


The  facilities  of  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road  and  West 
Street  have  been  completely  updated .  The  physical  design 
of  these  three  units  facilitates  more  flexible  grouping  and 
movement  of  children.  With  the  elimination  of  permanent 
walls  between  classrooms  in  these  three  schools,  there 
are  definite  opportunities  for  better  utilization  of  both 
staff  and  material.  Library  facilities,  remedial  reading 
rooms,  learning,  disability  rooms,  were  also  included  as 
part  of  the  total  building  renovation  program,  as  well  as 
administrative,  guidance  and  health  offices.  The  original 
gymnasium  and  locker  rooms  have  been  vastly  improved, 
and  we  have  added  new  food  service  areas  for  our  antici- 
pated hot  lunch  program.  Ample  parking  facilities,  tarred 
playground  areas,  along  with  landscaping  of  lawn  areas, 
make  our  elementary  school  building  as  fine  a  facility  as 
can  be  found  in  the  entire  area.  The  Pleasant  Street  build- 
ing is  in  reasonably  good  condition.  Work  has  been  done 
on  the  roof  during  the  1971-72  school  year,  and  the  entire 
interior  of  the  building  was  repainted.  The  electrical 
system  was  improved  early  in  1972  and  the  new  clock  bell 
system  will  be  installed  in  the  very  near  future.  The 
plumbing  system  ,  toilet  facilities  ,  are  inadequate  and  will 
need  attention  in  the  future. 

This  year  the  town  rented  the  complete  Notre  Dame  School 
on  Pine  Street  and  thus  added  eight  extra  classrooms,  an 
office  in  the  basement,  plus  full  use  of  the  library  and  a 
reading  room.  The  basement  consists  of  two  large  open 
areas,  one  of  which  has  been  used  for  combination  band 
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room  and  emergency  physical  education  room.  The  other 
large  area  was  divided,  using  the  portable  room  divider, 
with  one  section  being  used  as  a  remedial  reading  room, 
and  the  other,  as  a  learning  disability  classroom. 

The  facilities  at  Pine  Street  are  very  good  with  the  excep- 
tion that  there  is  a  need  for  an  auditorium  or  large  area 
where  assemblies  can  be  held,  and  where  students  can 
wait  for  busses  during  inclement  weather.  Sharing  of  the 
Notre  Dame  Hall  with  the  junior  high  school  cuts  down  on 
a  complete  physical  education  program.  The  playground 
area  is  also  most  inadequate.  In  general,  however,  the 
other  facilities  are  very  good  and  the  cooperation  shown 
by  the  Notre  Dame  Parish  has  been  excellent. 

The  Cole  Trade  building  now  houses  the  Pre-Vocational 
program  for  8th  graders.  During  the  past  summer,  many 
minor  improvements  were  made  on  the  building  so  as  to 
make  it  at  least  adequate  for  the  Pre-Vocational  program, 
as  conducted  at  this  time. 

The  Wells  Junior  High  facilities  are  not  adequate  for  the 
kind  of  a  program  that  we  are  attempting  to  conduct.  This 
is  certainly  an  area  that  must  be  given  serious  considera- 
tion, not  only  in  the  1973-74  budget,  but  over  a  period 
of  time .  All  areas  of  this  building  are  in  need  of  improve- 
ment, including  classrooms,  music  rooms,  gymnasiums, 
storage  rooms,  cafeteria,  library,  and  shops.  A  decision 
must  be  made  in  the  very  near  future  as  to  the  housing  for 
students  at  this  grade  level.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
major  improvements  must  be  made  in  this  building  regard- 
less of  future  decisions  in  this  matter. 

The  Senior  High  School  facility  is  a  relatively  new  addition 
to  the  total  educational  facilities  of  the  school  system. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  Southbridge  High  School  plant  and 
facilities,  even  though  more  recent  than  the  other  struc- 
tures in  the  district,  is  a  serious  deterrent  to  program 
development.  The  library  is  under  par  and  should  be  ex- 
panded so  as  to  serve  as  an  instructional  materials  center 
for  students  .  There  is  simply  no  room  available  for  teachers 
to  work  with  students  outside  of  the  classroom.  The 
classroom  utilization  is  near  100%  during  certain  periods 
of  the  day.  State  Department  of  Education  recommends 
not  more  than  85%  plant  utilization  of  classrooms  so  as 
to  allow  for  greater  program  flexibility. 
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We  are,  however,  greatly  encouraged  by  the  renovation 
program  contemplated  for  the  high  school.  The  Building 
Committee  had  the  foresight  to  encourage  staff  participa- 
tion in  this  project,  and  staff  members  have  responded 
well  to  the  challenge. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  already  accepted 
the  educational  specification  and  space  allocations  as 
proposed.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  citizens  of  Southbridge 
will  also  accept  the  renovation  program  as  presented  by 
their  School  Building  Committee.  Their  decision  will 
certainly  have  a  far  reaching  effect  on  the  future  of  sec- 
ondary education  in  Southbridge. 

PROGRAMS 


Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  developments  in  the 
elementary  program  has  been  the  completion  of  the  reno- 
vation program  at  the  Eastford,  Charlton,  and  West  Street 
Schools.  We  now  have  three  elementary  buildings  that 
are  certainly  in  tune  with  the  times  and  will  allow  us, 
over  a  period  of  time,  to  develop  a  creative  and  flexible 
elementary  school  program .  The  direction  of  the  program, 
of  course,  will  be  to  individualize  the  instructional  pro- 
cess. The  learning  styles  of  students  will  be  analyzed, 
and  as  far  as  possible,  programs  relating  to  their  partic- 
ular style  of  learning  will  be  provided.  There  have  been 
many  improvements  in  the  program  at  the  elementary  school 
during  the  past  year.  The  Eastford  Road  School  has  been 
implementing  the  new  special  education  concept  whereby 
these  students  are  partially  integrated  into  the  regular 
classrooms.  Grades  one  and  two  are  housed  at  Pleasant 
Street  School,  and  these  children  are  offered  a  full  pro- 
gram in  all  the  academic  areas.  For  the  youngster  requir- 
ing help  in  remedial  reading,  language  or  speech  disability, 
trained  personnel  are  available.  A  full-time  teacher  also 
works  with  special  education  children  in  this  building. 

The  children  at  West  Street  School  are  also  offered  a  full 
academic  program  of  studies  and  supplementary  help  in 
remedial  reading  and  learning  disabilities,  as  well  as 
speech  training . 

At  Charlton  Street  School ,  a  new  program  under  Title  I  has 
been  planned  for  this  summer  called  "A  Smile  Program". 
(SUMMER   MEANS  INTERESTING  LIBRARY  EXPERIENCES.) 
In  the  remedial  reading  class  under  Title  I  at  Charlton 
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Street,  a  detailed  record  has  been  kept  of  individual  stu- 
dent's progress.  Remedial  reading  teachers  work  with 
small  groups  of  children,  and  also  have  Title  I  Aides  help 
in  the  preparation  of  materials  and  work  on  an  individual 
basis  with  children.  The  Team  Teaching  Plan  has  also 
been  initiated  at  the  Charlton  Street  School.  This  partic- 
ular plan  makes  maximum  utilization  of  each  teacher's 
academic  strengths.  It  allows  for  flexible  grouping  of 
children  on  the  basis  of  need  and  provides  for  an  academic 
setting,  whereby  the  slow,  average,  and  bright  student 
can  proceed  at  his  own  pace.  The  principals  and  staff  of 
the  Eastford  Road ,  West  Street  and  Charlton  Street  Schools 
are  greatly  appreciative  to  the  residents  of  Southbridge 
for  letting  their  dream  of  a  modern  school  become  a  reality. 

Perhaps  the  most  sensational  development  at  the  elemen- 
tary level  for  the  197  3-74  school  year  will  be  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  kindergarten  program.  We  see  the  kin- 
dergarten program  as  allowing  the  children  of  this  age  to 
have  an  enriched  background  on  which  to  build  their  future 
learning  experiences .  At  the  present  time,  we  are  antici- 
pating that  there  will  be  approximately  ten  kindergarten 
sections,  operating  on  a  half-day  basis.  The  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  have  been  housed,  for  the  first  time,  in  the 
Pine  Street  School.  This  building  is  being  leased  from 
the  Notre  Dame  Parish.  The  program  at  the  school  is  de- 
partmentalized at  the  fifth  grade  level,  and  also,  to  a 
lesser  extent,  at  the  fourth  grade.  It  appears  that  the 
departmentalization  of  the  fifth  grade  has  worked  out  quite 
successfully.  We  are  still  evaluating  the  wisdom  of  the 
departmentalized  program  at  the  fourth  grade  level.  This 
has  been  a  period  of  experimentation  and  change  for  the 
teachers  at  the  Pine  Street  School.  However,  both  stu- 
dents and  teachers  have  adjusted  well  to  the  changes  that 
have  been  made . 

At  Wells  Junior  High  School  there  have  been  several  sig- 
nificant curriculum  changes.  For  instance,  an  Earth 
Science  unit  has  been  included  as  part  of  our  science 
curriculum  at  that  level,  thus  complimenting  the  areas  of 
biological  and  physical  science.  The  science  program  at 
the  Junior  High  School,  for  the  first  time,  has  also  been 
restructured  into  a  compulsory  and  elective  type  program. 
Therefore,  all  students  must  take  certain  basic  programs, 
and  then  during  last  quarter  of  the  school  year  they  are 
allowed  to  select  certain  science  electives  that  relate  to 
their  interests  and  aptitudes.  For  the  first  time,  Spanish 
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as  a  second  foreign  language  for  some  pupils  in  grade 
eight  has  been  included  in  the  curriculum.  Previous  to 
this  year,  French  was  the  only  foreign  language  offered 
to  pupils  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  Other  curriculum 
changes  at  the  junior  high  include  maxi  units  in  the  lan- 
guage arts  program .  These  are  extended  specialized  units 
in  certain  areas  ,  a  breakaway  from  the  traditional  approach. 
Other  innovative  approaches  are  also  being  used  in  the 
area  of  team  teaching,  library  resources,  special  educa- 
tion, and  physical  education .  Also  a  novel  organizational 
change  called  the  PRISM  period  has  been  introduced  at  the 
junior  high  school  level.  The  current  PRISM  period  has 
been  substituted  for  the  term  study  period.  This  substitu- 
tion implies  that  five  other  activities  take  preference  over 
the  traditional  study  periods.  The  first  letters  of  these 
activities  form  the  word  PRISM.  During  these  periods, 
pupils  may  work  on  PROJECTS,  do  RESEARCH,  receive 
INDIVIDUAL  INSTRUCTION,  take  part  in  SMALL  group  work  , 
or  help  to  do  MAKEUP  work,  due  to  absence. 

The  Pre-Vocation  Program  for  eighth  graders  is  nearing 
completion  of  its  first  year.  The  original  Cole  Trade  School 
program  has  been  phased-out  in  favor  of  the  Bay  Path 
Regional  program.  All  students  in  the  Pre-Vocational 
Program  are  now  introduced  to  five  trades  during  the  school 
year;  wood,  machine,  electrical,  sheet  metal,  and  draft- 
ing. A  complete  shop  and  related  academic  study  program 
is  now  offered  to  students  at  this  level. 

Southbridge  High  School  now  offers  one  hundred  and  forty- 
one  different  courses  to  its  students.  All  are  graded  on 
the  semester  basis  and  many  are  one  semester  courses. 
There  are  thirty-six  different  courses  offered  in  our  elec- 
tive English  program  which  was  initiated  three  years  ago. 
A  new  social  studies  program  initiated  this  year  offers 
fourteen  courses.  Music,  home  economics,  business, 
science,  math,  and  foreign  language  similarly  offer  a  wide 
variety  of  courses  .  Diversity  in  course  offering  is  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  and  interest  of  students  as  closely  as 
possible . 

Early  graduation  on  open  campus  programs  are  also  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  interested  students  and  to 
help  them  develop  greater  responsibility  for  their  educa- 
tional progress.  The  early  graduation  program,  selected 
as  a  pilot  program  by  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
has  received  widespread  attention  by  national  educational 
publications  . 
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The  extra-curricular  program  at  the  high  school  level  is 
also  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  interested  students. 
There  were  thirty  clubs  and  other  students'  organizations 
at  the  Southbridge  High  School  during  the  1972-73  school 
year.  Student  Council  plays  a  very  important  role  in  the 
total  operation  of  the  extra-curricular  program.  The  Stu- 
dentCouncil  is  very  responsible  and  very  active  governing 
body  in  our  school. 

The  year  1972  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  student 
involvement  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

Five  Southbridge  High  School  students  were  selected  by 
their  peers  in  a  regular  election  to  serve  as  student  rep- 
resentatives on  the  Southbridge  School  Committee. 

Dialogue  and  communication  is  encouraged  at  Southbridge 
High  School.  Student  Council  members  have  bi-weekly 
luncheon  meetings  with  the  principal.  Student  represen- 
tatives to  the  School  Committee  have  monthly  luncheon 
meetings  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  High 
School  Principal  to  review  the  agenda  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee meetings.  The  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
Committee  (teachers)  meet  periodically  with  the  Student 
Council  representatives  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual 
interest. 

There  are  certain  programs  in  the  system  that  are  conducted 
on  a  K  -  12  basis  that  deserve  special  attention  in  this 
report.  For  instance,  the  1972  school  year  was  an  ex- 
tremely active  one  for  the  music  department.  In  addition  to 
its  regular  Christmas  and  spring  concert  at  both  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  was  the  high  school  performance 
of  the  Broadway  musical  "Bye,  Bye,  Birdie",  and  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grades'  production  of  the  Gilbert  and  Sul- 
livan operetta,  "Macado". 

The  Pine  Street  School  also  held  its  first  annual  music  and 
art  festival  at  the  Notre  Dame  Hall.  Especially  enjoyable 
for  the  high  school  concert  band,  was  their  participation 
in  an  exchange  concert  with  the  East  Longmeadow,  Massa- 
chusetts High  School. 

In  the  area  of  athletics  ,  interscholastic  competition  played 
an  important  role  in  the  lives  of  many  of  our  students. 
Practically  one-half  of  the  school  population  participates 
in  one  or  more  of  the  sports  offered.    During  the  1972 
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school  year,  Southbridge  enjoyed  a  highly  successful 
year.  We  strongly  feel  that  athletics  helps  to  provide 
for  the  positive  development  of  the  youth  in  our  town. 

Southbridge  High  School  competes  in  the  Border  Conference 
which  includes:  Tantasqua  Regional  High  School,  Bart- 
lett  High  School,  Auburn  High  School,  and  David  Prouty 
High  School.  Bay  Path  Regional  Vocational  School  has 
been  added  for  the  1973  year.  Conference  championships 
in  1972  were  won  in  football,  golf,  and  basketball.  The 
conference  plans  to  recognize  champions  in  girls'  sports, 
beginning  in  1973 . 

There  is  one  major  department  in  the  system  that  is  now 
referred  to  as  "Pupil  Services".  The  Pupil  Services  De- 
partment coordinates  all  services  directly  relating  to  the 
welfare  and  guidance  of  students.  At  the  present  time, 
the  Pupil  Services  Department  consists  of  the  following 
major  components:  Attendance,  Guidance,  Learning  Dis- 
abilities, Psychological  Services,  School  Health,  Special 
Education,  Bilingual  Education. 

The  Department  of  Pupil  Services  recognizes  the  importance 
of  a  complete  program  for  all  children:  a  program,  not 
only  for  the  retarded  child,  but  also  the  underachiever , 
the  emotionally  disturbed,  the  trainable,  the  physically 
handicapped,  the  child  with  learning  disabilities,  and  the 
non-English  speaking  child.  To  this  end,  the  Department 
of  Pupil  Services  has  a  commitment  to  develop  plans  and 
guidelines  to  provide  helping  services  for  all  children . 

Accomplishments  this  year  included:  (1)  the  integration 
of  all  Special  Education  children  into  various  classes 
within  their  own  age  groups,  (2)  the  establishment  of  a 
regional  Special  Education  class  at  Bay  Path  Regional 
Vocational  School.  Students  will  be  entering  five  shop 
areas:  Home  Economics,  Culinary  Arts ,  Auto  Body,  Fac- 
tory Maintenance ,  and  Agriculture ,  (3)  a  program  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  Spanish  Transition- 
al Bilingual  Education  which  begins  February,  1973. 

Much  credit  for  the  quality  of  our  school  system  today 
must  go  to  Dr.  Charles  Beattie,  and  other  past  Superin- 
tendents, the  present  School  Committee,  and  School  Com- 
mittees in  the  past,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Southbridge 
who  certainly  have  given  a  high  priority  to  the  improvement 
of  your  school  system. 
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There  are  many  new  challenges  that  lie  ahead,  some  of 
which  include  the  improvement  of  the  junior  high  school 
facilities,  the  development  of  our  library  program  at  the 
elementary  level,  the  need  for  updating  of  the  Senior  High 
School,  the  need  to  find  a  continuing  approach  to  curricu- 
lum development,  on  K-12  basis,  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  level  audio  visual  program,  and  the  development  of 
a  feasible  plan  for  teacher  evaluation. 

As  of  September  1973  ,  the  community  will  have  implemented 
its  kindergarten  program,  a  notable  milestone  in  the  edu- 
cational progress  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  It  is  now 
the  challenge  and  responsibility  of  the  administrators  and 
professional  staff  to  guarantee  to  the  town  that  our  kin- 
dergarten program  is  of  the  very  highest  quality.  The 
kindergarten  is  often  referred  to  the  launching  pad  of  a 
child's  entire  educational  career. 

CONCLUSION 


The  thrust  of  the  Southbridge  educational  program  must  be 
based  on  more  than  a  fact-centered  curriculum.  I  base 
my  view  on  these  statistics:  

When  a  person,  now  40  years  of  age,  was  born,  only  3% 

of  all  current  knowledge  was  available  when  a 

young  man  or  woman  now  twenty  was  born,  only  25%  of 

all  current  knowledge  was  available  w^hen  a  child 

now  ten  was  born,  only  50%  of  all  current  knowledge  was 
available.  It  would  be  most  difficult  for  us  to  concede 
that  a  "fact-centered  curriculum"  is  now  irrelevant  with 
this  kind  of  a  knowledge  proliferation .  We  must  in  South- 
bridge  work  towards  a  program  that  not  only  teaches  basic 
skills,  but  also  keeps  pace  with  a  rapidly  multiplying  body 
of  human  learning.  Much  has  already  been  accomplished 
in  our  school  system  .  However,  there  will  be  a  continuing 
challenge  for  us  to  keep  our  educational  program  updated 
and  relevant. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the 
faculty  and  staff,  students,  and  residents  of  Southbridge 
for  their  support  and  understanding  during  this  very  first 
year  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Southbridge  Public 
Schools.  Rest  assured  that  as  a  total  staff,  our  goal  will 
be  to  establish  Southbridge  as  the  educational  model  for 
this  area  of  the  Commonwealth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library  began  the  year  in  the  very  cap- 
able hands  ot  its  acting  Librarian.  Evelyn  Petrelli,  and  an  experienced 
staff  of  assistants,  who  welcomed  me  in  their  midst  on  August  1 
with  openness,  friendliness,  and  a  willingness  to  cooperate  that 
I'm  sure  few  new  administrators  are  privileged  to  experience.  This 
attitude  shows  throughout  the  Library,  a  sense  of  service  and  friend- 
ship to  each  other  and  to  our  consumers.  We  have  lost  a  few  staff 
people  throughout  the  year,  unhappily,  but  gamed  some  new  ones 
who  have  brought  new  ideas  and  talents  to  our  growing  population. 

Looking  back  over  the  year's  calendar  before  mv  arrival,  1  find  no 
dearth  of  activities.  The  summer  programs  for  children  were  very 
popular  and  interesting.  Besides  pre-school  story  hours,  film  pro- 
grams, puppet  shows,  and  craft  sessions,  Mrs.  Little  provided  '*Our 
Community  Helpers'',  a  six  weeks  reading  club  for  older  children  in 
which  other  Town  Departments  participated.  Also  the  Little  Blue 
Wagon  from  New  Hampshire  visited  the  Children's  Room  with  live 
drama  and  music. 

Other  especially  interesting  events  were  a  visit  from  a  dozen 
Irish  young  people,  introductory  visits  from  our  Puerto  Rican 
friends  in  their  bi-lingual  classes,  and  our  Dollar  Stretching  Confer- 
ence at  which  we  learned  to  buy  more  wisely.  Films  at  the  noon  hour 
turned  out  to  be  not  so  popular,  so  that  project  was  abandoned. 
However  the  Pioppi  Room  was  a  busy  place,  not  only  with  child- 
ren's programs,  but  as  a  regular  meeting  room  for  many  groups  and 
organizations. 

We  have  displayed  materials  of  interest  to  many  groups  this  year, 
particularly  those  on  social  security,  teenagers,  consumers  and  the 
Spanish-speaking.  Our  affiliation  with  the  Regional  System  has 
proved  invaluable  for  the  loan  of  films  for  organizations,  individ- 
uals, schools,  and  library  programs.  We  borrow  some  three  hundred 
books  and  records  per  month  from  the  Bookmobile,  and  any  special 
need  is  answered  through  inter-library  loan.  Regional  also  prints 
signs  for  us,  provides  meetings  and  workshops  where  we  learn  and 
share  ideas,  provides  talking  books,  cassettes  and  various  kinds  of 
visual  equipment  to  our  blind  and  handicapped  residents,  and  gives 
us  instant  reference  service  via  a  toll-free  telephone  call. 
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In  1973,  the  Trustees  abolished  fines  for  a  six  months  trial  period 
to  reward  people  for  bringing  library  material  back  on  time.  They  al- 
so planned  to  change  various  areas  of  service,  hours  and  use  of  per- 
sonnel, all  to  affect  us  in  1974.  Naturally  the  energy  crisis  had  to  be 
dealt  with,  so  on  went  sweaters,  hot  tea  became  very  popular,  and 
some  readers  left  overcoats  on  while  they  read  the  morning  papers. 
We  tried  to  compensate  by  having  available  the  very  latest  in  travel 
books  about  warm  countries,  red-hot  novels,  and  how-to  books 
about  Latin  American  cookery. 

The  Evening  News,  WESO,  The  South  County  Advertiser  and  the 
Worcester  Telegram  all  contributed  hugely  to  the  success  of  our  pro- 
grams, and  we  do  thank  them.  For  the  many  residents  who  gave  us 
gift  books  and  their  support,  we  are  grateful. 

December  was  a  really  merry  month  with  the  announcement 
that  the  Rotary  Club  of  Southbridge  had  donated  $500.  in  records 
and  tapes  to  play  on  our  new  Listening  Center  to  be  completely  do- 
nated and  installed  by  the  United  Lens  Company.  This  Center  will 
have  a  room  of  its  own  early  in  1974,  where  eight  people  can  listen 
simultaneously  to  any  combination  of  AM  —  FM  radio,  records, 
tapes,  or  cassettes.  The  Listening  Center  adds  a  whole  new  educa- 
tional and  enjoyable  dimension  to  our  service  and  we  sincerely  thank 
the  donors  of  this  fine  facility. 

With  only  six  months  Southbridge  residency  behind  me,  I  am  just 
beginning  to  know  the  town  and  its  people,  but  my  hope  is  that 
every  resident  of  the  Tri-Community  with  any  educational  or  infor- 
mational need  will  call  on  me  or  any  member  of  the  Library  staff 
with  questions  and  suggestions  at  any  time.

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  in  June  of  each  year  appomt 
an  Inspector  of  Buildings  sworn  in  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
that  date  and  until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead.  Said  Inspector 
shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the  enforcement  of  the  regulations 
relative  to  buildings  or  structures  and  see  that  such  regulations  are 
complied  with.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the  town 
may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  4.  The  Inspector  shall  have  no  fmancial  nor  business  interest 
in  the  doing  of  work,  or  the  furnishing  of  materials,  tor  the  construc- 
tion, repair  or  maintenance  of  any  building  or  structure  in  this  town, 
nor  in  the  making  of  plans  or  specifications  therefor  unless  he  is  the 
owner  of  the  premises. 

Section  5.  The  Inspector  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  business  of  the 
department  and  submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  yearly  report 
of  such  business  and  such  reports  as  they  may  call  for  and  his  report 
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shall  be  incorporated  into  the  yearly  report  of  the  Town;  records  to 
be  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  citizen. 

Section  6.  Every  person  intending  to  erect  any  building,  pool  or 
structure,  or  to  raze,  move  or  make  additions  or  alterations  to  any 
building,  pool  structure  or  its  foundations  already  erected,  or  here- 
after to  be  built;  except  necessary  repairs  not  affecting  the  foun- 
dations, external  partitions  or  party  walls,  chimneys  or  stairways, 
shall  before  commencmg  the  same  or  the  foundation  thereof,  file 
an  application  for  a  permit  with  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  on  forms 
furnished  by  the  department;  giving  a  description  of  the  building, 
pool,  structure  or  additions,  alterations  or  repairs  proposed;  and 
shall  also  submit  plans  and  specifications  of  such  work,  buildings, 
pools,  or  structures  for  examination  and  approval.  Also,  a  plan  of 
the  lot  on  which  any  proposed  building  is  to  be  erected  is  to  be 
filed  with  the  application.  The  location  of  the  structure  and  its  ele- 
vation in  relation  to  the  street  is  to  be  shown  on  the  plot  plan.  All 
drawings  are  to  be  submitted  in  duplicate  and  our  copy  is  to  re- 
main on  file,  the  other  copy  to  be  stamped  with  this  department's 
seal  of  approval.  If  the  Inspector  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  require- 
ments of  this  by-law  have  been  complied  with,  he  shall  thereupon 
issue  said  stamped  permits  to  the  applicants. 

Section  7.  Fire  District  No.  1  as  referenced  in  the  Standard  Building 
Code  is  bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

"Mr.  Moderator,  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Our  1973-74  Town  Busi- 
ness Meeting  agenda  is  quite  complex.  As  mentioned  in  the  Finance 
Committee  Annual  Report,  we  are  affected  by  a  number  of  changes 
-  all  of  which  are  quite  complicated  to  apply.  Over  and  above  these 
complexities,  some  of  these  changes  have  been  under  constant  revis- 
ion. 

As  an  example,  the  rules  applying  to  the  use  of  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  were  changed  as  late  as  last  Monday  -  long  after  we 
had  finalized  our  recommendations  and  had  them  printed.  We  must 
now  change  these  recommendations  so  as  to  inconvenience  you  as 
well  as  the  Finance  Committee  during  this  meeting.  Therefore,  please 
bear  with  us  as  amendments  and  substitutions  are  made  on  budgets 
and  articles.  We  will  attempt  to  explain  each  item  as  it  comes  up. 

We  have  announced  that  the  expected  tax  rate  for  1973  is  be- 
tween 40  and  41  dollars  per  $1000  of  valuation.  I  would  like  to  re- 
emphasize  at  this  time  that  this  figure  is  based  on  a  number  of  es- 
timates that  we  had  to  make  regardmg  state  reimbursements,  town 
receipts  and  town  valuation.  With  the  very  complex  state  and  local 
situations,  most  towns  are  not  predicting  tax  rates  but  because  of 
our  new  valuations,  we  felt  we  had  to.  But  please  remember,  the 
figures  are  rough. 

There  appears  to  be  considerable  confusion  as  to  the  new  fiscal 
year  changeover  and  maybe  we  can  clarify  it  a  little. 

First  of  all,  our  town  financial  year  will  be  changing  from  a  reg- 
ular calendar  year  January  1st  through  December  31st  to  a  new  fis- 
cal year  that  wWl  run  from  July  1st  through  June  30th.  The  reasons 
for  this  change  have  been  outlined  in  our  report. 
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In  order  to  make  this  changeover,  it  is  necessary  to  have  one  18 
month  transition  period.  This  is  the  period  we  are  now  in  and  it 
runs  from  January  1,  1973  through  June  30,  1974.  After  this,  the 
financial  periods  of  towns  and  cities  wiU  again  be  for  only  one  year 
-  from  July  1st  through  June  30th. 

The  total  amount  of  money  that  the  town  needs  to  raise  through 
taxation  for  this  18  month  period  v^ll  be  split  2/3  and  1/3.  Two 
thirds  will  be  raised  during  1973  and  one  third  will  be  raised  during 
the  first  6  months  of  1974. 

Therefore,  we  will  receive  a  tax  bill  for  12  months  as  is  usual  to 
be  paid  before  November  to  avoid  interest.  We  therefore  estimate 
that  this  second  tax  bill  wiU  have  a  rate  of  approximately  $20  per 
$1000.  valuation. 

Thereafter  we  will  be  paying  our  annual  taxes  in  two  payments  - 
6  months  apart. 

The  18-month  budget  has  created  a  considerable  amount  of  extra 
expenses  and  the  Finance  Committee  has  therefore  recommended 
the  use  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  minimize  the  tax  in- 
crease because  of  the  extra  costs.  The  use  of  these  funds  will  become 
evident  to  you  as  we  go  through  the  budgets. 

We  are  reserving  considerable  extra  money  to  cover  unforeseen 
expenses  that  may  develop  over  this  long  budget  period.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  money  will  not  have  to  be  used  and  therefore  will  be  left 
over  to  be  used  to  reduce  the  1974-1975  tax  rate.  This  coupled  with 
the  full  effect  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  and  the  accumulated  sur- 
plus revenue  for  18  months  should  normalize  the  1974-1975  tax 
rate. 

I  ask  you  to  consider  our  fixed  debt  position  as  it  appears  in  our 
report  on  page  6.  We  are  now  committed  to  long  term  debt  of 
slightly  over  four  million  dollars.  It  is  important  that  we  keep  in 
mind  that  although  the  conditions  for  which  we  commit  to  debt 
may  change,  the  debt  does  not  and  we  must  pay  until  its  full  matur- 
ity. We  must  give  very  serious  consideration  to  present  and  future 
value  for  any  debt  we  commit  to. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  not  recommended  any  personnel  or 
hours  increase  that  were  requested  over  what  you  voted  last  year.^ 
We  were  appalled  at  the  size  of  our  pension  and  group  insurance 
budget  for  this  period.  It  is  over  a  half  million  dollars.  Wages  and 
fringe  benefits  are  a  very  high  portion  of  our  total  town  expenses. 
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of  necessity,  any  limit  and  control  over  town  expenses  must  start 
with  personnel  and  hours.  Town  employees  received  good  across 
the  board  increase  this  year  as  well  as  their  incremental  increases 
due.  It  is  only  appropriate  that  we  do  not  increase  this  expense  fur- 
ther by  more  people  or  more  hours. 

We  look  forward  to  efficiencies  in  the  future  when  our  new  town 
government  becomes  seated. 

The  recommendations  included  in  the  budgets  and  articles  amount 
to  approximately  $9,300,000.00  in  total  expenditures  of  which 
approximately  $8,650,000.00  will  affect  the  1973-74  18  month  tax 
levy. 

The  Finance  Committee  acknowledges  the  help  and  cooperation 
received  from  the  many  town  officials  and  departments  and  especial- 
ly the  efforts  of  the  Personnel  Board  and  the  Town  Accountant  in 
covering  their  functions  in  this  most  complex  budget  period.

Discussion  commenced.  During  the  discussion  the  moderator  was 
asked  by  Mr.  Gregoire,  if  Mr.  James  W.  Kroll,  Athletic  Director, 
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could  be  allowed  to  speak  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Kroll  had  been  admit- 
ted to  the  meeting  as  a  guest  of  the  moderator.  The  moderator  in- 
formed the  voters  that  a  vote  asking  for  unanimous  consent  was  nec- 
essary to  allow  Mr.  Kroll  to  address  the  meeting.

Discussion  commenced. 

Selectman  Charles  E.  Peloquin  of  335  North  Woodstock  Road 
spoke  objectively  on  the  motion. 

George  A.  Tetreault,  Jr.,  Esquire  of  8  Hillside  Road  orally  an- 
nounced this  amendment  to  the  Finance  Committee's  motion: 
That  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00  be  amended  to  read  $1,600,000.00 
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and  it  was  duly  seconded.  The  moderator  accepted  Atty.  Tetreault's 
oral  amendment.  Mr.  Albert  J.  Bishop  of  8  Meadow  Brook  Road 
questioned  the  moderator:  Is  Atty.  Tetreault  a  registered  voter  ?

Place  of  Meeting:  Southbridge  High  School  Auditorium. 

The  voting  list  was  used  and  779  voters  were  admitted  to  the 
meeting. 

At  7:30  P.M.  Moderator  Walsh  declared  the  meeting  opened. 
Moderator  Walsh  immediately  entertained  a  motion  for  a  recess  be- 
cause of  the  lines  of  voters  waiting  to  be  checked  off  the  voting  list. 

On  motion  of  Edmund  Ryan,  duly  seconded  by  Vincent  La- 
Rochelle,  it  was  VOTED:  (Unanimously)  To  recess. 

Moderator  Walsh  announced  that  the  auditorium  and  the  gym- 
nasium would  be  used  for  this  meeting.  Said  places  were  connected 
by  means  of  a  public  address  system  and  loud  speakers  so  that  the 
proceedings  in  said  two  places  were  heard  and  participated  in  by 
all  the  voters  present  therein. 

Moderator  Walsh  appointed  Archie  Champagne  to  serve  as  assist- 
and  moderator  and  also  appointed  Dorothy  Laughnane  to  serve  as  hii 
clerk.  I 
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Moderator  Walsh  introduced  his  guests  seated  on  the  stage.  Messrs. 
J.  Larson  and  J.  Kroil,  teachers,  and  Student  Council  members  and 
class  officers. 

The  meeting  reconvened  at  7:48  P.M. 

Moderator  Walsh  announced:  That  the  warrant  and  the  constable's 
return  would  become  part  of  record  of  this  meeting.  So  recorded. 
He  informed  the  voters  that  he  would  refer  to  'Town  Meeting 
Time"  a  practical  handbook  of  parliamentary  law  if  necessary.  That 
the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  will  be  considered  as 
motions,  duly  made  and  seconded.  That  substitute  motions  will  be 
accepted  in  writing  from  the  voters.  That  the  moderator  will  be 
empowered  to  call  a  vote  a  unanimous  vote  if  there  was  no  discuss- - 
ion. 

So  granted.  Moderator  Walsh  read  section  16  and  section  17  of 
Article  III  of  Town  By-Laws. 

"Section  16.  No  f>erson  shall  sp>eak  more  than  once  on  any  ques- 
tion to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  p>erson  who  mav  desire  to  speak 
thereon,  nor  more  than  twice  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the 
meeting,  except,  in  either  case,  for  the  brief  correction  of  an  error 
or  misunderstanding  of  his  previous  statement." 

"Section  17.  No  person  shall  speak  for  more  than  ten  minutes  on 
any  question  unless  his  time  shall  be  extended  by  vote  of  the  meet- 
ing." 

He  referred  to  the  public  address  system  and  requested  that  voters 
using  the  system  state  their  names  and  addresses,  and  then  proceed. 

The  public  system  w^as  tested  and  was  found  to  be  in  working 
order.

Discussion  followed.  During  the  discussion  Town  Counsel  Snyder 
asked  the  moderator:  "What  procedure  will  be  adopted  .  .  .  shall 
the  meeting  recess  for  the  completion  of  tabulation  of  the  count  if 
said  motion  is  voted  in  the  affirmative  ?"  Moderator  Walsh  explained 
the  procedure.  "Yes  or  No"  ballot  forms  are  always  brought  in  by 
the  Town  Clerk.

In 
both,  auditorium  and  gymnasium  the  motion  was  not  adopted. 

The  following  motion  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
it  was  duly  seconded: 

That  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00  be  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  of  an 
addition  to  the  Southbridge  Senior  High  School  on  the  existing  site 
and  for  the  reconstructing,  remodeling,  rehabilitation  and  modern- 
ization to  the  existing  Southbridge  Senior  High  School  and  Cole 
Trade  School,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  under 
and  pursuant  to  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  and 
supplemented  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore, 
each  issue  of  such  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
twenty  (20)  years  from  its  date,  and  the  School  Building  Commit- 
tee appointed  pursuant  to  the  vote  adopted  under  Article  58  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  16,  1970  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sign  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Town  and  take  such  other  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  above  said  project.

Due  to  the  transitional  period  of  eighteen  months  the  Common- 
wealth ot  Massachusetts  passed  a  new  law  requiring  two  tax  bills  for 
both  real  estate  and  personal  property.  One  bill  covering  a  twelve- 
month period.

A  new  tax  rate  will  be  computed,  covering  the  new  fiscal  year  i 
(July  1,  1974  —  June  30,  1975)  based  on  Town  Departmental  bud- 
gets and  a  second  tax  bill,  covering  the  first  six  months  of  the  new 
fiscal  year  will  be  mailed  out  to  taxpayers  in  the  fall  of  1974.

The  Southbridge  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  submits  a  re- 
port of  its  activities  during  the  year  1973: 

On  March  26,  1973,  the  Authority  held  its  annual  reorganization 
meeting  with  the  following  results  recorded: 

Laurent  E.  McDonald,  Chairman 
Stanley  R.  Motyka,  Vice  Chairman 
Albert  J.  Langevin,  Secretary 
Richard  R.  Lavallee,  Treasurer 
Charles  E.  Peloquin 

On  July  9,  1973  Mr.  Albert  J.  Langevin  resigned  from  the  re- 
mainder of  his  term  which  expired  in  March,  1974.  The  Authority 
accepted  the  resignation  with  regret.  The  Authority  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Langevin  for  his  efforts  over  the 
years  to  make  redevelopment  a  reality  in  Southbridge  and  for  his 
efforts  to  make  Southbridge  a  better  place  in  which  to  work  and 
live. 

On  August  13,  1973,  Mr.  Bernard  H.  Haggerty  was  duly  ap- 
pointed at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Authority  and  the  Board  ot  Se- 
lectmen, to  fill  out  the  remainder  of  Mr.  Langevin's  term  and  was 
subsequently  elected  Secretary  of  the  Authority. 

Authoritv  staff  included:  Neal  D.  Hannon,  Executive  Director, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Fox  and  Miss  Susan  J.  Stevens,  secretaries. 

The  Authority's  primary  activity  during  the  first  half  of  1973 
was  to  inform  the  Town's  voters  of  the  facts  concerning  the  pro- 
posed Central  Business  District  Urban  Renewal  Project.  Intensive 
efforts  were  made  to  get  as  much  accurate  information  out  to  the 
voters  as  possible.  Preparation  of  a  brochure  for  general  mailing  to 
all  households,  use  of  radio,  television  and  newspapers,  and  public 
meetings  were  all  utilized  by  the  Authority  in  this  effort.  Ultimate 
defeat  of  the  article  to  finance  the  project  at  the  1973  Town  Meet- 
ing has  resulted  in  an  attempt  by  the  Authority  to  revise  the  pro- 
posal both  from  a  physical  and  financial  point  of  view.  It  is  the 
Authority's  hope  that  an  acceptable  plan  can  ultimately  win  ap- 
proval by  the  Town. 
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The  Authority,  during  this  year,  has  proceeded  with  the  planning 
of  the  proposed  160  acre  Southbridge  Industrial  Park.  Preliminary 
plans  call  for  about  90-100  acres  of  buildable  industrial  land.  Co- 
ordination with  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.  and  construction 
of  a  proposed  sewerage  system  within  the  park,  are  essential  to  the 
success  of  this  project.  Efforts  to  involve  the  Economic  Development 
Administration  (EDA),  part  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  were 
initiated  in  1973  in  order  to  receive  a  federal  grant  for  portions  of 
the  construction,  in  order  to  reduce  the  overall  cost  to  the  Commun- 
ity. 

The  Authority  has  also  actively  supported  the  formation  of  a  gen- 
eral committee  of  citizens  to  work  toward  the  development  of  an  im- 
proved transportation  system  in  Southbridge  and  surrounding  com- 
munities. The  need  for  a  good  limited  access  road  through  South- 
bridge  has  long  been  recognized  as  an  integral  component  for  a  pro- 
gressive community. 

The  Authority  looks  forward  to  working  with  local  boards  and 
committees,  with  public  and  private  interest  groups,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Southbridge  to  bring  to  reality  many  of  the  needed  pro- 
grams which  will  help  to  create  a  healthy  and  prosperous  comm- 
unity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

During  the  year  1973  your  Board  of  Health  held  12  regular  and  6 
special  meetings.  A  few  of  the  more  significant  accomplishments 
are  listed  below. 

1.  The  access  road  to  the  landfill  was  finally  completed.  A  con- 
tract for  the  collection  of  Rubbish  and  Garbage  was  awarded. 
We  are  now  having  a  weekly  collection  at  a  substantial  savings 
to  the  Town. 

2.  Nine  hundred  and  forty-two  pre-school  and  five  hundred  and 
eighty-four  school  children  received  seventeen  hundred  and 
sixtv  immunizations  in  fourteen  clinics  against  measles,  mumps, 
German  measles,  tetanus,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and 
polio.  Dr.  Charles  Roy,  Board  Physician,  and  Dr.  Rose  Tharakan 
administered  most  of  the  injections,  assisted  by  members  of  the 
Board. 

3.  Swimming  facilities  were  checked  regularly  during  the  season 
for  bacteriologic  safety  of  water. 

4.  Dr.  Paul  Steen,  Parochial  School  Physician  examined  children 
in  grades  2,  4,  6  and  8.  Dr.  Robert  Dejordy  carried  out  his 
podiatric  examinations.  Their  reports  appear  separately. 

5.  Seminars  were  attended  by  the  Agent  for  the  Board  on  Com- 
munity Affairs  and  on-site  sewage  disposal  systems. 

6.  Area  restaurants  were  examined  and  one  hundred  twenty-seven 
complaints  ot  public  nuisance  were  investigated. 

7.  The  Board  received  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Dargie, 
Registered  Dental  Hygienist,  who  had  established  a  dental  edu- 
cation program  in  the  schools  within  the  past  three  years  that 
proved  to  be  very  effective.  The  Board  accepted  this  resignation 
with  regret  and  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Dargie  for  her  services  to  the 
school  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1973. 

Monthly  immunization  clinics  were  held  for  infants  and  pre- 
schoolers for  the  prevention  of  communicable  diseases.  The  fol- 
lowing were  given:  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping-cough  338; 
Tri-valent  polio  drinks  425;  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  30;  Measles 
vaccine  30;  German-Measles  vaccine  93;  Measles  and  German- 
Measles  vaccines  combined  111;  Mumps  vaccine  149;  942  children 
attended  the  clinics. 

Separate  clinics  were  held  at  all  the  local  schools  for  Diphtheria 
and  Tetanus  boosters.  Three  hundred  eighty  took  part  in  these 
clinics.  Special  clinics  were  conducted  at  schools  to  complete 
Measles  immunization  of  school  children;  as  well  as  to  give  Measles 
boosters  to  the  group  of  children  who  received  the  original  vaccine 
under  age  one  per  recommendation  of  State  Department  of  Health. 
Two  hundred  and  four  were  immunized.  Because  of  possible  expos- 
ure, 48  kindergarten  pupils  at  St.  Joan-of-Arc  School  were  given  a 
Tine  Test.  All  were  negative.  School  personnel  were  also  done  at 
that  time. 

The  following  vaccines  obtained  from  the  State  Department  of 
Health  Laboratories:  some  had  to  be  picked  up  at  the  District 
Health  Office  in  Rutland;  were  made  available  to  private  physic- 
ians. Smallpox  55  doses;  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping-cough 
164  vials  of  10  doses  each;  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  12  vials  of  10 
doses  each;  Measles  vaccine  838  doses;  German-Measles  633  doses 
and  248  doses  of  combined  Measles  and  German-Measles  vaccine; 
266  vials  of  10  doses  each  of  Tri-valent  Polio  vaccine;  12  vials  of 
Typhoid  vaccine;  19  vials  of  Tetanus  Toxoid;  56  of  Immune  Serum 
Globulin;  4  vials  of  adult  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  and  2  of  Old 
Tuberculin.  Silver  Nitrate  for  use  at  Harrington  Memorial  Hospital 
was  also  obtained.  Containers  for  mailing  specimens  to  State  Labor- 
atories were  ordered  and  distributed  to  local  physicians  on  request. 
Informative  literature  received  from  State  Health  Department  for- 
warded to  all  local  physicians.  A  new  copy  of  reportable  diseases 
was  sent  to  all  physicians  this  year  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  more 
accurate  figure  of  communicable  diseases  locally. 
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chest  x-ray  clinics  were  conducted  at  Harrington  Memorial  Hos- 
pital for  x-san  patients;  their  families;  contacts  and  for  positive 
reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test.  One  hundred  and  two  patients  were 
served.  Seven  TB  patients  have  been  discharged  and  are  being  fol- 
lowed in  out-patient  clinics  and  at  home.  All  known  contacts  have 
been  checked  and  are  being  kept  under  surveillance.  Prophylaxis 
medication  has  been  prescribed  for  13  and  provided  free  of  charge 
through  the  Worcester  County  Hospital.  Salmonella  cases  were  fol- 
lowed through  until  the  necessary  number  of  negative  specimens 
had  been  obtained. 

Two  registration  sessions  were  held  for  children  entering  school 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  This  is  a  joint  project  of  the  School 
Health  Department  and  ot  the  Board  ot  Health.  During  the  week  ot 
March  12th,  219  children  were  registered  at  West  Street  School  for 
first  grade  and  267  for  Kindergarten  at  Charlton  Street  School  the 
week  of  April  9th.  Assisted  Dr.  Paul  Steen,  parochial  school  phy- 
sician, in  the  physical  examination  of  pupils  in  grades  2,  4,  and  6 
of  St.  Joan-of-Arc  and  St.  Mary's  School  and  grade  8  at  Marianhill 
Jr.  High.  Assisted  Dr.  Robert  Dejordy,  Podiatrist,  in  his  examina- 
tions of  the  same  group.  Both  doctors  reports  appear  separately. 
Notices  of  defects  requiring  further  consultation  or  treatment  were 
mailed  to  parents;  others  presentiv  under  care  or  needing  observa- 
tion only  were  so  noted  on  health  records.  Home  tutor  provided  for 
one  student  due  to  prolonged  illness.  The  Vision  and  Hearing  pro- 
gram was  completed  in  all  three  parochial  schools.  Notices  mailed  to 
parents  when  indicated  and  follow  up  done  to  insure  the  carrying 
out  of  physician's  recommendations.  Home  visits  made  when  indica- 
ted tor  health  reasons  as  well  as  numerous  personal  conferences  and 
telephone  calls.  List  of  handicapped  children  with  special  considera- 
tion made  out  tor  each  school.  Dental  programs  were  conducted  in 
the  schools  for  pupils  in  kindergarten  through  grade  four.  The  report 
of  the  Dental  Hygienist  appears  separately. 

Reports  of  all  school  health  services,  as  well  as  clinics  and  special 
programs  were  tabulated  and  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  Once  again  the  State  has  requested  a  special  survev  of  school 
health  records  for  children  in  grades  Kindergarten  through  6,  to  de- 
termine the  number  of  children  not  fully  immunized,  as  recommen- 
ded by  State  law,  and  now  in  school.  A  stricter  enforcement  of  the 
immunization  law  is  recommended  to  school  and  health  authorities. 
This  should  help  to  minimize  outbreaks  of  communicable  diseases  in 
the  school  population.  A  list  of  these  children  is  to  be  kept  so  that 
they  can  be  brought  up  to  date  on  their  immunizations.  A  review  of 
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health  records  is  now  being  done  in  all  schools  public  and  parochial 
in  order  to  identify  these  children.  Plans  are  also  under  way  to  con- 
duct a  Tine  testing  program  of  all  first  graders  this  school  year. 
School  personnel  due  for  certification  will  also  be  included  in  the 
program.  The  Tine  testing  material  has  been  requested  and  received 
from  the  State  Department  of  Health.  Parental  request  forms  have 
been  passed  out  to  the  children. 

In  service  program  attended  at  Worcester  State  Hospital  for  Public 
Health  Nurses  and  Civil  Defense  Meeting  at  Harrington  Memorial 
Hospital. 

Two  private  Nursing  and  Kindergarten  Schools  were  visited  during 
the  year.  Because  of  the  opening  of  public  kindergarten,  this  year, 
the  Elm  St.  Congregational  School  closed  its  doors  in  June.  Mrs. 
Mundel's  Nursery  School  on  Hamilton  St.  is  still  in  operation. 

My  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  in  our 
health  programs  and  made  them  successful.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  year's  physicals  done  in  the 
parochial  schools  elementary  grades.  A  total  of  206  students  were 
examined;  88  at  St.  Mary's,  73  at  Sacred  Heart  School  and  45  at 
Marianhill  Junior  High.  A  total  of  eight  notices  were  sent  out  cover- 
ing the  following  problems:  rashes,  overweight,  strabismus,  a  heart 
murmur,  orthodontic  care  and  scoliosis.  In  addition,  41  defects  were 
noticed  which  did  not  require  specific  notification.  These  included 
11  heart  murmurs,  6  cases  of  minimal  scoliosis,  5  cases  of  overweight 
and  4  cases  of  upper  respiratory  illness.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1973 


Our  beloved  Secretary,  Mrs.  Anna  Martel,  passed  away  in  January 
of  1973.  We  still  miss  her,  but  know  that  she  would  have  been  proud 
of  the  Council's  busy  and  productive  year. 

The  Council  held  twelve  regular  meetings,  plus  several  sub- 
committee meetings  during  1973. 

Progress  was  made  on  many  fronts,  as  outlined  below: 

1.  HOUSING.  With  impetus  and  guidance  from  the  Council,  and 
implementation  by  the  Housing  Authority,  Housing  for  the  Elderly 
began  to  be  a  reality.  After  many  months  of  frustration,  first  in  ob- 
taining the  Mechanic  Street  property,  then  in  securing  State  approval 
of  the  architects'  plans,  work  was  started  on  the  highrise  project  in 
October.  Construction  was  well  underway  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  the  apartment  building  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  1974. 
Applications  have  been  pouring  in,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Tag  and 
Weston  groups  will  resolve  their  subsidy  problems  and  erect  the 
many  additional  units  that  are  sorely  needed  by  Senior  Citizens. 

2.  HOT  LUNCH.  The  program,  started  the  previous  year,  gained 
momentum  in  1973,  when  approximately  100  persons  per  week  were 
served  at  the  High  School.  Two  gala  feasts  were  served  at  Easter  and 
Christmas  times.  Dr.  Ralph  Malagodi  administered  the  program  with 
the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Normandin,  Chief  Dietician  at  the 
school. 

3.  TRANSPORTATION.  A  brand  new  idea  sponsored  by  the 
Council  was  Dial-a-Ride.  Brainstormed  by  Dr.  George  Casaubon, 
and  administered  by  Mrs.  Beatrice  Casaubon,  the  program  met  with 
instant  success.  During  its  first  month  of  operation,  in  November, 
Dial-a-Ride  provided  273  rides  for  elderly  people  going  to  the  hospi- 
tal, doctor's  offices,  grocery  stores,  hot  lunches,  beauty  parlors,  etc. 
Twenty-six  volunteers  drove  94  hours  to  provide  this  much-needed 
service.  It  has  been  indicated  that  State  funds  for  local  transportation 
for  the  elderly  will  be  available  in  1974  on  a  "the  State  helps  those 
who  help  themselves"  basis.  The  Council  is  working  hard  to  insure 
that  Southbridge  gets  its  share  of  these  funds.  Our  future  dream  is 
to  have  our  own  bus  with  a  paid,  full-time  driver.  With  help  from  the 
State,  this  could  easily  be  accomplished.  In  December  403  rides  were 
provided. 
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4.  DISCOUNTS.  Many  local  businessmen  responded  to  a  plea  for 
discounts  for  Senior  Citizens.  Associate  Member  Jeffrey  McCarthy, 
who  worked  almost  alone  on  this  project,  plans  to  send  identification 
cards  to  all  citizens  over  65.  The  card  will  carry  the  names  of  all  par- 
ticipating businesses,  and  explain  the  terms  of  the  discounts  offered. 

5.  TRIPS.  About  two  shopping  sprees  a  month  brought  Senior 
Citizens  by  bus  to  such  places  as  Worcester  Center,  Spags,  Auburn 
Mall,  Eastfield  Mall.  Formerly  on  a  "first-come,  first-served"  basis, 
the  trips  are  now  available  to  all  who  wish  to  go,  with  as  many  buses 
being  added  as  are  necessary. 

6.  SOCIAL.  The  Tuesday  Bingo  games  at  the  YMCA  continue  to 
draw  a  good  many  sports,  and  the  newly-formed  Wednesday  morn- 
ing bowling  league  now  boasts  over  30  athletes.  Mrs.  Claire  Peloquin, 
a  new  Associate  Member,  has  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the 
bowling  league,  as  well  as  the  above-mentioned  trips.  She  also  drives 
for  Dial-a-Ride  and  pinch-hits  for  the  Council  Secretary  when  necess- 
ary. 

7.  OTHER  ACTIVITIES.  Self-Help  for  Widowed  People  now  has 
80  members,  who  meet  regularly,  and  the  Friendly  Call  program  has 
about  100  elderly  people  on  their  list.  Thirty  volunteers  contact 
these  people  by  phone  on  a  regularly-scheduled  basis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

1973  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Commission,  in  the  month  of  June,  and  at  a  special  Town 
Meeting,  petitioned  the  Townspeople  for  jurisdiction  over  a  tract  of 
land  of  approximately  ten  acres  owned  by  the  Town  and  situated 
around  the  Second  Reservoir.  This  article  was  disapproved  bv  the 
Finance  Committee  and  it  did  not  pass.  Both  Conservation  Com- 
mission and  the  Recreation  Commission  had  expressed  interest  in 
usage  of  the  land.  At  the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee,  mem- 
bers of  both  Commissions  agreed  to  meet  and  see  if  they  could  come 
up  with  a  plan  for  joint  use  of  the  area.  A  number  of  meetings  were 
held,  it  was  found  that  more  land  was  available  for  active  sports 
around  Morris  Street  than  the  Commission  had  realized.  There  is 
greater  need  for  expansion  of  active  sports  in  that  section  of  town. 
Also,  to  develop  the  land  around  the  Reservoir,  which  includes  wet- 
lands, for  active  sports  would  have  been  very  costly.  The  Morris 
Street  site  can  be  developed  at  little  cost  to  the  Town. 

Through  mutual  agreement  between  the  Recreation  Committee 
and  the  Conservation  Committee,  it  was  decided  that  the  Recreation 
Committee  preferred  to  continue  their  expansion  of  the  recreational 
facilities  on  Morris  Street  instead  of  the  Second  Reservoir  area.  A 
letter  to  this  effect  w^as  written  and  copies  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and  Recreation  Committee  on 
August  22.  1973. 

The  Conservation  Commission  strongly  feels  that  this  parcel  of 
land  owned  by  the  Town  and  close  to  schools  and  center  of  town 
should  be  saved  for: 

I.  Passive  recreation  which  is  becoming  more  popular  every 
year,  and  with  the  gasoline  shortage  this  will  be  even  more 
important. 

II.  For  school  courses  in  environmental  education.  In  some 
states  these  courses  have  become  mandatory.  A  group  of 
High  School  students  were  so  concerned  about  the  area 
that  they  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Selectmen  expressing  their 
hopes  that  the  land  might  be  saved  in  its  present  natural 
state.  With  the  permission  of  the  Selectmen.  High  School 
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classes  in  Conservation  and  Biology  have  used  the  area  for 
an  outdoor  laboratory  and  a  photography  club  is  exploring 
the  area.  It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  Conservation  Commi 
sion  that  such  outdoor  courses  may  be  expanded  to  include 
Junior  High  level  and  other  schools  in  tov^n.  What  more 
effective  v^ay  can  we  find  to  instill  in  young  people  a  love 
for  their  heritage.  What  better  way  to  teach  them  to  preserve 
for  themselves  and  future  generations,  the  land  of  their  fore- 
fathers. 

III.       There  are  wetlands  in  the  area.  The  Wetland  Act  prohibits 
their  being  destroyed. 

The  Selectmen  were,  in  October,  offered  a  small  parcel  of  land  on 
Hamilton  Street  as  a  green  area  by  the  Ames  Textile  Corporation. 
This  is  a  steep  and  wooded  area  close  to  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
running  down  to  the  Quinebaug  River. 

Members  of  the  Commission  visited  the  site  and  found  that  al- 
though it  is  steep  it  could  in  the  future  become  a  lovely  small  recre- 
ation spot  for  those  who  enjoy  fishing.  Great  progress  has  been  made 
in  cleaning  up  our  rivers.  Some  dav.  and  soon,  that  part  of  the  Quine- 
baug River  could  be  stocked  with  fish.  This  would  be  the  only  town 
owned  area  where  a  man  or  a  boy  could  fish  without  trespassing  on 
someones's  land.  We  should  be  thmking  ahead. 

We  also  met  with  the  Southbridge  Redevelopment  Authority.  In 
their  plans  for  an  Industrial  Development  at  the  site  of  the  old  town 
dump,  several  tracts  of  land  which  they  are  willing  to  replant  have 
been  set  aside  for  conservation  usage.  We  found  such  a  step  to  be 
very  gratifying  in  its  modern  understanding  of  the  role  man  must 
take  it  he  is  to  survive. 

Our  plans  for  the  future  include:  a  Wild  Life  Sanctuary  in  South- 
bridge  which  would  include  summer  nature  study  classes  tor  child- 
ren, maps  of  the  areas  at  minimum  cost  and  lastly,  better  use  of  the 
natural  resources  of  our  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Sewer  Department  for  the  year 
1973. 

The  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  had  a  complex  year,  as  construction 
progressed,  we  converted  from  our  old  anarobic  (no  oxygen)  Imhoff 
Tank  treatment  to  the  modified  activated  sludge  type  system,  aero- 
bic digestion  (oxygen  present). 

The  new  equipment  consists  of: 

2—40  H.P.  variable  speed  raw  sewage  pumps 

6-30  H.P.  aerators  (to  go  along  with  2  existing  smaller  pumps) 
1  —  new  60  tt.  dia.  claritier  (to  go  along  with  2  smaller  existmg 

clarifiers) 
1  —  new  chlorine  contact  tank 

4  —  new  sludge  recirculating  pumps  (2  modified  ones  yet  to  be 
installed) 

1  —  sludge  digestion  building  with  2  aerators  and  2  plundger 

pumps 

2  —  new  chlorinators 

1  —  new  flow  meter  panel  with  5  charts  for  metering 

All  this  new  mechanical  equipment  must  be  maintained  and 
watched  closely  seven  days  a  week. 

These  units  are  designed  to  handle  the  flow  to  about  1985,  when 
the  average  daily  flow  is  expected  to  be  2.3  million  gallons  per  day, 
compared  to  the  about  1.5  million  gallons  for  the  last  5  years,  al- 
though 1973  had  the  highest  flow  on  record,  averaging  2  million 
gallons  per  day,  or  a  total  of  725  million  gallons. 

The  first  3  aerators  went  into  operation  in  early  spring  and  the 
2nd  on  August  2,  along  with  4  sludge  recirculating  pumps  and  3 
clarifiers.  Both  aerators  also  were  in  operation  in  the  sludge  diges- 
tion building. 

Initial  operation  required  much  observation  and  adjusting  to  get 
used  to  the  new  equipment  and  operation.  Minor  and  major  changes 
were  made  and  more  will  be  required  as  we  are  waiting  for  revised 
equipment  to  come  in. 

It  appears  that  we  will  be  producing  a  good  clear  effluent,  how- 
ever, we  know  we  have  a  great  problem  with  rags  and  grease.  The 
sludge  being  produced  is  virtuallv  odorless  and  very  little  odor  at  the 
plant  from  the  new  method  of  treatment. 
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Laboratory  analyses  are  done  daily  on  certain  phases  of  pro- 
cessing, such  as  dissolved  oxygen,  pH,  temperature,  chlorine  residual, 
mixed  liqueur,  settleability,  and  once  or  twice  a  week,  oncomposite 
samples  for  B.O.D.  (biochemical  oxygen  demand),  suspended  solids, 
volatile  solids,  and  on  digestor  sludge  for  many  or  the  above,  plus 
total  solids  and  volatile.  These  results  are  used  to  guide  us  in  running 
the  plant,  so  we  can  make  adjustments,  and  to  see  that  it  is  being  run 
efficiently  as  it  was  designed  for.  The  results  are  compiled  monthly 
and  sent  to  the  State  Water  Pollution  Division.  The  most  important 
test  is  the  B.O.D. ,  which  is  the  measurement  of  oxygen  required  for 
biochemical  oxidation  of  organic  matter. 

The  monthly  average  breakdown  shows  that  the  old  method  of 
treatment,  and  when  only  half  of  the  new  method  for  the  first  7 
months,  showed  a  B.O.D.  removal  of  68%.  When  the  2nd  phase  for 
the  last  5  months  went  into  operation,  the  B.O.D.  removal  was  91%. 
The  State  will  demand  between  90  and  94%  removal.  Another  inter- 
esting fact  is  generally  fish  require  water  with  a  D.O.  (dissolved  oxy- 
gen) of  4.5,  trout  5.5,  and  our  effluent  discharge  into  the  river,  for 
the  last  5  months  was  5.3. 

We  are  still  in  the  trial  and  experimental  stage  where  adjustments 
have  to  be  made  and  it  is  our  goal  to  improve  the  operation.  The 
State  and  the  Consulting  Engineer  say  that  there  should  be  two  ad- 
ditional personnel  here,  that  have  been  requested. 

The  last  week  in  December,  the  East  Main  Street  pumping  station 
was  put  into  operation,  which  allowed  the  Lebanon  Hill  and  Ash- 
land Ave.  area,  that  has  been  under  construction  for  the  last  two 
years  to  now  connect. 

The  Dennison  Hill  area  is  now  under  construction,  and  will  have 
two  new  pumping  stations,  that  it  is  hoped  will  be  in  operation  by 
summer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MODERATOR 


To  the  citizens  of  Southbridge: 

The  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  the  157th  consecutive  such 
meeting,  since  the  incorporation  of  our  town  in  the  year  1816  A.D. 

This  coming  year,  1974,  will  see  the  beginning  of  the  Town  Coun- 
cil form  of  government,  as  a  replacement  for  the  traditional  town 
meeting. 

The  distinctive  characteristic  of  town  government,  was  the  town 
meeting,  in  which  was  vested  the  traditional  powers  of  the  legislative 
branch  of  any  level  of  government;  that  is,  the  power  to  make  laws 
(town  by-laws)  and  the  power  of  the  purse. 

"Town  meetings  are  to  liberty,  what  primary  schools  are  to  sci- 
ence. They  bring  it  within  the  people's  reach,  they  teach  men  how  to 
use  it  and  how  to  enjoy  it."  (DeTocqueville). 

Some  have  said  that  town  meetings  are  "government  by  wise- 
crack" ....  "a  mechanism  too  cumbersome  to  make  real  decis- 
ions". 

Nevertheless,  there  are  aspirations  behind  the  town  meeting  con- 
ception of  democracy  which  must  be  recognized  as  indelible  parts  of 
the  democratic  creed.  The  town  meeting  conception  of  democracy, 
is  an  idealized  way  of  expressing  the  democratic  hope  that  those  who 
are  governed  will  be  able  to  reach  those  who  are  governing  them,  that 
they  will  be  able  to  make  their  voices  heard  where  it  counts  and  will 
be  recognized  as  persons  and  not  as  faceless  cogs  in  an  efficient 
machine. 

Town  meetings  speak  for  the  belief  that  a  society  is  safer  and 
freer,  when  the  bulk  of  the  citizens  understand  the  programs  and 
goals  that  their  government  has  chosen  and  when  they  have  achieved 
this  understanding,  because  these  programs  and  goals  have  been  hon- 
estly debated  in  public. 

Not  least,  the  town  meeting  ideal  catches  an  important  meaning 
of  freedom  and  expresses  a  classic  conviction  of  believers  in  democra- 
cy. The  ordinary  man  may  or  may  not,  be  the  best  judge  of  his  own 
interests,  but  if  he  does  not  exercise  effective  authority  over  matters 
that  are  in  his  own  interests  and  competence,  he  may  be  a  well- 
tended  animal,  but  he  will  not  be  a  free  man. 
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"Freedom  in  the  concrete,  freedom  as  it  is  experienced  in  daily 
life,  is  the  experience  of  having  a  hand  in  the  determining  of  issues 
that  touch  the  individual  closely  and  intimately."  (Rockeieller  Panel 
Report  on  Democracy). 

Hopefully,  these  concepts  of  "democracy"  and  "freedom",  will 
be  continued  in  practice  and  theory,  with  our  new  "Town  Council".

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Agent 
for  the  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my  report 
of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1973. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  15  and  17  of  the  Town  Hall  and  is 
open  daily  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  is 
available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and  their  dependents  seeking 
information  pertaining  to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and 
State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  to  aid  and  inform  all  eligible 
veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  la  ws  governing  each  agency. 

In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth,  death  and  other  certificates 
were  made  for  veterans  benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration. Necessary  forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  dis  - 
charges,  burial  allowances  and  yearly  Income  Questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and  other 
branches  of  the  Government  pertaining  to  education,  training,  sub- 
sistence allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical  treatment,  hospital- 
ization, compensation  and  pension  for  veterans  and  their  dependents, 
re-employment  rights,  employment  difficulties,  unemployment  com- 
pensation, as  well  as  other  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters.

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VETERANS  BENEFITS 


Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments,  each  application  for 
Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough  investiga- 
tion by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts  for  approval,  as  under  this 
Chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  one-half  of  all  aid 
granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the  local 
agents'  office  in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the  recipients  of 
Veterans'  Benefits.  Under  The  Law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veter- 
an or  his  dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he  is 
granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount  varies  and  is  dependent  upon 
the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any  amount  received 
from  federal  benefit  grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is 
allowed  by  this  department,  therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which 
must  be  expended  by  the  Town. 

As  of  December  31,  1973,  there  were  69  active  cases  on  file,  aid- 
ing 128  people.  During  1973  forty-nine  applications  were  taken.  In 
addition,  many  cases  were  pending  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow- 
up  service  is  maintained  and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where 
awards  are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  the  year  1973,  our  expenditures 
were  much  less  than  thev  have  been  for  some  number  of  vears.  This 
can  be  attributed  mainly  because  of  lesser  demand  of  expenditures 
for  medical  purposes.  Also  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  our 
case  load.  We  are  in  hopes  that  the  trend  will  continue. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  department, 
please  refer  to  the  report  ot  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  Town  Departments, 
officials  at  the  Rovbury  and  Boston  Veterans'  Administration  Hos- 
pitals, the  Holyoke  Soldiers'  Home  and  also  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
missioner of  Veterans'  Services,  Charles  N.  Collatos  and  his  staff  for 
their  fine  co-operation. 
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I  would  also  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries,  Veter- 
ans organizations  and  all  others  who  helped  to  carry  out  the  service 
of  this  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  The  Honorable  Board  Of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

Trees  have  been  a  source  of  many  basic  life  necessities  from  time 
immemorial.  They  have  been  highly  prized  for  their  beauty  and  their 
value  in  providing  shade.  When  trees  are  so  damaged  as  to  no  longer 
be  useful,  it  takes  much  effort  and  often  many  years  to  replace  them. 
High  winds  at  season  may  break  the  top  and  branches.  In  winter  de- 
posits of  glaze,  sleet  and  wet  snow  may  so  burden  the  trees  by  their 
weight  as  to  cause  failure  of  limbs,  tops,  and  crotches.  Road  salt  is 
very  injurious  to  trees. 

To  maintain  the  older  trees  in  as  safe  condition  as  possible,  dead- 
wood,  weak,  or  damaged  branches,  those  which  are  dead  were  re- 
moved. Much  of  the  dangerous  deadwood  out  of  trees,  was  removed. 
On  various  streets  and  roads  19  dead  trees  were  removed.  With  a  por- 
table stump  cutter  10  stumps  were  removed.  Stump  holes  were  filled 
with  loam  or  gravel. 

Oak  Tree  at  974  Main  St.  was  removed.  Oak  tree  stump  was 
ground  out  with  a  portable  stump  cutter.  Said  tree  roots  were  lifting 
up  the  sidewalk. 

Sanitation  practices  were  carried  out,  deadwood  out  of  Elm  trees 
were  removed.  10  dead  elm  trees  were  removed.  With  a  portable 
stump  cutter  14  elm  stumps  were  removed,  stump  holes  were  filled 
with  loam  or  gravel.  A  dormant  spray  to  help  control  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle,  and  Foliar  spray  was  applied  to  check  various  leaf  eating  in- 
sects and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  Both  of  these  sprays  were  applied 
with  a  Hydraulic  sprayer  with  a  licensed  man  in  attendance  at  all 
times. 
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Insect  Pest  Control.  This  year  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  Tent  Cater- 
pillars and  the  Fall  Webworm  infestation  was  heavy  all  over  Town 
areas.  The  most  severe  areas  for  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Fall  Web- 
worm was  at  the  Airport  and  the  Oak  Ridge  areas.  To  control 
these  insects  insecticide  was  applied  with  good  results.

The  Board  reorganized,  naming  Harmel  E.  Houde,  Chairman, 
Alberic  Petit,  member,  Albert  J.  Maramo,  a  new  member  appointed 
(To  Finish  the  Unexpired  Term  of  Ronald  Tremblay)  and  Clare  P. 
Boyer,  Clerk. 

Regularly  scheduled  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  to 
carry  out  the  functions  of  the  board. 

Four  (4)  Registration  Periods  were  held  prior  to  the  Town  Elec- 
tion and  three  (3)  Registration  Periods  were  held  prior  to  the  Special 
Town  Meetings. 

Nomination  papers  were  certified  as  well  as  petitions  received 
during  the  year. 

Relevant  to  Chapter  12,  Section  5  of  the  Charter.  The  Purchasing 
Agent  advertised  for  bids  for  the  re-districting  of  the  town  into  five 
(5)  precincts,  to  the  computerizing  the  five  precinct  voting  lists  and 
the  1974  Street  Listing  Books.  One  bid  was  received  from  Arlington 
Trust  Co.  of  Methuen,  Ma.  and  this  company  will  provide  all  fore- 
going mentioned  duties  and  materials.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge 

The  Southbridge  Housing  Authority  had  its  annual  meeting  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1973. 

It  was  voted  to  return  the  same  officers  as  that  of  1972  with  Jos. 
Palmerino  as  Assist.  Treas.  and  Harvey  Clarke  Assist.  Sec. 

The  Mechanic  St.  School  building  was  razed  during  the  year  in 
preparation  for  the  construction  start. 

Bonds  for  the  Second  Series  of  notes  to  sold  were  signed  and  the 
Worcester  County  National  Bank,  whom  we  had  selected,  took  these 
over. 

The  Authority  has  decided  on  "Total  Electricity"  for  the  building. 

In  August  a  resolution  was  passed  to  continue  the  Rental  Assis- 
tance program. 

At  the  22nd  of  Aug.  Meeting  a  letter  from  DCA  was  received  and 
read  that  accepted  architectural  plans  for  "Housing  for  the  Elderly". 
The  letter  requested  that  the  Southbridge  Housing  Authority  request 
bids  from  Subcontractors  and  general  Contractors. 

On  Sept.  12,  1973,  Dr.  Geo.  Casaubon  executed  the  general  con- 
tract to  Granger  Contracting  Co.  Inc.  of  Worcester,  Ma.  and  Phillips 
&  Noonan  Assoc.  of  Milford,  Ma.  as  Architects. 

On  Oct.  15,  1973,  the  Clerk  of  the  Works,  Leon  Bail,  started  on 
the  "Housing  for  the  Elderly"  site. 

Groundbreaking  ceremonies  took  place  on  Oct.  23,  1973. 

On  Nov.  5,  1973,  the  Southbridge  Housing  Authority  office  was 
opened  in  the  Town  Hall,  Gerald  A.  Benoit  as  Office  Manager. 

At  this  time  the  "Rental  Assistance  Program"  has  five  units  rented 
and  with  three  available,  two  of  which  are  being  processed. 

There  were  19  meetings  held  in  1973,  12' regular  and  7  specials.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  1973 


The  year  1973  was  our  second  year  of  operation.  Many  of  our  first 
year  problems  are  behind  us.  We  are  continuing  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  member  towns  of  Auburn,  Charlton,  Dudley,  Oxford,  South- 
bridge  and  Webster  which  continue  to  support  the  efforts  and  pro- 
vide vocational  technical  opportunities  to  the  youth  of  our  District. 

We  have  most  of  the  vocational  area  fairly  well  equipped  with 
some  of  the  most  modern,  up-to-date  equipment  anywhere.  Our 
equipment  subcommittee  has  worked  extremely  hard  to  provide  the 
best  for  the  school  while  stressing  economy  it  has  relied  on  our 
Craft  and  Advisory  Committees  in  the  six  towns  for  advice  in  the 
purchase  and  equipping  each  vocational  area.  Our  thanks  for  their' 
unselfish  sacrifice  of  time  for  without  their  help  it  would  have  been 
an  almost  impossible  task. 

In  that  the  Extended  Day  Program  (Post  Graduate)  was  brought 
into  the  day  program,  it  was  necessary  to  hire  additional  staff  as 
well  as  need  for  additional  personnel.  Mr.  Joseph  Taylor  was  ap- 
pointed Post  Graduate  and  Evening  School  Director. 

We  started  our  first  Evening  Adult  Programs  at  Bay  Path  Voca- 
tional Technical  School.  Evening  Trade  Extension,  Evening  Practical 
Arts,  courses  in  powderpuff  mechanics,  gourmet  cooking,  carpentry, 
electrical,  sewing,  keypunch,  upholstering  were  some  of  the  courses 
that  were  taken  by  the  citizens  of  member  towns  of  the  District.  Ov- 
er 500  people  participated  in  the  second  semester  of  the  first  year. 
This  fall  we  started  our  second  year  of  Evening  Programs  and  enthus- 
iasm was  even  greater.  Floral  arranging  was  one  of  the  new  popular 
courses  offered.  It  is  the  wish  of  committeemen  and  administration 
to  provide  courses  in  any  area  where  interest  and  need  are  shown. 

To  help  in  better  organization  and  management  of  our  school,  a. 
shop  coordinator  was  hired.  Mr.  Donald  Bernard,  who  has  many 
years  of  vocational  expertise  being  a  Design  Engineer,  will  be  inval- 
uable to  our  growth  and  development  of  our  vocational  programs  at 
Bay  Path.  ' 

We  started  a  pilot  program  for  slightly  mentally  retarded  children 
at  Bay  Path  in  which  students  were  placed  in  many  of  the  vocational 
shops  to  determine  their  ability  in  a  particular  vocational  area  and 
acquire  new  skills  will  be  given  a  salable  skill.  They  also  take  academ- 
ic subjects  on  an  individual  basis  to  develop  their  skills  to  its  highest) 
level.  We  plan  having  an  additional  group.  The  second  year  the  stu-; 
dents  in  this  program  will  eventually  grow  into  four  levels  of  special 
education.

In  September  of  this  year,  we  advertised  to  build  a  house  for  mem- 
bers of  the  six-town  region.  After  careful  consideration  of  plans, 
need  and  educational  value,  the  Committee  chose  to  build  a  house 
for  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Roger  DeWitte  on  Ramshorn  Road  in  Dudley.  A  May 
"Open  House"  is  anticipated.  This  process  will  be  repeated  each  year 
as  we  plan  on  building  at  least  one  house  a  year  in  addition  to  this, 
we  did  many  projects  in  the  town  lighting  in  Southbridge,  wiring 
town  hall  in  Charlton,  wiring  and  plumbing  at  Auburn  High,  Indus- 
trial Arts  Department  Morris  Street  projects  in  Webster  has  been 
started  as  well  as  projects  in  school  to  save  thousands  of  dollars  well 
installation  near  farm  house:  all  departments  saved  the  District  mon- 
ey.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Southbridge,  Mass. 

On  March  5,  1973,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  met  and  reorganized 
as  follows:  Chairman,  Charles  E.  Peloquin,  Clerk,  Anthony  Sabatin- 
elli,  Third  Member,  Robert  MacKinnon. 

Since  the  town's  Police,  Fire,  Highway,  &  Sewer  Departments  had 
earlier  in  the  year  voted  to  organize  into  respective  unions,  one  of 
the  first  items  of  action  by  the  board  was  to  appoint  the  Personnel 
Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  as  bareaining  agents  for  the  town. 
Upon  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Board,  the  town  hired  the 
services  ot  Francis  Deignan  to  serve  as  negotiator  on  behalf  ot  the 
town.  The  results  of  the  negotiations  between  the  town  and  the 
unionized  departments  will  be  submitted  to  the  Town  Council 
which  is  to  be  elected  to  office  in  March  of  1974. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  source  of  concern  and  annoyance  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  was  the  constant  friction  between  the  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  which  even- 
tually led  to  court  action  and  an  investigation  by  this  board  into 
the  actions  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  of  which  a  report  of  find- 
ings is  submitted  herewith  as  part  of  our  annual  report. 

The  most  important  task  that  this  board  was  given  to  undertake 
was  the  ultimate  re-districting  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  into  five 
voting  precincts  of  equal  population,  as  mandated  by  the  voters  of 
Southbridge  when  they  voted  to  adopt  as  its  form  of  government 
the  Southbridge  Home  Rule  Charter. 

The  town  hired  the  firm  of  Arlington  Trust  Co.  to  provide  this 
service,  all  work  done  on  a  computerized  basis.  Their  completed 
work  was  turned  into  the  Board  ot  Selectmen  in  early  January  for 
immediate  implementation.  As  a  result,  the  town  was  divided  into 
five  precincts  of  equal  population,  and  with  each  precinct  varying 
only  from  18%  to  22%  of  voters  in  each  precinct.  We  anticipate 
some  confusion  at  the  outset  of  this  program,  but  feel  that  the 
voters  will  soon  adjust  to  the  new  system. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  progress  and  change  for  the  Town 
of  Southbridge.  It  has  seen  the  beginning  of  construction  of  two 
long  awaited  projects  for  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  the  major  expan- 
sion of  sewer  facilities  to  the  residents  of  Southbridge,  and  most 
important,  the  redistricting  of  the  town  leading  to  the  implementa- 
tion of  a  new  Home  Rule,  Manager-Council  form  of  government. 
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We  see  this  as  a  major  step  forward  for  our  town,  and  sincerely  feelj 
that  this  new  government  will  ultimately  serve  its  citizens  efficientl)! 
and  well. 

This  is  the  final  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  May  we  take 
this  opportunity  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  department 
heads  and  employees  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  for  their  fine  co-* 
operation  and  assistance  in  their  dealings  with  this  office.  We  look, 
forward  to  their  continued  support  and  co-operation  in  our  trans- 
itional period  from  "the  old  to  the  new".

REPORT  OF  FINDINGS: 

Investigation  of  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  Initiated  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 

Initial  cause  for  concern  in  the  Sewer  Department  was  brought 
about  by  the  resignation  of  Commissioner  Bernard  Devine,  and  the^ 
subsequent   demotion  and  resignation  of  Chief  Operator  Arthur 
Levesque. 

Since  no  attempt  was  made  by  the  remaining  sewer  commission- 
ers to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Devine,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  by  unanimous  vote,  appointed  John  Gatti  as 
the  third  member  to  that  commission. 

The  appointment  was  not  recognized  by  the  remaining  commis- 
sioners, which  forced  the  town  to  seek  court  action  for  a  ruling 
and  ultimate  decision  which  was  returned  in  favor  of  the  town,  and 
recognizing  the  appointment  as  legal  and  valid.  However,  the  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  continued  to  ignore 
legal  rulings  by  changing  meeting  times  and  places  inconvenient 
to  the  third  member  as  well  as  the  public. 

All  attempts  to  co-operate  and  communicate  with  the  present 
board  were  futile.  It  was  therefore  resolved  by  the  full  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  refer  any  and  all  complaints  relative  to  sewers  and 
sewer  lines  under  new  construction  directly  to  the  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners for  their  action,  and  not  to  involve  ourselves  with  any  dis- 
cussions at  open  meetings  of  our  Board. 
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-INDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

1)  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  was  in  viola- 
ion  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  law  (Ch.  268A,  Sect.  19)  in  that  sand 
rem  a  source  of  which  he  had  interest,  was  sold  to  sub-contractors 
n  construction  of  new  sewer  lines. 

j  2)  Attempts  were  made  to  collect  fees  from  private  individuals 
or  sewer  inspections,  contrary  to  a  ruling  by  Town  Counsel  that 
uch  fees  charged  by  town  officials  are  in  violation  of  the  law. 

3)  An  attempt  was  made  to  sell  a  substantial  amount  of  partic- 
ilar  stone  to  a  private  concern,  at  a  greatly  reduced  price,  without 
own  meeting  action.  This  plan  was  subsequently  dropped  upon 
.dvice  of  state  officials. 

I  4)  The  legal  ad  for  the  Dennison  Hill  sewer  project  was  in  viola- 
tion of  State  laws,  Ch.  40,  Sect.  4B. 

5)  Checks  accompanying  bid  proposals  were  held  by  the  commis- 
jioners  for  an  excessive  length  of  time. 

I  6)  Minutes  of  posted  meetings  were  very  loosely  kept  and  some- 
times not  recorded,  rules  and  regulations  supposedly  adopted  by 
ihe  commissioners  and  votes  taken  by  them,  were  not  recorded, 
fhis  was  certainly  not  according  to  town  by-laws  stating  that  accur- 
|.te  records  shall  be  kept. 

I  7)  Following  inspection  of  the  treatment  plant  by  state  officials 
last  summer,  several  discrepancies  in  plant  operation  were  cited, 
i^th  the  threat  of  loss  of  state  and  federal  funds  if  immediate  steps 
vere  not  taken  to  rectify  the  conditions.  We,  as  selectmen,  attribu- 
ed  this  situation  to  the  personal,  whimsical  method  of  operation  of 
he  sewer  commissioners. 

8)  The  Attorney  General's  office  was  consulted  on  all  of  the  above 
)oints,  who  in  turn  offered  no  solution  to  the  situation  but  referred 
is  to  various  rulings  and  interpretations  of  our  own  Town  Counsel, 
'nd  suggested  that  we  follow  his  recommendations. 

At  this  point,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  decided  to  "ride  out  the 
torm"  for  the  remaining  few  months  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners 
xistence,  rather  than  subject  the  town  to  lengthy  and  costly  court 
ictions.

partment.

I  submit,  herewith,  the  "interim"  Financial  report  of  the  Town 
of  Southbridge  for  the  year  commencing  January  1,  1973,  to  be 
ended  June  30,  1974. 

The  report  is  in  accordance  with  the  system  installed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts  and 
with  Section  61  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

January  1,  1973  heralded  the  implementation  of  Chapter  849  of 
Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  Chapter  766  of  Acts  of  1971,  and  as 
further  amended  by  Chapter  52  of  the  Acts  of  1973.  These  Acts 
provided  for  an  eighteen  month  financial  year. 

Because  of  the  implementation  of  the  Fiscal  Cvcle  Law,  the  finan- 
cial report  contained  herewith,  has  been  considerably  shortened.  The 
tollowmg  may  be  tound:  a  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Town's  General 
Accounts,  a  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Town's  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Account  and  a  detailed  report  of  the  Town's  Debt  Accounts.  All  re- 
ports are  as  of  December  31,  1973. 

The  year  1974  will  herald  the  first  major  change  in  the  form  of 
Government  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  1  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunitv.  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  our  community,  to  express 
their  appreciation  and  mine  to  the  members  of  this,  "the  final 
Board",  and  to  members  ot  all  previous  Boards  of  Selectmen,  for  the 
time,  effort  and  devotion  that  was  expended  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  Town's  highest  Office. 

1  wish  to  also  express  my  appreciation  to  Officials  and  Personnel 
of  all  other  committees  and  departments  for  their  help  and  excellent 
co-operation  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year.

The  Board  was  comprised  of  the  following  members:  Chairman 
Charles  E.  Peloquin;  Vice  Chairman  Raymond  A.  St.  Jean;  Members 
at  Large  Lillian  G.  Proulx,  John  D.  Jovan  and  newly  appoirj^ed  Mem- 
ber Stephen  R.  Christo.  Secretary  to  the  Board  was  Richard  H. 
Genereux. 

Regularly  scheduled  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  to 
fulfill  the  functions  of  the  Board,  etc;  The  filling  of  vacancies  as 
they  occurred  in  various  Town  Departments,  the  arbitration  of  em 
ployee  grievances  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
on  other  policy  matters. 

Members  of  four  departments  voted  to  jom  union  organizations. 
Departments  and  their  union  affiliations  are  as  follows:  Fire  Depart- 
ment -  Local  2194  of  International  Association  of  Fire  Fighters; 

I  PoUce  Department  -  Local  430  of  International  Brotherhood  of  Po- 
lice Officers;  Highway  Department  -  The  Service  Employees  Inter- 
national Union,  Local  495,  AFL-CIO.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  des- 

I  ignated  the  Personnel  Board,  along  with  themselves,  to  act  as  bar- 
gaining agents  for  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  union  negotiations. 

As  a  result  of  unionization,  negotiations  with  all  three  unions  are 
progressing  satisfactorily  at  the  writing  of  this  report  and  should  be 
completed  prior  to  the  submission  of  budgets  for  the  1974-75  fiscal 
j  year. 

In  order  for  the  Town  co  be  properly  represented  at  these  negoti 
ation  sessions,  the  Finance  Committee  provided  funds  for  the  hiring 
of  a  professional  negotiator  to  assist  the  Personnel  Board  and  the 
I  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  ob- 
I  tain  the  services  of  Mr.  Francis  Deignan  of  Worcester,  a  man  with 
'  twenty-five  years  of  expertise  in  the  labor  relations  field. 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Articles  34  and  35  at  the  March, 
1973  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Personnel  Board  has  contracted 
with  Mr.  Eugene  Gardiner,  Personnel  Manager  of  the  City  of  Worces- 
ter, to  update  the  Town's  "Wage  Classification  and  Compensation 
Plan"  and  review  and  revise  the  Town's  Personnel  By  Laws.  This  pro- 
ject is  progressing  very  satisfactorily  at  this  writing  and  should  also 
be  completed  for  action  on  the  budget  for  fiscal  1974-75. 
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The  Board  wishes  to  publicly  thank  Mr.  Raymond  A.  St.  Jean, 
Charter  Member  of  the  Board,  who  resigned  in  November,  for  hi 
dedicated  service  and  his  many  contributions  to  its  work.  The  Boar 
welcomes  Mr.  Vincent  Boniface  as  his  replacement. 

The  future  existence  of  the  Personnel  Board  after  the  implementz^ 
tion  of  the  new  Town  Government  on  March  1  is  in  question.  Thi 
Charter  lists  as  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Town  Manager,  that  he  als^ 
be  Personnel  Manager.  The  decision  as  to  whether  the  Personm! 
Board  will  continue  to  function  as  in  the  past  will  rest  with  him. 

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicl 
thank  Department  Heads,  Members  of  Boards  and  Commissions  an 
employees  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  past  yeaj

Your  Town  Water  Supply  Study  Committee  has  had  several  meet- 
ings and  held  a  meeting  udth  Robert  Montague,  President  of  South- 
bridge  Water  Supply  Co.  As  an  agreement  could  not  be  reached  as 
'  to  the  meaning  of  "actual  cost"  in  the  Charter  of  the  Southbridge 
j  Water  Supply  Co.,  the  Petition  for  Declaratory  Judgement  was 
filed  in  the  Superior  Court  in  and  for  the  County  of  Worcester  on 
July  19,  1973  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  naming  the 
Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.  as  a  Respondent  in  order  to  obtain  a 
declaration  by  the  Court  as  to  the  meaning  of  "actual  cost"  in  the 
Charter  of  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.  Service  of  process, 
was  completed  on  August  8,  1973,  and  the  Southbridge  Water 
Supply  Co.  entered  its  Appearance  in  Court  on  September  17,  1973 
on  the  Petition  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

The  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.  filed  a  Demurrer  to  the 
Petition  for  Declaratory  Judgement.  Briefs  were  filed  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  in  Opposition  to  the  Demurrer  and  the 
Court  held  a  hearing  on  the  Demurrer.  On  October  25,  1973,  the 
Court  overruled  the  Demurrer. 

On  November  3,  1973,  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.  filed 
its  Answer  to  the  Petition  for  Declaratory  Judgement. 

Discovery  was  commenced  by  filing  a  Notice  of  Taking  Deposition 
on  November  6,  1973,  and  on  December  6,  1973,  the  Deposition  of 
Robert  Montague  was  taken.  The  Deposition  of  Chester  Spielvogel 
was  continued  until  such  time  as  the  taking  of  his  deposition  is  auth- 
orized by  his  doctor. 

The  Petition  for  Declaratory  Judgement  was  placed  on  the  Janu- 
ary Merit  List  to  be  assigned  for  trial.  It  has  been  continued  for  trial 
until  such  time  as  the  Deposition  of  Mr.  Spielvogel  is  completed. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  hearing  can  be  had  on  the  merits  of  the  Petition 
for  Declaratory  Judgement  in  the  fall  term  of  the  Superior  Court.

PERSONNEL 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  twentieth  in  a  series  of  such 
reports.  Perhaps  the  three  main  components  of  any  school  system 
are  personnel,  facilities  and  program.  I  shall  attempt  to  cover  each 
of  these  areas  as  precisely  and  as  accurately  as  possible. 

There  are  presently  four  elementary  schools  in  the  system  including 
Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road,  Pleasant  Street  and  West  Street.  In 
these  four  schools  there  is  a  total  of  sixty-one  full-time  staff  mem- 
bers and  a  total  of  1559  students  as  of  October  1,  1973.  There  are 
also  specialists  in  the  areas  of  Guidance,  Learning  Disabilities,  Read- 
ing, Physical  Education,  Music,  Art  and  Speech.  Five  kindergarten 
teachers  were  added  to  the  staff  during  the  past  year,  and  also  tour  ; 
bilingual  teachers.  All  these  new  positions  were  mandated  by  state 
law.  All  staff  members  at  the  Pine  Street  School,  which  was  phased 
out  as  of  June  1973,  were  placed  in  other  positions  within  the' 
Southbridge  schools. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  has  a  total  of  fifty-two  full-time 
professionals.  There  are  also  part-time  specialists  in  the  areas  of 
learning  disabilities  and  bilingual  programs.  There  was  an  increase  ba- 
sicallv  equivalent  to  a  half-person  on  the  professional  staff  with  the 
addition  of  a  full-time  girl's  guidance  counselor  to  replace  the  half- 
time  male  counselor.  From  a  professional  improvement  standpoint  a 
total  of  twenty-six  different  members  of  the  Wells  Jr.  High  School 
staff  took  a  total  of  forty-five  courses  during  the  past  year.  This 
staff  figure  represents  better  than  fifty  percent  of  the  total  staff  who 
are  involved  in  graduate  level  courses. 

The  Pre-Vocational  school  houses  seventh  and  eight  graders  and  has  a 
professional  staff  of  five  full-time  teachers.  The  program  will  be, 
housed  at  the  Southbridge  Lumber  Company  building  as  of  March' 
1,  1974. 

The  Southbridge  Senior  High  School  has  forty-nine  full-time  profess- 
ionals on  its  statt.  Nine  new  teachers  and  two  department  heads  were: 
appointed  for  the  1973-74  school  year.  These  appointments  were- 
necessary  because  of  retirements  and  resignations.  The  only  addition: 
to  the  staff  was  the  transfer  of  a  part-time  counselor  to  a  fuU-time; 
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status.  The  Southbridge  High  School  staff  is  a  dedicated  and  well- 
prepared  staff,  whose  professional  training  ranges  from  the  bachelors 
degree  to  a  certificate  of  advanced  graduate  study.  Many  have  taken 
graduate  and  advanced  graduate  courses  in  their  areas  of  specializa- 
tion during  the  1973  school  year.  Others  have  visited  schools,  atten- 
ded institutes,  and  were  selected  for  leadership  roles  in  their  respec- 
tive professional  groups. 

There  were  thirty  new  staff  members  who  were  oriented  to  the  school 
system  in  September  of  1973.  Twenty-one  of  these  people  were  re- 
placements, and  nine  were  new  positions,  including  the  kindergarten 
and  bilingual  positions.  These  new  personnel  represent  a  v^de  variety 
of  background,  academic  training,  and  geographic  representation, 
and  are  now  a  working  and  active  part  otthe  total  Southbridge  pro- 
fessional staff. 

FACILITIES 

The  elementary  school  facilities  at  Eastford  Road,  Charlton  Street, 
West  Street,  and  Pleasant  are  being  utilized  to  100%  capacity.  The 
facilities  at  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  have 
been  completely  updated,  and  this  represents  the  first  full  year  of  use 
of  these  renovated  buildings.  The  physical  design  of  these  units 
facilitates  more  flexible  grouping  and  movement  of  children.  With 
the  elimination  of  permanent  walls  between  classrooms  in  these 
three  schools,  there  are  definite  opportunities  for  better  utilization 
of  both  staff  and  materials.  These  three  schools  house  students  in 
grades  K-5.  The  Pleasant  Street  School  houses  grades  one  through 
Four,  at  the  present  time.  The  status  of  facilities  at  the  Pleasant 
Street  site  is  being  carefully  reviewed  so  that  adequate  funds  can  be 
included  in  the  1974-75  school  budget  for  necessary  repairs  and 
updating. 

The  Pre- Vocational  school  is  presently  housed  in  one  floor  of  the 
Cole  Trade  School,  and  before  the  school  year  is  completed,  will  be 
housed  in  the  Southbridge  Lumber  Company  building. 

At  the  Wells  Jr.  High  School  no  additional  facilities  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year.  However,  renovations  on  the  main  floor  in  the 
form  of  painting,  wall  to  wall  carpeting,  hall-way  ceiling  and  lighting 
and  other  miscellaneous  changes  have  added  enormously  to  the  in- 
door physical  appearance  of  the  building.  This  renovation  program 
will  continue  for  the  next  few  years  on  the  other  two  floors  and  on 
the  outside  of  the  building.  I  definitely  feel  that  this  will  enhance 
the  learning  environment  for  these  youngsters.  However,  in  my 
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opinion,  the  facility  is  overcrowded  and  is  operating  at  greater  than 
peak  efficiency.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  additional  facilities  to 
accommodate  a  modern  junior  high  school  program.  However,  ad- 
ministration and  staff  will  continue  to  offer  the  very  best  kind  of 
program  with  the  facilities  available. 

A  giant  step  forward  in  secondary  education  was  taken  on  the  night 
of  November  14,  1973,  when  the  citizens  of  Southbridge  voted 
affirmatively  for  the  proposed  Southbridge  High  School  Renovation 
Program.  The  complete  renovation  of  the  Cole  Trade  building,  a  new 
wing  for  a  media  center,  and  the  extensive  renovations  within  the 
high  school  building,  will  provide  the  educational  facilities  so  "dras- 
tically" needed  at  this  time,  for  continued  program  development  at 
the  Senior  High  School  level. 

PROGRAMS 

We  now  have  three  elementary  buildings  that  are  certainly  in  tune 
with  the  times  and  will  allow  us,  over  a  period  of  time,  to  develop 
a  creative  and  flexible  elementary  school  program.  The  direction  of 
the  program,  of  course,  will  be  to  further  individualize  the  instruc- 
tional process.  There  have  been  many  improvements  in  the  program 
at  the  elementary  schools  during  the  past  year.  Perhaps  the  most  re- 
markable program  addition  has  been  the  mauguration  ot  the  kinder- 
garten program  in  September  of  1973.  As  administrators,  we  are  ex- 
tremely confident  that  the  new  program  will  have  a  great  influence 
on  the  pupil  performance  of  these  students  in  ensuing  years.  Parental 
interest  in  the  program  has  been  extremely  favorable. 

A  comprehensive  elementary  school  program  is  carried  on  in  all  the 
elementary  buildings,  which  house  grades  K-5.  Art,  music,  and  physi- 
cal education  classes  are  now  offered  weekly  to  all  of  our  children. 
Special  services  are  also  available  in  the  areas  of  guidance,  learning 
disabilities  and  remedial  reading.  Curriculum  work  with  the  establish- 
ment of  curriculum  teams  in  all  major  academic  areas  is  currently  in 
progress.  This  is  a  major  effort  that  should  prove  beneficial  to  the 
whole  school  system.  The  entire  school  program  from  grades  K-12, 
will  be  coordinated  into  one  viable  working  curriculum,  developmen- 
tal, and  sequential.  This  will  also  provide  better  coordination  and 
communication  between  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

The  introduction  of  bilingual  training  for  non-English  speaking 
youngsters  in  our  schools  should  also  prove  worthwhile  as  these 
children  move  from  the  specialized  training  to  the  normal  activities 
of  the  regular  school  program.

The  work  of  our  pupil  services  department  in  coordinating  guidance 
and  other  special  education  programs  is  also  another  step  in  pro- 
viding complete  school  services  for  our  children.  We  are  attempting 
to  cooperate  with  the  public  library  and  to  build  up  our  own  class- 
room libraries  to  the  extent  possible.  The  elementary  principals  meet 
tv^ce  each  month  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  other 
specialized  staff  members,  where  necessary,  to  discuss  general  prob- 
lems of  elementary  education  in  the  Southbridge  school  system. 

At  the  Wells  Junior  High  School  level  the  increase  of  some  earth  sci- 
ence units  and  science  electives  as  part  of  the  curriculum  imple- 
ments more  adequately  the  biological  and  physical  sciences.  It  also 
allows  pupils  to  select  their  courses  according  to  their  interests  and 
abilities.  The  inclusion  of  Spanish  as  a  second  foreign  language  for 
some  pupils  of  grades  seven  and  eight  has  proven  very  beneficial. 
Art  and  music,  previouslv  offered  as  electives.  have  been  reconsid- 
ered in  favor  of  exposing  all  pupils  to  both  learning  areas  on  a  half 
year  basis.  This  will  hopefully  benefit  all  pupils  more  substantially 
in  appreciation  and  enjoyment  of  these  areas.  The  remedial  reading 
program  of  instruction  has  been  revised  towards  small  group  instruc- 
tion rather  than  the  total  classroom  approach.  The  bilingual  program 
at  the  junior  high  school  level  is  working  much  more  functionally 
than  before,  providing  more  effectivelv  for  the  needs  of  these  lang- 
uage handicapped  pupils.  The  clubs  and  extra-curricular  activities 
have  been  expanded.  The  establishment  of  mini  courses  has  also  add- 
ed a  valuable  dimension  to  the  junior  high  co-curricular  organization 
by  reaching  into  the  community  and  making  better  use  of  our  com- 
munity resources.  There  are  also  weekly  department  meetings  of 
each  of  the  major  curriculum  areas  that  review  at  curriculum,  suggest 
curriculum  changes,  and  evaluate  results.  Much  is  being  done  in  the 
area  of  curricular  and  co-curricular  activities  and  organizational 
change  within  the  confines  of  the  limited  facilities  in  this  building. 

The  Pre-Vocational  School  during  the  past  year  has  been  examining 
its  curriculum,  both  in  the  academic  areas  and  in  the  actual  shop 
courses.  It  is  anticipated  that  as  the  Pre-Vocational  school  moves 
into  the  Southbridge  Lumber  Company  facilities,  a  continued  pro- 
gram improvement  v^U  take  place. 

At  the  Senior  High  School  level,  courses  are  continuously  being  eval- 
uated on  the  basis  of  student  needs  and  interests.  During  the  past 
year  fourteen  new  courses  were  added  to  the  curriculum  and  twelve 
were  deleted.  Many  of  the  courses  were  added  because  of  their  career 
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value  or  their  practical  application  to  the  students  interest.  Account- 
ing I  and  II,  personal  training  in  business,  and  mathematics  for  the 
consumer  are  some  examples  of  the  courses  that  were  added.  South 
bridge  High  School  now  offers  over  one  hundred-forty  different 
courses.  All  are  offered  on  a  semester  basis.  It  is  now  actually  possi- 
ble for  students  to  major  in  many  curriculum  areas.  A  student  with 
special  talent  and  interest  in  music,  for  example,  may  now  graduate 
from  Southbridge  High  School  with  a  major  in  music. 

Early  graduation  and  open  campus  continue  to  be  popular  and  mean- 
ingful programs  at  the  Southbridge  High  School.  There  are  many  fac- 
ulty and  student  committees,  some  of  which  included  the  student- 
teacher,  health,  education  and  welfare  committee,  curriculum  and 
advisory  committee,  and  the  student  council.  Student  representatives 
to  the  School  Committee  have  monthly  luncheons  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  and  the  principal  to  review  and  discuss  school 
committee  agendas.  There  were  more  than  thirty  clubs  and  other  stu- 
dent organizations  operative  in  the  Southbridge  High  School  during 
the  1973  school  year. 

Perhaps,  the  most  significant  single  program  during  1973  was  the 
initiation  of  the  school  self-evaluation  program,  and  the  preparation 
for  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  committees 
visitation.  On  March  18,  19,  and  20,  twenty-five  educators  from  the 
New  England  states  representing  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  will  evaluate  Southbridge  High 
School.  The  evaluation  is  conducted  to  determine  the  accredita- 
tion status  of  the  school.  This  evaluation  process  is  a  monumental 
one  which  occurs  every  ten  years.  However,  we  feel  that  it  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  students,  faculty  and  school  community. 

Secondary  principals  meet  twice  monthly  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  other  specialized  staff  members  to  review  general 
program  development  and  concerns  at  the  secondary  level.  There 
is,  also,  a  total  administrative  council  meeting  tv^ce  a  month  v^th 
the  Superintendent,  during  which  time  general  school-wide  problems 
and  progress  are  reviewed. 

During  the  1973  school  year,  interscholastic  athletics  provided  an 
opportunity  for  more  than  one-half  of  the  school  population  to  ac- 
tively participate.  During  1973,  Southbridge  students'  interest  in 
athletics  "^as  especially  high  and  played  an  important  role  in  the  lives 
of  students.  1973  was  a  significant  year  for  athletics  since  hockey 
was  introduced  as  a  varsity  sport  and  received  immediate  student 
and  community  support.  Southbridge  High  School  competes  in  the 
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border  conference  which  includes  Tantasqua,  Bay  Path  Regional, 
Bartlett,  Auburn,  and  in  the  1973-74  school  year,  Shepherd  Hill. 
Girls'  sports  will  be  expanded  in  1974  to  include  tennis  and  field 
hockey.  Southbridge  High  School,  again,  hosted  the  largest  girls' 
basketball  and  softball  tournaments  in  this  state  in  1973. 

The  1973  year  saw  a  further  expansion  of  the  music  program  in  the 
Southbridge  public  school  system.  Both  the  junior  and  senior  high 
school  bands  have  increased  in  size.  Prospects  for  the  future  are 
excellent  with  forty  students  enrolling  in  the  beginning  instrumen- 
tal program  at  the  5th  grade  level.  In  the  elementary  schools,  the 
choral  program,  has  been  expanded  in  addition  to  the  regular  music 
classes  at  the  4th  and  5th  grade  levels.  The  first  annual  solo  and  en- 
semble concert  was  held  at  the  high  school,  as  well  as  the  exchange 
concerts  v^dth  other  state  schools.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  the 
second  bi-annual  Music-ln  the  Round  involving  choral  and  instru- 
mental groups  in  the  third  through  the  twelfth  grade.  This  program 
was  held  in  the  high  school  gymnasium  with  over  four  hundred 
participants,  and  seven  hundred  in  attendance.  This  event  provided  a 
rousing  climax  to  the  1973  school  music  year. 

Much  credit  for  the  quality  of  our  school  system  today  must  go  to 
past  superintendents,  and  past  school  committee  members,  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Southbridge  who  certainly  have  given  a  high  priority 
to  the  improvement  of  our  school  system.  There  are  many  challenges 
which  lie  ahead  in  the  area  of  facilities,  program  and  personnel. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  committee,  the  faculty 
and  staff,  students,  and  the  residents  of  Southbridge  for  their  sup- 
port and  understanding,  during  this,  mv  second  year  as  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Southbridge  public  schools.  Rest  assured,  that  as  a  total 
staff,  our  goal  is,  and  will  continue  to  be  the  establishment  of  South- 
bridge  as  the  educational  model  for  this  region  ot  the  common- 
wealth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


A  crash  course  for  consumers  set  the  tone  for  JEM  in  January  1974,  for  it  was 
the  worst  year  for  consumers  since  the  crash;  consequently,  library  usage  gained 
in  every  measurable  and  immeasurable  way.  Courses,  workshops,  meetings, 
exhibitions,  film  programs,  school  classes,  numbers  of  borrowers,  numbers  of 
materials  borrowed,  and  acquired  training  for  staff  members,  use  of  Federal 
employment  programs;  these  and  many  more  activities  reveal  vastly  increased 
use  of  the  Public  Library.  Sunday  hours  proved  a  boon  to  many  visitors,  the  only 
complaint  being  that  the  hours  were  not  long  enough. 

Each  succeeding  month  of  1974  found  the  calendar  increasingly  busy  in  terms  of 
activities;  on  many  evenings,  every  possible  space  held  a  group  activity.  The 
largest  meeting  area,  the  Pioppi  Room,  became  a  classroom  for  Spanish-speaking 
adults  learning  English  as  a  second  language  four  mornings  a  week.  Our  Latin 
American  friends  and  several  hundred  of  their  children  attended  our  February 
Fiesta  when  not  even  a  blizzard  could  dampen  the  spirit  of  fun. 

Cooperation  with  Southbridge  schools  became  more  than  an  elusive  goal  in 
1974.  The  Superintendent,  principals,  teachers,  department  coordinators, 
practice  teachers,  mothers  and  students  cooperatively  planned  with  our  staff  the 
first  pilot  project  involving  multiple  elementary  classes  at  the  library  for  a 
research  project.  Many  high  school  clases  from  both  public  and  parochial  schools 
used  our  research  facilities.  Elementary  classes  and  preschool  groups  came 
frequently.  Thanks  to  a  special  Learning  Disabilities  grant,  at  the  Regional 
Library,  JEM  was  able  to  help  teachers,  parents,  and  children  adjust  to  the 
realities  of  Chapter  766.  We  provided  the  largest-ever  number  of  classroom 
library  collections.  Both  Quinsigamond  Community  College  and  Worcester 
County  Extension  Service  utilized  our  meeting  and  reference  facilities.  Baypath 
School  enabled  us  to  create  a  new  workroom  on  the  lower  floor  and  to  have 
handsome  periodical  shelving. 

The  arts  were  not  neglected:  during  the  year  we  had  a  youth  art  show,  a 
traveling  exhibition  from  the  Worcester  Art  Museum  and  John  Ferrara  of 
Sturbridge  exhibited  his  portraits;  many  Sunday  afternoon  coffee  houses 
complete  with  folk  music  and  art  displays,  film  programs  for  children,  teens  and 
families  all  added  a  cultural  dimension  to  our  services. 

April  bloomed  with  the  arrival  of  National  Library  Week.  We  celebrated  its 
theme  "Grow  With  Books''  by  means  of  displays,  booklists,  and  floral  exhibits 
capped  by  an  excellent  panel-program  on  horticulture  by  four  area  experts. 
"Daisy  Daze"  continued  the  theme  in  May  when  we  presented  outdoor  Yoga 
demonstrations  in  cooperation  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  July  we  welcomed  our  new  Town  Manager,  Peter  Boyer,  for  whose  support 
and  enthusiasm  along  with  that  of  Council  Members  and  our  own  Trustees,  we  as 
a  staff  are  sincerely  grateful. 

Many  staff  changes  took  place  in  1974,  Phyllis  Shaw  became  full  time  Library 
Assistant,  while  Rejane  Constantine  trimmed  her  hours  and  duties  as 
bookkeeper,  Paul  Krasnov  joined  us  as  a  Library  Assistant,  Ted  Savary  retired, 
Jim  Griswold  became  chief  custodian;  Carol  Lange  replaced  Carolyn  Gunter  (now 
Waldo)  as  adult  Library  Assistant;  we  gained  Sister  Alice  Parent  as  cataloger  in 
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the  summer,  two  groups  of  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  teens  gained  new  skills 
while  giving  us  valuable  hours  of  assistance,  and  Elaine  Calcutt  became  our  first 
CETA  employee,  learning  the  many  jobs  of  acquisitions,  processing,  and 
cataloging.  The  staff  participated  in  various  on-the-job  learning  activities  both  at 
JEM  and  other  libraries;  in  September  three  of  us  journeyed  to  New  Hampshire 
for  New  England  Library  Association  staff  development. 

Summer  was  for  children  as  the  usually  successful  Reading  Club  concentrated 
on  Folklore  of  the  World.  Mrs.  Little,  Mr.  Krasnov,  and  their  pages  were  aided  by 
a  crew  of  volunteer  teens  who  gave  many  hours  to  help  the  program.  Various 
Media  were  used  to  illustrate  folklore:  books,  records,  films,  crafts,  and 
especially,  guest  speakers  and  performers.  The  climax  of  the  series  featured 
Arthur  Schrader  of  OSV  and  was  our  first  program  to  be  captured  on  videotape, 
the  playback  proving  delightful  to  children,  parents,  guests,  trustees  and  the 
artist  alike.  Teen  volunteers  and  also  pages  spent  many  hours  at  town 
playgrounds,  offering  a  quiet  reading  time  following  the  strenuous  activities  of 
the  day.  Succeeding  years  should  see  more  cooperation  between  the  Library  and 
the  Rec  Department  to  increase  the  reach  and  effectiveness  of  this  program.  In 
November  children  celebrated  Book  Week  with  a  special  guest  story  teller, 
exhibits  and  a  field  trip  to  Fitchburg  for  star  gazing  and  ice-skating. 

Adults  packed  the  house  for  programs  relating  to  health:  the  5-Day 
Non-Smoking  Plan,  a  four  week  cooking  school  and  a  special  nutrition  program. 
Outside  the  building  we  participated  in  The  Garden  Club's  biennial  flower  show,  a 
meeting  of  AARP,  and  the  Rotary  Club's  first  annual  Folk  Festival. 

Professional  growth  is  achieved  in  many  ways.  My  1974  experiences  in  teaching 
for  two  weeks  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  serving  as  Secretary  of 
Central  Mass.  Regional  Library  System's  Executive  Board,  and  the  various 
workshops  and  conferences  I  attended  all  served  to  make  me  more  aware  of 
library  problems  and  solutions. 

Financially,  the  library  received  the  highest  town  appropriation  in  its  history, 
moving  a  giant  step  toward  a  revitalized  collection  and  better  service.  At  the 
same  time  inflation  hit  us  very  hard  so  our  gains  were  not  so  rapid  as  hoped  for. 
Central  Regional's  constant  provision  of  materials,  equipment,  and  assistance  was 
heavily  relied  upon  and  appreciated. 

To  make  any  institutional  program  effective  requires  the  hard  work  and 
backing  of  many  people,  the  staff,  trustees,  town  fathers,  and  town  departments, 
organizations,  volunteers,  the  newspapers,  radio  station,  and  most  important,  the 
users,  our  public  who  told  each  other  in  1974  that  the  Library  was  a  good  place. 
Thanks  to  all  of  them  for  a  busy,  rewarding  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 


The  year  1974  has  been  one  of  learning  and  challenge.  From  the  time  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Town  Council  in  March,  1974  to  the  appointment  of  the  Town 
Manager  at  the  end  of  July,  Mr.  Paul  Ferron  very  capably  took  on  the  difficult  job 
of  performing  duties  as  Acting  Town  Manager  under  the  newly  established  form 
of  government.  Mr.  Ferron  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  town  in  its  most  difficult 
time  of  transition,  working  long  and  hard  to  make  the  necessary  decisions 
affecting  the  community.  He  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fine  service  he 
rendered. 

The  Town  Manager  took  office  in  the  last  week  of  July,  1974.  Among  the  issues 
facing  the  community  at  the  time  were  the  financial  procedures  and  controls  used 
by  the  town;  the  newly  negotiated  contracts  with  the  various  collective 
bargaining  groups  in  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department  and  Public  Works 
Department;  issues  revolving  around  the  Police  Chief  appointment;  the  search  for 
a  department  head  of  Public  Works;  various  problems  associated  with  the 
operation  of  the  landfill.  Fundamental  to  the  learning  process  has  been  the 
definition  of  the  roles  of  the  Town  Council  and  the  Town  Manager  under  the  new 
form  of  government. 

Of  the  specific  problems  mentioned,  some  have  been  resolved,  and  others  have 
not.  A  new  budget  format  has  been  designed  to  institute  closer  control  over  town 
financial  transactions,  some  rapport  has  been  established  with  the  various  union 
groups,  and  the  Police  Chief  issue  has  been  dealt  with.  Progress  has  not  been 
made,  indeed  some  turmoil  has  occurred,  in  the  selection  of  a  D.P.W.  Head,  and  in 
the  operation  of  the  solid  waste  disposal  facility. 

An  Administrative  Code  has  been  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Town  Council 
which  outlines  the  organizational  structure  of  the  town  and  delegates 
responsibilities  of  various  town  agencies.  This  Code  forms  the  basis  of  the  duties 
of  each  part  of  town  government  and  is  a  necessary  tool  for  understanding  what 
agencies  exist  and  what  duties  each  agency  performs. 

A  new  zoning  by-law  and  various  zoning  district  amendments  have  been 
developed  and  considered  by  the  town.  As  of  December  31,  1974,  the  proposed 
change  in  zoning  by-laws  developed  by  the  Planning  Board  had  not  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Town  Council.  (This  program  was  adopted  in  February,  1975). 

Public  Service  employment  programs  were  continued  and  greatly  expanded 
during  1974,  including  the  extension  of  the  E.E.A.  program  and  the  new  C.E.T.A. 
program.  Forty-five  jobs  were  created  in  Southbridge;  jobs  in  public  works,  in 
administrative  services  in  town  hall,  in  planning  and  in  private,  non-profit 
organizations  throughout  the  community.  Nearly  $500,000  has  been  provided  to 
the  town  of  Southbridge  through  1974-75  for  this  manpower  program. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  those  staff  members,  officials  and  citizens  of 
Southbridge  who  have  welcomed  the  Town  Manager  to  the  community.  A  special 
vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation  is  due  to  Mary  Keyes  who  provided  the  new 
manager  with  valuable  assistance  in  the  first  months  of  my  stay.

The  following  is  a  report  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year  ending 
December  31.  1974.  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Year  1974  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Southbridge  Planning  Board.  There 
were  nine  Public  Hearings  held  for  Zone  changes,  including  two  for  D.  M.  R. 
Corporation.  (Walter  Regep).  on  Main  Street,  and  two  for  Pedi  Realty  on  Main 
Street.  Of  these,  only  two  changes  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  two  were 
withdrawn  by  the  petitioners. 

The  Board  also  held  a  Hearing  on  "Proposed  Zoning  By-Laws."  This  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval. 

Various  plans  "Approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  not  required," 
were  signed. 

There  was  considerable  controversy  over  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the 
Southbridge  Nursing  Home  on  Dresser  Street  by  the  abuttors  on  Zoning  and 
Appeals  procedures.  The  abbuttors  have  appealed  their  case  to  Worcester 
Superior  Court  for  a  ruling.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TAX  COLLECTOR 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

To  improve  the  collection  of  property  taxes,  the  Commonwealth  enacted  laws 
changing  the  fiscal  cycle  of  counties,  cities,  towns  and  certain  districts. 

The  year  1974  marked  the  beginning  of  the  municipal  fiscal  year  change  to 
coincide  with  that  of  the  state.  The  fiscal  year  now  begins  July  1  and  ends  the 
following  June  30. 

To  conform  with  the  new  laws,  there  is  a  new  tax  billing  and  collection 
procedure.  The  total  tax  is  now  divided  in  two  parts.  The  first  payment  is  due  by 
November  1  and  the  second  May  1. 

Because  of  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  patience  of  the 
taxpayers,  many  of  the  snags  that  had  been  anticipated  were  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

Payments  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  1974  were  $4,670,496.23. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Manager  and  the  Department  Heads  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


1974  was  the  transitional  year  in  Massachusetts  for  the  change  to  a  financial 
fiscal  year  that  now  runs  from  July  1  to  June  30. 

This  change  confused  many  taxpayers,  for  while  the  fiscal  year  changed  from  a 
calendar  basis,  the  date  of  assessment  of  real  estate  and  personal  property 
remained  as  January  1. 

It  was  particularly  confusing  in  those  instances  where  property  changed  hands 
during  the  past  year,  and,  also  in  those  instances  where  statutory  exemptions 
applied.  Hopefully,  there  will  be  less  misunderstanding  in  1975. 

On  December  24.  1974  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  handed  down 
a  decision  known  as  the  "Sudbury  Case"  mandating  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation  direct  local  assessors  in  all  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  apply  the  required  standards  of  uniformity  and  full  value 
assessment,  and  that  each  Board  of  Assessors  submit  a  plan  to  the  Commission  for 
bringing  property  assessments  in  its  municipality  to  full  cash  value. 

Southbridge  is  one  of  16  towns  (out  of  351 )  in  the  Commonwealth  who  presently 
value  property  at  above  85%.  and  this  is  because  our  Town  had  a  complete 
revaluation,  at  full  and  fair  market  value  as  of  January  1.  1973. 

During  the  next  few  weeks  area  meetings  will  be  held  with  Department  of 
(,  orporations  and  Taxation  personnel  to  review  local  standards  of  assessments 
and  local  plans  to  maintain,  on  a  current  basis,  all  properties  at  full  cash  value. 

We.  in  Southbridge,  are  in  a  better  position  than  most  cities  and  towns, 
inasmuch  as  our  assessor's  maps  are  current,  are  kept  current,  and  our  assessed 
valuations  are  nearer  to  full  fair  market  value  than  is  the  case  in  other  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Keeping  valuations  updated  on  a  permanent  basis  will  be  a  time  consuming  task 
and  will  require  keeping  very  accurate  and  up-to-date  sales  information,  however, 
only  when  all  cities  and  towns  a.ssess  on  a  uniform  basis  will  the  equalized 
valuations  established  by  the  Commissioner  be  meaningful  and  fair  to  all 
communities.  It  is  the  equalized  valuations  that  presently  decide  the  distribution 
of  stale  funds  to  Massachu.setts  cities  and  towns. 

Total  Valuation  of  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  in  Southbridge  as  of 
January  1.  1974  was  $116.383.500..  compared  to  $115,039,325.  as  of  January  1. 
1973. 

The  general  economic  slump  has  greatly  curtailed  the  con.struction  of  new 
homes,  and  other  buildings.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHBRIDGE  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  1974,  proved  to  be  a  transitional  one  for  the  Southbridge 
Redevelopment  Authority.  An  effort  to  revise  plans  for  the  Central  Business 
District  State-aided  redevelopment  project;  to  complete  planning  of  the  proposed 
Southbridge  Industrial  Park  State-aided  redevelopment  project;  to  seek  out  new 
sources  of  funding  to  off-set  the  cost  of  both  projects  to  the  Town;  and  to  work 
within  the  framework  of  our  new  Charter,  through  the  Office  of  the  Town 
Manager  and  Town  Council. 

The  Authority  held  its  annual  reorganization  meeting  on  March  26,  1974  with 
the  following  results  recorded:

CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  PROJECT 

During  the  latter  part  of  1973  and  throughout  1974,  the  Authority  met  to 
consider  possible  revisions  to  the  plan,  as  presented  to  the  March,  1973  Town 
Meeting.  With  only  minor  revisions  to  physical  plan,  to  reflect  improvements 
made  to  property  consistent  with  the  Authority's  plan,  the  issue  of  financing  the 
project  became  Jhe  central  issue. 

Based  on  this  fact,  several  meetings  were  held  with  State  and  Federal  officials 
to  explore  other  grants  available  from  the  government  to  further  subsidize  the 
CBD  project.  Success  was  achieved  on  both  levels.  The  Department  of 
Community  Affairs  agreed  to  increase  its  share  of  project  by  approximately 
$600,000.  On  the  federal  level,  in  August,  1974,  President  Ford  signed  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act,  which  allows  communities,  through 
an  application  process,  to  receive  block  grants  for  improvements  to  blighted 
areas.  The  Authority  sees  this  program  as  a  source  of  federal  funding  to  finance 
portions  of  the  CBD  project. 

SOUTHBRIDGE  INDUSTRIAL  PARK 

The  Authority  continued  the  preparaton  of  plans  for  an  industrial  development 
program  in  the  Sander sdale  section  of  Town,  including  the  old  dump  site  off 
Gulphwood  Road.  Final  plans  for  a  staged  development  program  were  given 
preliminary  approval  by  the  Authority  in  June  1974.  In  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
proposed  cost  to  the  Town,  the  Authority  met  with  federal  officials  to  explore  the 
possible  receipt  of  a  grant  by  the  Town  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce, 
Economic  Development  Administration.  The  Authority  filed  a  preliminary 
application  with  the  regional  office  in  Philadelphia  in  October,  1974. 
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The  Authority  expects  to  have  these  plans  complete  during  1975  and  will 
continue  its  efforts  to  secure  a  federal  grant  to  assist  the  Town  in  the  financing  of 
such  a  project. 

The  Authority  thanks  all  those  who  have  worked  with  us  on  these  specific 
redevelopment  projects  and  on  other  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 
We  look  forward  to  the  coming  Year,  1975,  as  one  of  great  decision  for  the  Town, 
as  concerns  its  future  development  and  progress.

I  bcrev^^th  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  for  the  year  ending 
December  3l5t.  1974. 

Monthly  immunization  clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  infants  and 
pre-acboolers  for  the  prevention  of  communicable  diseases.  The  following 
■niniTfitions  were  given:  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough  272; 
Tri-valent  Polio  drinks  430;  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  injections  24;  Measles  22; 
Rubella  54:  Measles  and  Rubella  combined  87:  Mumps  108;  and  for  the  first  time 
gt  our  December  clinic  we  started  using  the  new  Measles,  Rubella  and  Mumps 
mdnes  combined,  five  were  given.  Seven  hundred  and  seventeen  (717)  children 
flttended  these  clinics.  Clinics  were  also  held  at  all  local  schools  and  311  students 
took  part  receiving  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  boosters. 

This  office  is  a  depot  for  the  distribution  of  vaccines  supplied  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  for  distribution  to  local  physicians,  without  charge. 
Vaednes  such  as  Polio.  Measles,  Rubella  and  Mumps  have  to  be  picked  up,  either 
hj  the  agent  or  myself,  at  the  District  Health  Office  located  in  Rutland.  The 
kMaming  vaccines  were  made  available  to  private  physicians:  DPT  -  192  vials  of 
10 doses  each;  DT  -  46  vials  of  10  doses  each;  Polio  -  262  vials  of  10  doses  each; 
Mf  utes  vaccine  -  363  doses;  Rubella  •  340  doses;  Measles  and  Rubella  combined  - 
M doses:  Mumps  -  276  doses;  Measles,  Rubella  and  Mumps  vaccines  combined  - 
8  doses;  two  vials  of  PPD  and  64  Tines  for  testing  for  possible  exposure  to 
Muttulosis;  Typhoid  vaccines  -  five  vials;  Tetanus  Toxoid  -  21  vials;  Immune 
Senm  Globulin  -  84  vials;  DT  for  adults  -  18  vials;  Smallpox  -  210  doses.  Both  the 
SaaDpox  and  Tine  has  now  been  discontinued  for  distribution  to  private 
pliysicians.  Information  regarding  needed  immunizations  for  overseas  traveling 
»  well  as  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  can  be  obtained  through  this 

TW  fight  against  tuberculosis  continues.  This  included  the  testing  of  possible 
ooBtacis;  holding  TB  chest  x-ray  clinics  at  Harrington  Hospital  with  a  Doctor  from 
tke  Worcester  County  Hospital  in  attendance;  the  testing  of  school  children  in 
grades  one  in  aU  public  and  parochial  schools;  the  follow-up  of  old  TB  patients;  and 
providing  prophylaxis  medication  when  indicated,  free  of  charge,  through  the 
Wsreester  County  Hospital. 

Ch.  71.  Section  55B  of  the  General  Laws,  provides  that  school  personnel  must 
be  either  x-rayed  or  tuberculin  test^  every  three  years.  This  is  to  insure  freedom 
«f  active  tuberculosis.  Therefore,  ^ith  the  Public  School  Health  Department 
takng  part.  Tuberculin  testing  was  done  this  year  in  all  public  and  parochial 
sdnok  since  most  of  them  were  due  for  certification.  Tliose  having  a  positive 
reactkm  to  the  test  were  foUowed-up  ^ith  a  chest  x-ray  at  one  of  our  clinics. 

All  other  contagious  diseases  reported  to  this  office  and  needing  special 
Uw-vp  were  done  according  xt>  the  directives  of  the  state  Department  of  Health 
as  presented  in  the  "Isolation  and  Quarantine  RasialatMns."  Iliis  included  home 
liiaits  to  assure  proper  collection  of  $p>eciineiis  and  pronpl  mailing  with  containers 
damped  and  addressed  provided  to  patients. 
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As  Parochial  School  Nurse,  registration  of  children  for  kindergarten  and  first 
grades  were  held  at  the  schools.  Two  days  were  spent  with  the  public  school 
nurses  to  register  children  for  kindergarten  in  public  schools  as  this  is  a  joint 
project  of  both  health  departments.  Dr.  Paul  Steen  was  assisted  in  his  physical 
examinations  of  children  in  grades  two,  four,  and  six  of  St.  Mary's  and  St. 
Joan-of-Arc  Schools  as  well  as  grade  eight  of  Marianhill  Junior  High.  Dr.  Robert 
DeJordy,  Podiatrist,  was  also  assisted  in  his  examination  of  children  in  same 
grades.  Referrals  by  teachers  from  other  grades  were  also  checked  as  requested. 
Both  of  the  Doctors'  reports  are  included  separately.  Notices  of  defects  requiring 
treatment  or  further  consultation  by  family  doctor  were  sent  to  parents.  In  the 
case  of  unusual  heart  murmurs,  parents  were  contacted  personnally  prior  to 
sending  notices,  certain  conditions  already  under  care  or  needing  observation 
only  were  so  noted  on  school  health  records  as  well  as  all  the  negative 
examinations  done.  The  Vision  and  Hearing  program  was  completed  in  all  three 
parochial  schools.  Parents  notified  by  mail  when  students  failed  the  tests.  Home 
visits  made  when  indicated  for  health  reasons  as  well  as  numerous  personal 
conferences  and  telephone  calls.  List  of  handicapped  children  made  out  and 
conferences  held  with  teachers  regarding  any  special  consideration  needed  for 
them  in  school.  Arrangements  were  made  for  youngsters  to  attend  Camp 
Wonderland  in  Sharon,  Mass.  Children  were  referred  to  either  the  NeuroUgical, 
Heart  or  Orthopedic  clinics  conducted  at  Harrington  Memorial  Hospital  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health.  Arrangements  made  for  providing  Penicillin  to 
Rheumatic  fever  patients  through  state  programs  as  well  as  anti-epileptic 
medication.  First  aid  treatment  at  the  school  whenever  called  for,  with  referral  to 
private  M.D.  when  deemed  necessary.  School  health  records  are  still  being 
reviewed  periodically  to  insure  completion  of  all  immunizations  as  required  by 
state  law.  Again  this  year,  stricter  enforcement  of  the  Immunization  Law  is  being 
recommended  to  school  and  health  authorities.  Keeping  a  roster  of  all  children 
from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  six  who  are  not  fully  immunized.  This  should 
help  to  minimize  outbreaks  of  communicable  disease  not  only  in  the  schools  but  in 
the  community. 

Reports  of  all  school  health  services,  as  well  as  clinics  and  special  programs 
tabulated  and  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Attended  in-service  programs  regarding  Mantoux  Testing  and  reorganization 
of  T.B.  program,  held  at  the  Worcester  County  Hospital.  Programs  regarding 
implementation  of  The  Comprehensive  Law,  Chapter  766,  held  at  West  Boylston 
was  attended  also. 

Served  as  a  member  of  the  Santa's  Fund  Committee.  Took  part  in  the  Glaucoma 
Clinic  sponsored  by  the  Lions'  Club. 

Visited  Mrs.  Mundel's  Nursery  School  located  at  the  Elm  Street  Congregational 
Church. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  who  in  any  way  helped  to  carry  out  the 
services  of  this  department  and  make  our  citizens,  young  and  old,  lead  a  healthier 
life.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1974. 

I  received,  during  the  year,  87  complaints.  Most  of  these  complaints  were  in  the 
nature  of  rubbish  in  back  yards.  All  were  investigated  and  justified. 

During  the  swimming  season,  water  samples  were  collected  every  two  weeks 
from  the  Town  swimming  pool  and  State  swimming  pool,  and  taken  to  the  District 
Health  Office  to  be  tested  to  make  sure  the  quality  of  the  water  was  safe  for 
swimming.  All  samples  throughout  the  swimming  season  were  satisfactory. 

Permits  and  licenses  issued  during  the  year  1974: 


Open  burning  was  allowed  under  Chapter  1031  of  the  Acts  of  1973  for  the 
burning  of  brush  and  for  agricultural  purposes  from  March  15,  1974  to  April  15, 
1974.  An  inspection  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Fire  Inspector 
before  issuing  a  burning  permit.  A  total  of  106  permits  were  issued  during  this 
one  month  period.

All  restaurants  and  markets  were  given  a 
copy  of  this  notice  and  were  checked  to  make  sure  none  of  this  product  was  on 
hand. 

This  office  was  also  notified  by  the  Division  of  Food  and  Drug  to  check  the 
proper  labeling  of  tents.  They  were  to  be  labeled  "NOT  FIRE  RETARDANT"  if 
they  were  flammable.  This  was  done*  by  the  Fire  Inspector  and  the  Food 
Inspector.  A  call  was  then  placed  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Food  and  Drug,  reporting  the  findings.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1974 


1.  DIAL-A-RIDE.  Started  late  in  1973.  this  program  mushroomed  in  1974. 
Volunteer  drivers,  with  one  car,  working  20  hours  per  week,  gave  well  over  500 
rides  per  month  to  the  elderly.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council 
negotiated  with  LINKS,  a  federal  program  administered  by  the  state,  to  obtain 
three-to-one  matching  funds  for  a  greatly  expanded  regional  program.  Sturbridge 
and  Charlton  will  be  included.  LINKS  money  will  be  used  to  buy  two  minibuses, 
and  to  pay  a  dispatcher.  One  paid  driver  will  be  added,  so  that  the  hours  can  be 
expanded.  The  remaining  drivers  will  continue  to  be  volunteers.  The  program, 
slated  to  start  January  2,  1975,  is  unique  in  Massachusetts.  Other  such  services 
use  common  carriers. 

2.  HOT  LUNCH.  About  150  lunches  per  week  were  served  at  the  High  School. 
Expansion  of  this  program  is  expected  when  the  Mechanic  Street  project  is 
completed. 

3.  DISCOUNT  CARDS.  2500  cards  were  sent  out  early  in  1974,  and  about  300 
more  during  the  year  to  people  who  became  65  during  the  year.  44  local 
businessmen  are  participating,  with  discounts  ranging  from  10%  to  20%. 

4.  HOUSING.  The  Mechanic  St.  high-rise  was  almost  completed  in  1974,  and  is 
expected  to  open  in  March  1975.  Meanwhile,  about  75  elderly  people  are 
comfortably  settled  in  the  attractive  TAG  project. 

5.  ACTIVITIES.  Bingo  continues  to  be  a  popular  weekly  attraction  at  the  "Y", 
and  the  bowHng  league  now  has  80  members.  Bus  trips  for  the  elderly  averaged 
about  two  per  month,  and  included  sojourns  to  such  places  as  the  Springfield 
Exposition,  a  Red  Sox  game  at  Fenway,  a  trip  to  Forest  Park  for  nursing  home 
patients,  and  various  shopping  trips  to  Spags,  Worcester  Center,  the  Eastfield 
Mall,  etc. 

6.  COMMUNICATIONS.  A  monthly  Senior  Citizen  page  in  the  EVENING 
NEWS  was  started  by  William  Tucker,  an  Associate  Member  of  the  Council.  The 
page  has  news,  a  calendar,  and  articles  on  elderly  problems  and  opportunities. 
The  Council  is  still  working  on  the  possibility  of  a  monthly  newsletter  to  reach  the 
elderly  who  don't  read  the  newspaper. 

7.  MEMBERSHIP.  The  parish  heads  of  all  local  churches  were  invited  to 
become  Associate  Members,  and  three  have  accepted  to  date,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  such  members  to  six.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Town  Manager: 

The  past  year  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Southbridge  Conservation 
Commission.  First,  we  lost  one  of  our  most  dedicated  and  knowledgeable 
members,  Mr.  Daniel  S.  McKinstry.  Another  member,  due  to  a  serious  illness, 
was  forced  to  drop  out  of  the  Commission.  An  appointee  changed  her  mind  and 
withdrew  her  name.  We  were  seriously  handicapped  for  many  months. 

During  the  month  of  August  the  Conservation  Commission  met  for  the  first 
time  with  our  new  Town  Manager.  It  was  a  very  informative  meeting  for  all. 

Two  new  members  have  now  been  added  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  Mrs. 
Beatrice  Shields  and  Mr.  M.  Comtois  and  we  have  a  full  membership. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  Ames  Corporation  informed  the  Town  Manager 
that  they  wished  to  present  a  small  parcel  of  land  on  Hamilton  Street  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  The  Town  Councillors  did  not  agree  with  this  and  to 
our  disappointment,  it  was  turned  down. 

Conservation  Commission  member  Robert  Montague  attended  an  all  day  Fail 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  which 
was  held  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Amherst.  Claire  Birtz  attended 
the  Spring  meeting  of  the  Conservation  Commission  held  at  the  Hogan  Campus 
Center  of  Holy  Cross  College  in  Worcester.  Both  feel  they  have  gained  a  great 
deal  of  up-to-date  information  on  various  aspects  of  Commission  work  from  the 
many  panel  discussions  they  took  part  in,  plus  the  excellent  lectures  given  by 
state  representatives.  Both  brought  back  many  notes  and  material  available  for 
Commissions  from  these  meetings. 

We  also  answered  the  questionnaire  sent  to  all  Departments  of  the  Town  of 
Southbridge  by  Town  Manager,  Peter  B<iyer.  This  related  to  our  opinions  as  to 
the  assets  and  weaknesses  of  our  Town.  A  set  of  reporting  forms  were  received 
and  filled  out  for  the  Massachusetts  Landscape  and  Natural  Area  Survey.  (The 
Town  of  Southbridge  had  been  overlooked.) 

We  chose  to  survey: 

1.  Old  Brick  Yard  Road 

*2.  West  Street  land  owned  by  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
3.  McKinstry's  Brook 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  endorsed  the  mandatory  separation  of 
newspapers  as  proposed  by  Councillor  Mary  M.  Bousquet  and  signified  that  we 
are  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  Town  of  Southbridge  in  determining  condition  of 
trees  referred  to  us  for  cutting.  However,  it  was  decided  that  three  members  of 
the  Commission  must  agree  on  any  such  decisions. 

We  are  presently  working  with  Town  Manager,  Peter  Boyer  on  a  plan  to 
initiate  a  tree  planting  program  on  town  land,  for  the  beautification  of 
Southbridge,  this  to  be  on  an  annual  basis.  The  first  year  would  be  devoted  to  the 
center  of  Town. 

A  field  trip  was  taken  and  with  the  assistance  of  all  members  of  the  Commission 
and  one  non-member,  Mr.  John  Shields,  who  loaned  and  helped  operate  a 
measuring  gauge.  Distances  between  designated  planting  spots  were  measured. 
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A  map  was  drawn,  nurseries  were  contacted  and  library  books  used  for 
referr2il.  A  master  planner,  Ronald  Fleming,  graduate  of  Harvard  University  and 
President  of  Visions,  Inc.  was  consulted.  He  made  us  realize  that  the  small 
flowering  trees  which  we  had  considered  to  be  correct  for  the  area  were  in  fact 
not  in  scale  with  the  architectural  size  of  the  buildings  along  Main  Street.  The 
Conservation  Commission  has  revised  its  plans  and  larger  trees  that  thrive  under 
adverse  conditions  have  been  chosen. 

Our  plans  will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Manager  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  the  beautification  of  the  center  of  Southbridge  will  go  through  as  planned.

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Agent  for  the 
Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  activities  and 
services  rendered  for  the  year  1974. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 


This  office  is  located  in  room  11  of  the  Town  Hall  and  is  open  daily  9:00  a.m.  to 
5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge 
and  their  dependents  seeking  information  pertaining  to  their  rights  and  benefits 
under  Federal  and  State  Laws. 

It  is  our  policy  to  aid  and  inform  all  eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how 
to  obtain  benefits  within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth,  death  and  other  certificates  were  made 
for  veterans  benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Necessary 
forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allowances  and  yearly 
Income  Questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and  other  branches  of  the 
Government  pertaining  to  education,  training,  subsistence  allowance,  insurance 
payments,  medical  treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for 
veterans  and  their  dependents,  re-employment  rights,  employment  difficulties, 
unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as  other  numerous  telephone  calls  and 
letters.

Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments,  each  application  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough  investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to 
the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts  for 
approval,  as  under  this  Chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for 
one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the  local  agents'  office 
in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the  recipients  of  Veterans'  Benefits.  Under 
the  Law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his  dependents,  meet  all 
requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls  in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no 
fault  of  his  own,  he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount  varies  and  is 
dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any  amount  received 
from  federal  benefit  grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this 
department,  therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the 
Town. 
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During  1974,  fifty-four  applications  were  taken,  many  cases  were  pending,  as  a 
result,  constant  follow  up  service  is  maintained  and  reviews  and  appeals  are 
requested  where  awards  are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  the  year  1974,  our  expenditures  were  much 
less  than  they  have  been  for  some  number  of  years.  This  can  be  attributed  mainly 
because  of  a  new  Federal  Program  under  Social  Security  called  "Supplemental 
Security  Income,"  which  supplements  people's  income  over  age  65  or  disabled. 
This  is  in  addition  to  regular  Social  Security  Payments.  Also  there  has  been  a 
slight  decrease  in  our  case  load.  We  are  in  hopes  that  the  trend  will  continue. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  Town  Departments,  officials  at  the  Roxbury 
and  Boston  Veterans'  Administration  Hospitals,  the  Holyoke  Soldiers'  Home  and 
also  the  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Charles  N.  Collatos 
and  his  staff  for  their  fine  co-operation. 

I  would  also  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries,  Veterans 
organizations  and  all  others  who  helped  to  carry  out  the  service  of  this 
department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge  for  1974 

The  Southbridge  Housing  Authority  had  its  annual  meeting  February  20th  at 
which  time  the  officers  of  the  previous  year  were  re-elected  to  the  same  offices  as 
previous. 

Work  was  started  on  finding  suitable  dwelling  units  for  a  Chapter  705  Program. 

The  third  series  of  notes  for  the  Elderly  high  rise  was  issued  in  the  amount  of 
$2,680,000  on  May  1. 

The  RenTal  Assistance  Program  was  expanded  from  8  units  to  37  with  the 
opening  of  the  Lebanon  Hill  (TAG  Assoc.)  Housing  for  the  Elderly  in  July.  South 
Village  began  leasing  in  August.  An  additional  27  units  were  leased  from  Weston 
Associates  in  November.  The  high  rise  unit  was  named  "Quinebaug  Plaza." 

A  "Topping  Off  ceremony  was  held  on  August  19,  1974.  It  is  expected  to  open 
in  mid-March  1975.

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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  WORCESTER  COUNTY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

The  Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational  School  District  is  pleased 
to  report  that  its  third  year  of  operation  is  continuing  to  fulfill  the  vocational 
training  needs  of  nearly  1,000  students  including  60  post  graduates  from  the  six 
town  region  of  Auburn,  Charlton,  Dudley,  Oxford,  Southbridge  and  Webster. 

The  Evening  School  Program  is  fully  operational  and  running  four  evenings  a 
week,  with  a  registration  of  500  students.  All  of  the  programs  offered  in  the  day 
school  were  offered  in  addition  to  other  Practical  Arts  programs. 

The  Special  Education  Program  is  providing  valuable  and  needed  assistance  to 
special  education  students  attending  our  school.  A  Reading  Lab  has  been 
established  which  is  currently  servicing  150  of  our  students,  helping  to  improve 
their  reading  skills. 

In  order  to  make  the  residents  of  the  six  town  district  more  cognizant  of  the 
educational  facilities,  the  offerings  and  the  work  being  done  by  the  students,  a 
combination  Open  House  and  Career  Night  was  held  on  November  20,  1974.  The 
parents  of  all  the  eighth  graders  in  the  District  were  personally  invited  by  the 
Superintendent-Director  to  insure  that  every  avenue  open  to  their  children's 
education  would  be  fully  explored.  In  spite  of  bad  weather  and  poor  driving 
conditions,  several  thousand  people  participated  in  this  function.  Displayed  in  the 
cafeteria  were  the  wares  and  projects  produced  by  the  students. 

The  students  from  our  Metal  Fabrication  and  Plant  Maintenance  programs 
received  national  recognition  for  their  imagination  and  ability  to  apply  what  they 
had  learned  in  the  school.  Two  of  the  students  received  third  prize  in  the  national 
Lincoln  Arc  Welding  Contest,  which  was  open  to  all  students  throughout  the 
country. 

Skills  being  acquired  by  the  students  are  evidenced  every  day  throughout  the 
six  town  region  where  students,  under  the  supervision  of  their  instructors,  can  be 
found  utilizing  their  training  in  the  service  of  the  municipalities  and  public  service 
projects.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  School  District  to  continue  these  services  as 
long  as  the  services  provide  sufficient  training  to  complement  what  the  students 
are  learning  at  the  school.  The  students  may  be  observed,  any  day  of  the  week,  in 
Charlton  City  constructing  a  house.  Each  year  the  students  build  a  house  in  a 
different  town  as  part  of  their  training. 

Numerous  other  projects  are  being  considered  for  completion  by  the  students 
during  the  next  school  year;  everything  ranerine  from  beautification  by  our 
Agri-Business  students  to  the  possible  construction  of  a  Police  Station  in  one  of 
the  towns.  The  facilities  of  all  the  shops  in  the  school  are  available  to  all  the 
residents  of  the  six  town  district  on  a  first  come,  first  serve  basis. 

The  areas  offered  at  the  school  are:  Agriculture,  Auto  Body,  Automotive, 
Carpentry,  Cabinet,  Culinary  Arts,  Data  Processing,  Distributive  Education, 
Drafting,  Electrical,  Electronics,  Graphic  Arts,  Home  Economics,  Machine  Shop, 
Metal  Fabrication,  Painting  &  Decorating,  Plumbing,  Plant  Maintenance  and 
Cosmetology.  A  program  in  Plumbing  has  been  opened  during  the  school  year 
1974-1975  and  programs  in  Small  Engine  Repair  and  Air  Conditioning-Refrigera- 
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tion  are  being  considered  for  the  school  year  1975-1976.  It  is  the  intention  of  thej 
Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational  School  District  to  always  keep! 
the  training  and  programs  offered  at  Bay  Path  Vocational  High  School  at  the 
highest  standards  and  up-to-date  in  their  meaningfulness  to  the  job  trends  and 
needs  of  the  area. 

One  of  the  means  by  which  the  School  District  maintains  its  contact  with  the  | 
industrial  technical  needs  of  the  area  is  through  its  Craft  Committees,  which  act  in  ' 
an  advisory  capacity  to  each  skill  area  in  the  school.  In  addition  to  the  individual 
Craft  Committees,  there  is  an  Advisory  Committee  which  works  closely  with  the 
administration  in  the  overall  operation  of  the  facility.  This  report  is  an  excellent 
media  for  publicly  thanking  all  the  members  of  the  Craft  Committees  and  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  their  contributions  during  the  past  year  and  their 
anticipated  contributions  in  the  future. 

The  continued  support  of  the  residents  of  the  six  towns  is  a  necessary 
requirement  in  order  that  we  may  offer,  in  our  facilities,  the  very  best  and  most 
meaningful  training  for  our  students,  especially  in  this  time  of  economic  crisis  and 
failing  employment  opportunities.

I  submit,  herewith,  the  "interim"  Financial  Report  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1974,  to  be  ended  June  30,  1975. 

The  report  is  in  accordance  with  the  system  installed  by  the  Department  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts  and  with  Section  61  of  Chapter 
41  of  the  General  Laws. 

This  report  includes  the  following:  a  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Town's  General 
Accounts,  a  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Town's  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Account  and  a 
detailed  report  of  the  Town's  Debt  Accounts.  All  reports  are  as  of  December  31, 
1974. 

The  addition  of  a  temporary  staff  person  obtained  through  the  C.E.T.A. 
program  has  and  will  continue  to  enable  this  office  to  expand  its  scope  of 
activities.  The  ambulance  billing  function  has  been  relocated  from  the  Fire 
Department  to  the  Accountant's  office.  This  has  enabled  the  Billing  Procedure  to 
be  expanded  to  include  an  alphabetized  Accounts  Receivable  listing  system. 

Additional  programs  anticipated  to  be  implemented  in  the  near  future  include: 
compilation  of  vendor  lists,  program  analysis  and  other  management  statistical 
data  not  previously  available  because  of  limited  staffing. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  our  Town  Manager,  Mr.  Peter  Boyer, 
Department  Heads,  Officials  and  Personnel  of  all  Departments  and  Committees 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  the  Accounting  Department  could  not  function  without  the  knowledge, 
dedication,  devotion  and  efficiency  of  my  very  capable  assistant,  Mrs.  Lorraine 
Healy.  To  her  a  very  special  "Thank  You."

To  supervise  and  expedite  completion  of  this  project 
as  well  as  other  correlative  programs,  Mr.  Henry  Racicot  was  appointed  Acting 
Department  of  Public  Works  Head,  a  position  he  held  with  distinction  until  his 
resignation  in  December,  1974.  All  of  the  construction  associated  with  this  project 
was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1974,  except  for  an  ejector  station  which  was  delayed 
due' to  a  shortage  of  parts. 

Acting  Town  Manager  Ferron  proposed  and  the  Council  confirnied  Bernard 
Fiorelli  as  Police  Chief.  Due  to  a  legal  technicality,  this  appointment  was  declared 
null  and  void  by  the  State  Courts  in  October,  1974. 

Town  Manager  Boyer,  subsequent  to  this  decision  appointed  Fiorelli  and  the 
Council  again  confirmed  the  appointment. 

The  Annual  Budget  for  fiscal  year  1974-1975  was  approved  by  the  Council  on 
June  19,  1974.  A  result  of  the  detailed  study  of  the  budget  was  a  request  to  the 
Town  Manager  to  improve  the  format  of  the  budget  to  clarify  budget  items.  This 
improvement  is  exemplified  in  the  presentation  of  1975-76  Budget  by  Town 
Manager,  Peter  Boyer. 

In  September,  Mrs.  Virginia  Hmielowski  was  appointed  Recording  Clerk  to 
replace  Mrs.  Elaine  Black  who  resigned  after  six  months  of  dihgent  application  as 
the  first  Recording  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

In  the  Personnel  area,  a  new  wage  classification  scale  was  approved  for  town 
employees,  and  a  uniform  wage  scale  for  PoHce  and  Fire  Chiefs  was  adopted. 

In  July,  1974,  Mr.  Peter  Boyer  was  appointed  the  first  Town  Manager  of 
Southbridge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


In  1974  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  held  3  hearings.  These  hearings, 
chronologically,  were  as  follows: 

1.  May  30,  1974  —  A  request  for  a  variance  from  the  Zoning  By-laws  by  S. 
Anthony  Caprera  for  property  located  at  32  Everett  Street.  The  Board  denied 
this  request  in  a  unanimous  vote  against. 

2.  October  11,  1974  —  A  request  for  a  variance  from  the  Zoning  By-laws  by 
Sidney  R.  Neustadt,  Arnold  H.  Neustadt,  and  David  N.  Neustadt  for  a  lot  located 
on  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Chapin  and  Dresser  Streets.  The  Board  decided  in 
a  unanimous  vote  to  accept  a  withdrawal  of  the  request  by  the  Neustadts. 

3.  November  8,  1974  —  A  request  for  a  variance  from  the  Zoning  By-laws  by 
D.  B.  Cotton  and  D.  B.  Cotton,  Inc.  for  property  located  on  Guelphwood  Road.  The 
Board  denied  the  request  for  the  variance  with  two  members  voting  in  favor  of 
the  request  and  one  opposed.  (All  requests  for  variances  must  be  approved  by  a 
unanimous  vote.  N.G.L.A.  ch.  40A). 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  held  other  meetings  in  1974  for  the  purpose  of 
arranging  hearings  and  reaching  decisions  after  hearings.

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SOLTHBRIDGE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION  REPORT 


During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  met  at  least  monthly  to  study  the 
recently  completed  Master  Plan  of  Southbridge  Airport.  This  plan  was  prepared 
by  the  firm,  Edwards  and  Kelcey,  Inc.,  as  a  result  of  an  Airport  Planning  Grant 
from  the  FAA  and  MAC  for  $26,418.00  with  two-thirds  of  the  funds  provided  by 
the  FAA,  28.6  percent  from  the  MAC  and  4.7  percent  from  the  Town  of 
Southbridge. 

Since  the  improvement  of  the  safety  and  reliability  of  operations  at  the  airpwrt 
is  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  Commission,  a  request  for  federal  and  state 
assistance  was  made  for  the  installation  of  Runway  End  Identifier  Lights  (REILS) 
and  Visual  Approach  Slope  Indicator  (VASI-2)  lighting  systems  on  Runway  2.  A 
grant  was  awarded  for  $18,000.00  for  this  project  with  75%  of  the  funds  provided 
by  the  FAA,  20%  by  the  MAC  and  5%  by  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  Work  will 
begin  on  this  project  in  the  Spring  of  1975. 

American  Optical  Corporation,  which  has  leased  the  Airport  since  June  1,  1959 
sold  its  corporate  aircraft  in  1974  and  has  expressed  an  interest  in  terminating 
their  lease.  Since  the  Airport  Master  Plan  strongly  recommends  that  the  Airport 
Commission  assume  direct  control  over  the  airport,  the  Commission  has  been 
diligently  seeking  out  another  Fixed  Base  Operator  (FBO)  to  assume  the 
management  of  the  airport  for  the  commission. 

Although  the  Commission  does  not  foresee  the  need  of  any  major  capital 
improvements  involving  Town  financing  through  1979,  we  do,  however,  feel  that 
some  administrative  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near  future  and  plan  to 
meet  with  the  Town  Council  in  April  1975  to  present  recommendations  for  the 
future  operation  of  Southbridge  Airport.

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CENTRAL  MASSACHUSETTS  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

ACTIVITIES  DURING  CALENDAR  YEAR  - 1974 


Nineteen-seventy  four  was  a  year  in  which  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional 
toning  Commission  adjusted  to  its  new  and  expanded  membership  structure  as 
:  reached  its  full  complement  of  60  delegates  for  the  first  time.  It  was  also  the 
irst  time  that  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  June  30  and  this  caused  numerous 
dministrative  adjustments.  Throughout  the  CMRPC  continued  its  compre- 
ensive  regional  planning  programs  of  various  kinds,  its  support  planning 
ctivities,  and  expanded  its  local  technical  planning  assistance  efforts. 

Four  major  reports  were  completed  and  endorsed  during  the  year.  These 
icluded  the  "Housing  Element  —  1974,"  "The  Housing  Needs  Study  of  the 
department  of  Community  Affairs,"  "The  Transit  Development  Program*'  and 
be  "Central  Massachusetts  Solid  Waste  Study  and  Plan."  The  adopted  regional 
lans  now  number  six,  including  solid  waste  and  housing. 

As  regards  legislation,  four  of  the  ten  amendments  to  Chapter  40B  of  the 
^neral  Laws,  proposed  by  the  CMRPC,  were  passed  by  the  General  Court.  Eight 
lore  pieces  of  legislation  were  submitted  for  the  1975  Session. 

During  1974,  the  previously  authorized  comprehensive  regional  planning  and 
lanagement  program  was  completed,  and  the  next  one  undertaken  on  May  1st. 
he  latter  was  virtually  completed  by  December  31st  with  local  technical 
ssistance,  housing  planning  and  subregional  plans  being  emphasized. 

The  transportation  planning  program  has  been  progressing  steadily  with  the 
rst  "3C"  transportation  planning  program  being  completed  at  the  end  of  June, 
nd  after  a  short  hiatus,  the  next  one  beginning  in  August.  This  latter  program  is 
ow  combined  with  a  mass  transit  planning  program  for  the  area  to  provide  a 
roadly-based  planning  activity.  The  Worcester  Regional  Transit  Authority  was 
)rmed  in  August  as  well  and  now  consists  of  the  Central  City  and  14  towns,  the 
MRPC  becoming  active  in  the  latter  stage  of  formation  in  assisting  potential 
lembers.  In  addition,  the  Transportation  Planning  Advisory  Group  was 
spanded  and  supported  during  the  year. 

In  other  area-wide  activities,  the  CMRPC  supported  its  Government 
eorganization  Committee  activities,  and  began  to  support  the  "City  and  Town 
[anagers'  Forum."  It  undertook  a  study  of  city  and  town  service  benefits  and 
)sts  and  assisted  in  the  formation  of  an  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
ommittee  and  the  preparation  of  the  area-wide  OEDP.  The  contractual  local 
jchnical  assistance  projects  were  increased,  with  14  communities  being  served, 
ther  special  projects  were  undertaken  or  completed  with  the  Department  of 
atural  Resources,  Corp.  of  Engineers,  and  with  the  Department  of  Community 
ffairs  for  a  Critical  Areas  Land  Use  Study. 

In  holding  to  its  responsibility  as  a  "Regional  Clearinghouse,"  the  CMRPC 
^viewed  60  Federal  aid-projects.  These  projects  were  valued  at  over  42  million 
hilars.  In  addition,  three  zoning  referrals  along  town  boundaries  were  processed 
5  a  part  of  the  Voluntary  Zoning  Referral  System. 
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The  continuing  "crisis  in  regionalism"  during  1974  was  reflected  locally  by 
CMRPC's  policy  suggestions  as  to  the  desirable  content  of  regional  planni? 
legislation  on  the  one-hand  and  opposition  to  the  regional  planning  directof 
legislative  draft  on  the  other.  Six  state-wide  reorganization  bills  were  comment l| 
on  in  addition,  while  policy  resolutions  were  adopted  on  surplus  state  propei 
and  the  provision  of  local  planning  assistance.  Activities  of  the  13  regioi 
planning  agencies  of  the  Commonwealth  were  even  more  closely  coordinated  w  j 
meetings  at  least  monthly,  while  the  full  CMRPC  itself  met  every  secoi 
Thursday  of  each  month  during  the  year. 

The  technical  staff  decreased  by  one  member,  to  include  ten  professioi 
planners,  two  para-professional,  and  three  secretarial  positions,  as  well  as  i\ 
permanent  part-time  positions.  Four  student  interns  were  used  on  occasi 
throughout  the  year  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  Town  of  Southbridge,  has  been  | 
member  of  the  regional  planning  district  since  1967.

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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

PERSONNEL 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Southbridge 
PubHc  Schools.  This  is  the  twenty-first  in  a  series  of  such  reports.  Perhaps  the 
three  main  components  of  any  school  system  are  personnel,  program,  and 
facilities.  I  shall  attempt  to  cover  each  of  these  areas  as  precisely  and  as 
accurately  as  possible. 

There  are  presently  four  elementary  schools  in  the  system  including  Charlton 
Street,  Eastford  Road,  West  Street  and  Pleasant  Street.  Pine  Street  School  will 
be  rented  in  the  fall  of  1975,  and  will  accommodate  all  fifth  graders  at  the 
elementary  level.  In  the  four  schools  mentioned  above  there  is  a  total  of  671.5  staff 
members,  and  a  total  of  1594  students  as  of  October  1,  1974.^^^8  is  an  increase  of 
thirty-five  students  over  the  previous  year.  At  the  elementary  level  there  are 
specialists  in  the  area  of  guidance,  learning  disabilities,  reading,  physical 
education,  music,  art,  and  speech.  The  two  new  positions  added  during  the  past 
year  included  a  speech  teacher,  and  a  third  grade  teacher  at  Eastford  Road. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  has  a  total  of  fifty -three  professional  staff 
members.  This  number  includes  specialists  in  the  area  of  learning  disabilities,  art, 
music,  guidance,  reading  and  physical  education.  There  is  no  change  in  the  total 
number  of  professional  staff  positions  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  over 
the  previous  year.  The  enrollment  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School,  as  of 
October  1,  1974,  was  763.  This  represents  an  increase  of  twenty -one  students  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  Pre-Vocational  School  houses  seventh  and  eigfhth  graders  and  has  a 
professional  staff  of  five  full-time  teachers.  The  program  is  housed  at  the 
Southbridge  Lumber  Company  building.  The  total  number  of  students  at  the 
Pre-Vocational  as  of  October  1,  1974  was  seventy.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
one  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Southbridge  Senior  High  School  has  a  total  of  fifty  professional  staff 
members.  This  is  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  The  new  position  is 
that  of  Media  Department  Chairman.  The  enrollment  at  the  Senior  High  School  as 
of  October  1,  1974  was  719  students.  This  represents  an  increase  of  sixty-five 
students  over  the  previous  year. 

There  are  two  professional  staff  members  at  the  Central'  Office  located  in  the 
Town  Hall.  This  includes  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Director  of  Funds. 

In  summary  there  were  a  total  of  181 V2  professional  staff  members  which 
represented  an  increase  of  four  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  enrollment, 
K-12,  as  of  October  1,  1974  ^yas  3,146  students,  and  an  increase  of  129  students 
(4.3%)  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  twenty -four  staff  members,  both  new 
and  replacements,  who  were  oriented  to  the  school  system  in  September  of  1974. 
Twenty  of  these  were  replacements  and  four  were  new  positions.  These  new 
personnel  represent  a  wide  variety  of  background,  academic  training,  and 
geographic  representation,  and  are  now  a  working  and  active  part  of  the  total 
Southbridge  Public  School  professional  staff. 
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FACILmES 


The  elementary  school  facilities  at  Eastford  Road,  Charlton  Street,  West  Street 
and  Pleasant  Street  are  being  utilized  to  100%  capacity.  The  facilities  at  Charlton 
Street,  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  have  been  completely  updated,  and  this 
year  represents  the  second  full  year  of  use  of  these  renovated  buildings.  The 
physical  design  of  these  units  facilitates  more  flexible  grouping  and  movement  of 
children.  With  the  elimination  of  permanent  walls  between  classrooms  in  these 
three  schools,  there  are  definite  opportunities  for  better  utilization  of  both  staff 
and  materials.  These  three  schools  house  students  in  grades,  K-5.  The  Pleasant 
Street  School  was  improved  greatly  during  the  past  year  by  phase  one  of  the 
renovation  program  for  this  building.  We  are  planning  to  continue  and  do  phase 
two  of  this  program,  and  also  to  make  every  effort  budget-wise  to  provide  for 
upkeep  of  the  renovated  elementary  schools. 

The  Pre- Vocational  School  is  located  in  the  Southbridge  Lumber  Company,  and 
it  is  starting  its  first  full  year  in  that  location.  The  rooms  and  shops  were  set  up  so 
as  to  specifically  accommodate  this  program. 

At  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  no  additional  facilities  have  been  added 
for  many  years.  However,  through  a  three  phase  program  we  are  attempting  to 
keep  this  building  presentable  and  neat.  The  second  and  third  floor  have  now  been 
updated  through  painting,  new  carpeting,  new  lighting  and  other  changes  that 
have  added  enormously  to  the  indoor  physical  appearance  of  the  building.  There  is 
one  year  left  to  this  three  phase  program.  The  learning  environment  for  the 
youngsters  at  Mary  E.  Wells  has  definitely  been  improved.  However,  in  my 
opinion  the  facility  is  still  overcrowded  and  is  operating  at  much  greater  than 
peak  efficiency.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  additional  facilities  to  accommodate  a 
modern  jr.  high  school  program.  However,  administration  and  staff  will  continue 
to  offer  the  very  best  kind  of  program  with  the  facilities  available. 

The  renovation  program  initiatcni  in  early  1974  at  the  Senior  High  School  is  now 
completed  except  for  certain  "punch  list"  items.  The  educational  impact  of  this 
project  will  be  fully  realized  during  the  next  school  year.  Individualization  of 
instruction  will  become  a  reality  under  our  new  facihties.  The  bond  issue 
approved  on  the  night  of  November  14,  1973  by  the  citizens  of  Southbridge 
included  the  complete  renovation  of  the  Cole  Trade  building,  a  new  Instruction 
Materials  Center,  and  extensive  renovation  within  the  building.  The  educational 
facilities  are  now  available  at  this  level  to  allow  for  a  comprehensive  and  modern 
educational  program  for  Senior  High  School  students. 

PROGRAMS 

We  now  have  three  elementary  buildings  that  are  certainly  in  tune  with  the 
times  and  are  allowing  us  to  develop  a  creative  and  flexible  elementary  school 
program.  There  have  been  many  improvements  in  the  program  at  the  elementary 
schools  during  the  past  school  year.  A  completely  new  mathematics  curriculum 
began  in  September,  1974.  This  program  not  only  includes  textbooks,  but  also 
supplementary  and  manipulative  materials  for  youngsters.  As  of  this  time,  the 
mathematics  curriculum  is  the  same  in  all  buildings  in  the  system.  The  program  is 
now  being  coordinated  on  a  K-12  basis.  Also  under  study  by  the  Curriculum 
Leadership  Team  is  the  English  program  in  grades  K-5.  A  proposal  for  changes  in 
this  area  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  very  near  future. 
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A  comprehensive  elementary  school  program  is  carried  on  in  all  the  elementarj 
uildings,  which  house  grades  K-5,  and  at  Pleasant  Street  grades  1-4.  Art,  music 
id  physical  education  classes  are  now  offered  weekly  to  all  of  our  children, 
pecial  services  are  also  available  in  the  areas  of  guidance,  learning  disabilities 
id  remedial  reading.  Curriculum  development  work  by  the  leadership  teams  in 
1  major  academic  areas  is  currently  in  progress.  This  is  a  major  effort  that 
lould  prove  beneficial  to  the  whole  school  system.  The  entire  school  program 
om  grades  K-12  will  be  coordinated  into  one  viable  working  curriculum.  This  will 
sure  that  our  curriculum,  K-12,  is  being  properly  coordinated  and  articulated. 

The  #766  program  was  implemented  as  of  September  1974.  Although  we  were 
)t  able  to  meet  all  of  the  mandated  requirements,  we  did  make  very  good 
•ogress,  especially  at  the  elementary  schools  where  so  much  of  the  burden  of  this 
t  is  placed.  September  1974  also  marked  the  beginning  of  the  third  year  of  our 
irticipation  in  the  state  mandated  bilingual  program.  The  work  of  our  pupil 
rvices  department  in  coordinating  guidance  and  other  special  education 
ograms  is  also  another  step  in  providing  complete  school  services  for  our 
lildren.  We  are  attempting  to  cooperate  with  the  public  library  and  to  build  up 
ir  own  classroom  libraries  to  the  extent  possible.  Again  to  insure  proper 
mmunication  between  the  elementary  principals  and  the  superintendent, 
eetings  are  held  twice  each  month  to  discuss  general  problems  of  elementary 
lucation  in  the  Southbridge  school  system. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  which  houses  grades  6-8  continues  to  work 
I  curriculum  improvement.  A  significant  event  held  this  year  was  two 
JRRICULUM  NIGHTS.  During  these  two  evenings  parents  were  able  to  see 
e  curriculum  in  action.  Every  area  of  the  curriculum  was  represented  and  all  the 
achers  and  most  of  the  students  cooperated  to  make  this  a  very  successful  and 
^nificant  event.  The  mini  course  program  went  into  its  second  year  as  of 
'ptember  of  1974,  and  has  added  a  valuable  dimension  to  the  jr.  high  curriculum, 
le  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  School  is  also  involved  in  the  bilingual  and  //766 
ograms.  It  also  marks  the  second  year  that  art  and  music  was  offered  to  all 
ipils  on  a  half  year  basis.  This  is  benefiting  all  pupils  in  terms  of  helping  them  to 
ipreciate  and  get  more  enjoyment  from  these  cultural  parts  of  the  curriculum. 

The  Pre-Vocational  School  which  houses  approximately  seventy  youngsters  in 
ades  seven  and  eight  has  started  its  second  year  in  its  new  location  at  the 
)uthbridge  Lumber  Company.  Much  progress  has  been  made  both  in  terms  of 
iproving  the  academic  offerings  and  in  updating  the  shop  courses.  This  program 
ayed  a  significant  role  in  terms  of  keeping  youngsters  in  school  and  preparing 
em  for  a  constructive  and  productive  future. 

The  Southbridge  Senior  High  School  continues  to  offer  a  broad  curriculum  of 
Bctive  courses.  Students  enrolled  in  163  different  courses  during  the  1974-75 
hool  year.  The  elective  program  appears  successful  in  its  attempt  to  meet  the 
;eds  and  interests  of  every  student  in  the  school.  Courses  are  continuously 
tleted  or  added,  depending  on  student  demand  and  need.  Twenty-three  new 
urses,  for  example,  were  added  to  the  high  school  curriculum  during  the  1974-75 
hool  year.  An  interdisciplinary  program  and  cultural  studies  including  the  areas 
art,  music,  English,  and  social  studies  was  developed.  The  program  will  be 
troduced  within  a  year.  This  program  was  funded  under  the  National  Defense 
iucation  Act  Grant. 
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All  of  the  faciKties  acquired  through  the  renovation  program  have  started  to 
)rovide  more  dynamic  education  to  the  Southbridge  ffigh  School  students.  The 
nstructional  Material  Center,  subject  matter  resource  center,  science  labs,  new 
nusic,  art,  home  economics,  and  industrial  arts  areas,  as  well  as  our  new  business 
jducation  department,  have  all  started  to  facilitate  education  in  greater  depth  in 
he  high  school. 

Educational  equipment  to  complete  the  renovation  program  wiU  be  purchased 
mder  a  supplementary  equipment  budget  which  was  approved  by  the  Town 
>)uncil.  This  last  phase  of  our  project  will  help  to  make  Southbridge  High  School 
•ne  of  the  most  modern  secondary  schools  in  Massachusetts. 

The  junior  and  senior  high  school  principals  meet  twice  monthly,  in  an  informal 
neeting  with  the  superintendent  of  schools,  to  review  general  program 
levelopment  and  concerns  at  the  secondary  level.  There  is,  also,  a  total 
idministrative  council  meeting  twice  a  month,  during  which  time  all 
.dministrators  meet  with  the  superintendent  to  review  general  school-wide 
iroblems  and  progress.  Southbridge  High  School  competes  in  the  border 
onference  in  twelve  different  sports.  During  the  past  year  sports  played  an 
mportant  role  in  the  lives  of  students  and  their  faniilies.  Highlights  of  the  year 
ust  concluded  include  the  league  championship  in  football,  girl's  basketball, 
olf,  and  girl's  Softball.  The  girl's  softball  team  also  was  crowned  District  HI 
Ihampions,  and  then,  went  on  to  win  the  first  State  Championship  ever.  FieHd 
ockey  (girl's)  was  introduced  at  Southbridge  and  also  had  a  winning  season. 

Other  varsity  teams  to  distinguish  themselves  this  year  include:  cross-country, 
:e  hockey,  soccer,  baseball,  and  track. 

Fifty-four  seniors  received  athletic  jackets  at  the  annual  awards  day  in  June, 
laking  this  the  largest  senior  class  participating  in  athletics  at  Southbridge  High 
chool. 

I  The  thirteen  sports  at  varsity  level  include:  cross  country,  soccer,  girl's  field 
I  ockey,  football,  ice  hockey,  boy's  basketball,  girl's  basketball,  boy's  tennis,  girl's 
!nnis,  baseball,  track,  golf,  and  girl's  softball. 

The  1974  year  saw  a  further  expansion  of  the  music  program  in  the  Southbridge 
iblic  school  system.  The  highlight  for  the  past  year  was  the  initiation  and 
)sting  of  the  first  annual  South  Country  Music  Festival  by  the  Southbridge 
lusic  department.  This  festival,  held  in  the  Southbridge  High  School  gym, 
'ought  together  over  600  band  and  chorus  members  both  juniors  and  high  school 
cm  Southbridge,  Tantasqua,  Bartlett  and  Shepard  Hill. 

I  A  second  major  event  was  the  third  bi-annual  edition  of  MUSIC  IN  THE 
hOUND.  This  concert  featured  over  300  students  from  the  fifth  through  the 
I  velfth  grades  of  the  Southbridge  school  system.  In  addition  to  these  large 
j  ncerts,    individual    schools   continued   their    regular   musical  activities. 

lementary  musicians  participated  in  P.T.A.  functions;  the  Wells  Jr.  High  School 
I  orus  continues  to  improve,  and  the  Scarlet  Troubadours  at  the  Senior  High 

>hool  continue  to  perform  for  local  social  organizations  as  well  as  Christmas  and 

ring  concerts. 

I  Both  the  Wells  and  the  high  school  bands  have  more  than  tripled  in  size  in  the 
5t  few  years.  With  thirty -seven  youngsters  now  participating  at  the  fifth  grade, 
ginning  ba^d  prospects  for  a  100  piece  band  to  play  for  various  civic  functions 
em  very  bright  in  the  future. 
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This  school  year  the  pupil  services  staff  have  concentrated  primarily  on 
implementation  of  a  new  special  education  law  Chapter  #766.  The  general  purp 
of  this  new  law  is  to  msure  that  all  children  with  special  needs  will  have 
educational  program  which  they  can  profit.  Approximately  293  core  evaluati 
were  completed  for  resident  children  who  had  special  needs  during  the  past  ye 
A  program  for  kindergarten  registration  and  screening  has  been  developed 
order  to  identify  children  who  may  have  special  needs  before  entering  school 
the  first  time. 

It  is  most  difficult  to  credit  the  various  segments  of  the  total  community  v, 
have  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  our  school  system  during  the  past  ye 
As  residents  of  this  community,  you  have  continued  to  give  substantial  financ 
support  to  the  school  system  despite  serious  economic  restrictions.  Sch< 
committee  members  have  continued  to  give  generously  of  their  time  so  as 
properly  govern  the  school  system.  Teachers  and  administrators  have  work 
diligently  to  provide  a  good  educational  program  for  our  youngsters.  I  also  fi 
very  strongly  that  we  have  a  very  high  class  student  body  that  is  a  credit  to  th 
parents  and  to  the  community.  We  are  not  burdened  with  serious  stuck 
problems  as  so  many  school  systems  throughout  the  country  are  today.  I  thi 
this  is  a  credit  to  our  students  in  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  school  committee,  the  faculty  and  staff,  studeni 
parents,  and  all  residents  of  Southbridge  for  their  support  and  understandil 
during  this,  my  third  year  as  Superintendent  of  the  Southbridge  Public  School 
There  are  many  challenges  and  problems  which  lie  ahead  for  our  school  systen 
Rest  assured,  however,  that  as  a  total  staff  our  goal  is  and  will  continue  to  be  t 
establishment  of  Southbridge  as  the  educational  model  for  this  region  of  t 
commonwealth.  |

Dear  Sir: 

I  wish  to  submit  this  brief  report  of  achievement  by  the  Highway  Division  fron 
March  through  December  31,  1974,  during  which  I  acted  as  D.  P.  W.  Director  , 

The  first  task  undertaken  was  to  review  the  condition  of  all  town  roads.  M} 
findings  prompted  me  to  initiate  a  road  repair  program  which  consisted  o:  i 
cleaning,  patching,  grading  and  oiling.  The  following  streets  were  completed.  (Sec  : 
List  of  Streets). 

Making  use  of  a  contractual  price  agreement  made  in  1973  which  extended  tc  I 
July  1st,  1974  saved  the  town  approximately  $5,600.00.  The  1974-1975  contractua 
agreement  was  made  with  the  lowest  bidder  at  an  increase  of  seventeen  cents  i  ^ 
gallon.  Work  continued  because  of  dire  need  and  more  streets  were  made  passibU 
and  reduced  the  material  and  labor  costs  required  for  patching  alone. 

Main  Street  and  South  Street  were  resurfaced  at  an  additional  cost  to  the  towr '  | 
because  of  a  default  of  contract  by  the  New  Haven  Trap  Rock  Co.  In  order  tc 
reduce  this  additional  cost,  resetting  of  man  hole  frames  and  covers  was  done  b>  | 
the  highway  division.  Records  were  kept  and  information  turned  over  to  Towr  ' 
Attorney,  Mr.  Walter  Snyder,  to  bring  legal  action  to  collect  from  the  New  Haver  ' 
Trap  Rock  Co.  the  amount  due  to  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  f 

As  a  result  of  a  state  resurfacing  program  of  Route  131,  Ashland  Avenue,  the 
Highway  Division  was  required  to  reset  the  sewer  man  hole  frames.  ^ 

Sewer  manholes  on  Worcester  Street  and  Dennison  Drive  were  also  brought  to  ^ 
grade.  ^ 

Due  to  changes  made  by  former  Sewer  Commissioners  in  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  sanitary  sewers  in  Dennison  Hill  Area,  it  was  necessary  to  ^ 
renegotiate  the  surfacing  items.  The  need  of  a  drainage  system  was  taken  into 
consideration  and  the  Council  and  Town  Manager  provided  the  funds  necessary 
for  the  installation  of  Drainage  System  and  paving  of  gutters.  The  work  is  ^' 
continuing  and  will  cost  approximately  $40,000.00.  ^' 

Chapter  90  maintenance  work  on  North  Woodstock  Road  in  1974  consisted  of  ^ 
removing  stone  guard  rail,  widening  shoulders,  replacing  with  ribbon  type  guard 
rail  and  paving  of  gutters. 

Painting  of  street  traffic  lines  and  approximately  125  cross  walk  lines  was  J 
carried  on  again  in  accordance  with  Police  Department  requests. 

Street  opening  permits  were  revised  and  put  into  operation.  All  persons  j, 
requesting  permits  must  now  furnish  complete  insurance  coverage  and  a  u; 
performance  bond  in  the  full  amount  of  cost  of  replacement  of  surfacing.  All; 
permits  issued  were  checked  for  quality  of  work  and  materials. 
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Assistance  was  given  by  the  Highway  Division  to  the  Sewer  Division  in 
excavating  sand  from  filter  beds  to  be  replaced  by  new  sand  required  by  State 
Department  of  Health. 

Asphalt  paving  of  River  Street  School  play  area  was  prepared  by  the  Highway 
Division  by  installing  additional  drainage  system,  retaining  wall,  steps  and  walk 
to  rear  entrance. 

Sidewalk  paving  was  done  on  Main  Street  (corner  Everett),  Chapin  Street  and 
Hamilton  Street. 

The  High  Street  Swimming  Pool  was  found  to  be  so  littered  with  glass  and 
debris  thrown  in  by  vandals,  that  before  it  could  be  opened  to  the  public,  I  thought 
it  advisable  to  remove  all  existing  sand  and  replace  it  with  new  sand.  A  section  of 
the  sidewalk  abutting  the  bath  house  was  broken.  It  was  removed  and  replaced. 
Surrounding  areas  were  cleared  of  brush  and  bridge  over  spillway  was  repaired. 

Playground  equipment  was  set  in  place  by  the  Highway  Division  at  Charlton 
Street  School.  This  equipment  was  paid  for  by  the  Charlton  Street  P.  T.  A. 

Carpenter  pond  was  cleared  of  debris,  the  old  club  house  removed  and  area 
graded. 

Cemetery  roads  were  graded  to  prepare  for  Type  I  surfacing.  However,  the 
paving  company  did  not  agree  to  move  equipment  for  the  small  quantity.  It  should 
be  included  next  year  in  the  road  program. 

Pinedale  and  Oak  Street  drainage  system  was  continuously  being  blocked  by 
material  washing  down  from  property  under  construction  —  finally  cleaned  up  but 
only  after  having  to  remove  and  reset  a  section  of  the  line.  A  new  by-law  was 
passed  which  will  place  the  burden  on  the  abuttor  causing  similar  situations. 

Maintenance  of  town  vehicles  was  undertaken  by  the  maintenance  section 
comprising  of  two  mechanics  who  have  done  a  fine  job  in  bringing  equipment  up  to 
necessary  standards  to  function  well  and  lower  future  replacement  and 
maintenance  costs  by  increasing  preventative  maintenance.  Directions  have  been 
given  to  all  drivers  to  report  any  and  all  malfunctions  in  the  equipment. 

A  ten  wheel  Army  Personnel  Carrier  was  given  to  the  Town  by  War  Surplus 
and  this  vehicle  was  converted  to  a  sand  spreader  and  snow  plow. 

Through  the  C.E.T.A.  Program  additional  personnel  was  furnished  to  the  D.  P. 
W.  and  this  personnel  was  placed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Corriveau  —  foreman 
carpenter.  The  inside  walls  of  the  garage  on  Mill  Street  has  been  painted  and 
work  is  now  progressing  on  the  ceiling  beams.  This  provides  additional  daytime 
lighting,  thereby  reducing  need  of  lights. 

The  land  fill  operation  was  thoroughly  reviewed  with  all  parties  concerned.  The 
operation  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  proper  use  of  area  and  materials.  It  was 
agreed  by  the  Council  to  have  the  D.  P.  W.  take  over  the  management  of  the  land 
fill.  This  decision  was  considered  as  a  breach  of  contract  by  the  operator.  The 
Town  Manager  and  Council  then  decided  to  go  along  with  a  status  quo  situation 
until  the  termination  of  the  present  contract. 
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The  material  used  to  cover  the  landfill  operation  consists  of  the  natural  deposit 
of  sand  and  gravel  in  this  location.  The  net  result  of  the  misuse  of  this  material 
will  require  the  Town  of  Southbridge  to  locate,  buy  and  develop  another  location 
for  the  needed  materials  (sand  and  gravel)  to  properly  maintain  the  town  roads. 
Also  provide  another  location  for  the  landfill  operation. 

I  have  used  all  time  and  equipment  available  to  the  Highway  Division  to  salvage 
by  removing  from  the  landfill  site  sand  and  gravel  which  has  been  stockpiled  at 
the  Highway  Department  on  Morris  Street  field.  This  amount  will  not  last  a  full " 
year's  need. 

Daily  records  of  man  hours,  labor,  materials  and  equipment  have  been  kept  and 
are  available  to  compile  total  cost  on  each  individual  project  and  also  on  all  types 
of  maintenance  operations. 

Analysis  of  the  total  cost  will  bring  out  the  areas  of  time  consuming  operations 
and  also  the  minimum  personnel  requirements  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  of 
increase  needs  due  to  additons  to  roads,  sewers,  drainage  system  and  the  public 
demands  for  more  services. 

Personnel  relations  in  the  Highway  Divison  have  improved.  I  beUeve  that  the 
employees  now  more  than  ever  want  to  improve  their  image  and  wish  to  have  the 
citizens  recognize  the  effort  they  are  now  putting  into  their  work.
